Tbe  great  nnd  consCniitlj 
iue/essing  accessloas  (o  onp  Order  in  tlie  West,  and  the  renewed 
attentions  1^  oar  peculinv  litea  and  ceremonies,  liavs  crodt^d  b  dc- 
mmd  foi-  a  practical  book.  Webb's  Monitor,  wbieb  by  umnj  was 
considerod  the  best  of  its  liiud,  has  long  been  out  of  piiiit,  unii  its 
trnly  excellent  author  sleeps  in  pence  with  hie  fafhers.

CHAPTER  I. 


Masomit  13  an  art  equally  useful  and  extensive. 
In  every  part  there  is  a  mysiery  which  requires  a 
gradual  progression  of  knowledge  to  arrive  at  any 
degree  of  perfection  in  it.  Without  much  instrue- 
iLon,  and  mure  e::ercise,  no  lann  can  be  skillful  in  any 
art;  in  liku  manner,  witkout  an  iisslduous  application 
to  the  various  subjeots  treated  of  in  the  different  lec- 
tures of  Masonry,  no  person  can  be  suffioienily  ac- 
quainted with  its  true  value. 

It  must  not,  lioivever,  be  inferred  fioni  this  remark, 
that  persons  who  labor  under  the  disadvanlagea  of  a 
limited  education,  or  whoso  condition  in  life  requires 
a  more  intense  Hpplieation  lo  business  or  study,  are 
to  be  discouraged  in  iheir  endeavors  lo  gain  a  know!- 
erlge  of  Masoiiry. 

To  qualify  an  individual  lo  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the 
society  at  largo,  or  to  part-tke  of  ita  privileges,  it  is

not  absolutely  necessary  that  he  should  be  acq  a  nted 
with  ail  the  intricate  parts  of  the  sc  ence  TI  ese 
are  only  intended  for  the  diligent  and  ass  d  ous  Md 
son,  who  may  have  leisure  and  opportun  ty  to  ndulge 
in  such  pursuits. 

Ihough  some  are  moie  able  than  others  some 
more  eminent,  some  more  useful,  yet  aJl  n  the  r  dif 
ferent  spheres,  may  prove  advantageous  to  the  com 
munity.  As  tlie  nature  of  every  ida  a  p  ofess  on 
will  not  admit  of  that  leisure  which  s  neceasa  y  to 
quaJify  hira  to  become  an  expert  Mason  a  1  ghlj 
proper  that  the  offidal  duties  of  a  Lodge  should  be 
executed  by  persons  whose  education  ads  tuat  on 
in  life  enable  them  to  become  adepts  ;  as  t  n  st  be 
allowed  that  all  who  accept  offices  and  exerc  e  au 
thority  should  be  properly  qualified  to  d  s  ha  ge  the 
task  assigned  them,  with  honor  to  then  1  ea  nd 
credit  to  their  respective  stations . 


CHAPTER  II. 


In  all  regular  assemblies  of  mea  who  are  convened 
for  wise  and  useful  purposes,  the  commencement  and 
conclusion  of  business  are  accompanied  with  some 
form.  In  every  country  the  practice  prevails,  and  is 
■ntial.     From  the  most  remote  periods  of 
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antiquity  it  may  be  traced,  and  the  refined  iniprove- 
menls  of  modern  times  have  not  totally  abolished  it. 

Ceremonies,  when  simply  considered,  it  is  true,  are 
of  but  little  value ;  but  their  effects  are  sometimes 
imporiant.  When  they  impress  awe  and  reverence 
on  the  mind,  and  engage  the  attention  to  solemn  rites 
by  external  attraction,  they  are  interesting  objects. 
These  purposes  are  effected  by  judicious  ceremonies, 
when  regularly  conducted  and  properly  arranged. 
On  this  ground  they  have  received  the  sanction  of 
the  wisest  men  in  ail  ages,  and  consequently  could 
not  escape  the  notice  of  Masons,  To  begin  well,  is 
the  most  likely  means  to  end  well ;  and  it  is  judi- 
ciously remarked,  that  when  order  and  method  are 
neglected  at  the  beginning,  they  will  be  seldom  found 
to  take  place  at  the  end. 

The  importance  of  performmg  the  i,cremonies  of 
opening  and  closing  a  Lodge  with  solemnity  and  de- 
corum, is  therefore  universally  admitted  among  Ma- 
sons ;  and  though  the  mode  m  -Jome  Lodges  may 
vary,  and  in  every  degree  must  vary,  still  a  uniformity 
in  the  general  practice  prevails  in  evety  Lodge ;  and 
the  variation  (if  any)  is  solely  occasioned  hy  a  want 
of  method,  which  a  little  application  might  easily 
remove. 

To  conduct  this  ceremony  with  propriety,  ought  to 
be  the  particular  study  of  every  Mason ;  especially 
of  those  who  have  the  honor  to  rule  in  our  assemblies. 
To  persons  who  are  thus  dignified,  every  eye  is  nat- 
urally directed  for  propriety  of  conduct  and  behavior ; 
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and  from  them,  other  bretliren  who  are  less  informed, 
will  naturally  expect  an  example  worthy  of  imitation. 

From  a  share  in  tliis  ceremony  no  Mason  can  be 
exempted.  It  is  a.  general  concern,  in  which  all  must 
assist.  This  is  the  first  request  of  the  Master,  and 
the  prelude  to  all  business.  No  sooner  has  it  been 
signified,  than  every  officer  repairs  to  his  station,  and 
the  brethren  rank  according  to  their  degrees.  The 
business  of  the  meeting  becomes  the  sole  object  of 
attention,  and  the  mind  is  insensibly  drawn  from  those 
indiscriminate  subjects  of  conversation,  which  are  apt 
to  intrude  on  our  less  serious  moments. 

This  effect  accomplished,  our  care  is  directed  to 
the  external  avenues  of  the  Lodge  ;  and  the  proper 
officers,  whose  province  it  is  to  discharge  that  duty, 
execute  their  trust  with  fidelity,  and  by  certain  mystic 
forms,  of  no  recent  date,  intimate  that  we  may  safely 
proceed.  To  detect  impostcrs  among  ourselves,  an 
adherence  to  order  in  the  character  of  Masons  ensues, 
and  the  Lodge  is  opened  in  solemn  form. 

At  opening  the  Lodge,  two  purposes  are  wisely 
effected:  the  Master  is  reminded  of  the  dignity  of 
hia  character,  and  the  brethren  of  tho  homage  and 
veneration  due  from  them  in  their  respective  stations. 
These  are  not  the  only  advantages  resulting  from  a 
due  observance  of  this  ceremony  ;  a  reverential  awe 
for  the  Deity  is  inculcated,  and  the  eye  fixed  on  that 
object,  fi'om  whose  radiant  beams  only  light  caa  be 
derived.  Here  we  are  taught  to  adore  the  God  of 
Heaven,  and  to  supplicate  his  blessing  on  our  well 
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meant  ecdeaTora.  The  Master  asaumes  his  govern- 
ment in  due  form,  and  under  him  hia  Wardens,  who 
accept  their  trust  after  the  customary  salutations. 
The  brethren  then,  with  one  accord,  unite  in  duty 
and  respect,  and  the  ceremony  concludes. 

At  closing  the  Lodge  a  similar  form  is  used.  Here 
the  less  important  duties  of  Masonry  are  not  passed 
over  unobserved.  The  necessary  degi'ee  of  subordi- 
nation in  the  government  of  a  Lodge  is  peculiarly 
marked,  while  the  proper  tribute  -of  gratitude  ia  of- 
fered tip  to  the  beneficent  Author  of  life,  and  his 
blessing  invoked  upon  the  whole  fraternity.  Each 
brother  fmthfully  locks  up  the  treasure  he  has  ac 
quired,  in  his  own  secret  repository,  and,  pleased  with 
his  reward,  retires  to  enjoy  and  disseminate  among 
the  private  circle  of  his  brethren,  the  fruita  of  his 
labor  and  industry  in  the  Lodge, 

These  are  faint  outlines  of  a  ceremony  which  uni- 
versally prevails  among  Masons  in  every  country,  and 
distinguishes  all  their  meetings.  It  is  arranged  as  a 
general  section  in  every  degree,  and  takes  the  lead 
in  all  our  illustrations.

Remember  tha£ 
you  have  plomised  to  befriend  and  relieve  every 
brother  Who  shall  need  yolir  assistance ;  you  have 
promised  to  remind  him,  in  the  most  friendly  manner, 
of  his  errors ;  and  if  possible,  aid  him  in  a  reforma- 
tion. These  generous  principles  are  to  extend  fur* 
ther.  Every  human  being  has  a  claim  upon  your 
kind  offices.  Do  good  onto  all.  Remember  it  more 
"'especially  to  the  household  of  the  faithful." 

Finally,  brelhien,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  live  m 
peace,  and  may  the  God  of  love  and  peace  delight  t6 
dwell  with  and  bless  you. 
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CHAPTER  111. 


IHSTBL'CTIOWS    TO    A     PBHS 

MASON. 

No  person  can  become  a  Mason,  consistently  with 
the  ancient  and  sdutary  usages  of  our  order,  unless 
be  be  free  born,  and  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age; 
of  a  good  moral  character;  temperate,  industrious, 
charitable,  and  possessed  of  public  spirit  and  the 
social  virtues.  He  must  be  of  sufficient  natural  en- 
dowments to  be  respectable,  and  must  have,  entire, 
all  the  faculties  and  senses  of  a  man.  He  must  also 
have  an  estate,  of&ce,  trade,  occupation,  or  some  vis- 
ible means  of  acquiring  an  honest  livelihood,  as  be- 
comes the  members  of  this  ancient  and  honorable 
fraternity.  In  short,  he  must  have  a  sound  bead 
and  a  good  heart,  and  be  exempt  from  all  those  ill 
qualities  an4  vices  which  bring  dishonor  to  the  craft. 
A  person  possessing  the  foregoing  quaJifi cations 
must  be  proposed,  at  his  own  voluntary  request,  by 
a  friend  or  acquaintance  belonging  to  the  Lodge  of 
which  he  wishes  to  become  a  member,  at  least  one 
meeting  pi'evioua  to  the  time  of  initiation.

"  Do  JOB  seriously  deelaiB,  upoa  yoar  houoi',  that  yon  will  cou- 
foiin  to  all  the  BDcieut  establislied  usages  of  the  order  ?  " 

If  there  remain  no  objection,  the  caniJidate  is  in- 
troduced ill  due  form.  But  lie  has  a  itgbt,  previous 
to  presenting  himself,  to  desire  his  friend  to  show 
him  the  warrant  or  dispensation  bj  which  the  Lodge 
is  held  ;  which,  if  genuine,  he  wiil  iind  to  be  an  in- 
strument written  or  printed  upon  paper  or  parch- 
ment, aijjned  bj  some  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy, 
the  Gi-and  Waidens  and  Secretary,  and  sealed  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  seal. 

He  may  also  requust  the  perusal  of  the  By-laws, 
and  has  a  right  to  examine  a  complete  list  of  the 
members,  to  learn  whether  the  Lodge  contains  any 
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member  with  whom  lie  cannot  coBsistently  and  cor 
dially  associate. 

Should  the  candidate  find  the  charter  to  be  gen- 
uine, thu  by-laws  salutary,  and  such  as  he  can  cheer- 
fully observe  ;  and  should  he  be  pleased  with  a!l  the 
bTCthrei)  of  the  Lodge,  1iis  wish  to  proceed  is  repoi'ted 
to  ihii  Master,  who  makes  it  known  io  the  Lodac.

Vir- 
tue IS  painted  in  the  most  beautifnl  colors,  and  tho 
duties  of  inoraliry  are  enforced  In  it  we  are  taught 
i-Mious  useful  lefsons.  to  prepnre  tiie  mind  for  a  reg-- 
ular  advancement  in  the  principles  of  knowledge  and 
philosophy,  Theae  are  imprinted  on  the  mind  by 
lively  and  sensible  hieroglyph  leal  figures,  which  are 
hero  (xplained,  and  which  have  a  moral  tendency, 
Riid  inculcate  the  practice  of  virtue.

This  pari  of  the  lecture  of  an  Entered  Apprentice 
unfolds  our  objeel  in  visiting  the  hall  of  Masonry; 
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develflps  (he  justice  of  oui"  preUnsioits  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  order;  illustrates  the  manner  of  our  re- 
ception within  the  threshold  of  a  Lodge  ;  reminds  us 
of  {/ar  dfpendew,e  on  the  supporting  hand  of  Deity; 
exhibits  the  pledge  of  our  fidelity,  secresy,  and  con- 
formity (o  immemorial  masonic  customs  ;  opens  our 
eyes  to  tlvs  liffhi  of  knowledge  ;  presents  to  our  hearts 
the  lovely  purity  of  innocence;  draws  upon  ouro/fee- 
tions  by  the  silken  cord  of  charity  ;  and  speculatively 
explains  the  implements  of  the  degree.

The  iwenty-foiii- inch  gauge  is  an  instranient  mads 
use  of  by  operative  masona,  to  measure  and  ky  out 
their  work  ;  but  we,  as  free  and  accepted  Masons, 
are  lauglit  to  raalie  use  of  it  for  the  more  noble  and 
glorious  purpose  of  dividing  our  time.  It  being  di- 
vided into  twenty-four  equal  parts  is  embiematioaj  of 
the  twenty-foui  hours  of  the  day,  which  we  are  taught 
to  divide  into  three  parts,  whereby  we  find  a  poition 
for  the  service  of  God  and  the  relief  of  a  distressed 
vfortliy  brother ;  a  portion  for  our  us  it  a!  avocations, 
and  a  poition  for  refresliment  and  sleep. 


The  common  giaiel  is  an  instrument  made  use  of 
hy  operative  masons  to  brcait  off  the  superfluous 
corners  of  rough  stones,  tlie  better  to  fit  tliem  for 
the  builder's  use  ;  but  we,  as  free  and  accepted  Ma- 
sons, are  tausfht  to  make  use  of  it  for  the  more  noble 
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and  glorious  purpose  of  divesting  our  minds  and  con- 
BO'ences  of  all  tlie  vices  and  superfluilits  of  life ; 
tb.ereby  fitting  us,  as  living  stones,  for  that  spiritual 
building,  that  h'>use  not  made  with  liands,  eternal  in 
tho  heaven« 


Section  Second. 

The  second  section  rationally  accounts  for  the  cere- 
mony of  initiating  a  candidate  into  our  ancient  insd- 
tulion.

Every  candidate,  at  his  initiation,  is  presented  with 
a  lami-skin  or  white  apron. 

The  Lamb  lias,  in  all  ages,  been  deemed  an  em- 
blem of  innocence;  he,  therefore,  wlio  wears  the  lamb- 
skin as  a,  badge  of  Masonry,  ia  thereby  continually 
reminded  of  that  purity  of  life  and  conduct,  which  is 
essentially  necessary  to  his  gaining  admission  into 
the  Celestial  Lodge  above,  where  the  Supreme  Ar- 
chitect of  Ihe  Universe  presides.

This  section  explains  what  constitutes  a  Lodge,  and 
teacbes  us  to  perform  with  propriety,  the  duties  of 
our  respective  stations.  Here,  likewise,  we  receive 
instruction  relative  to  the  form,  supports,  covering, 
furniture,  ornaments,  lights,  and  jewels  of  a  Lodge ; 
how  it  should  be  situated,  and  to  whom  dedicated. 


From  East  to  West,  and  between  the  North  and 
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the  South  F  een  ason  y    xtends     and  n  every  clime 
are  Ma  ons  to  be  found 


Its  dimensions  are  unlimited  and  its  covermff  no 
less  than  the  osnopy  of  Heaven.  To  this  object  the 
Mason's  miad  is  continually  directed,  and  thither  he 
hopes  at  last  to  arrive,  by  the  aid  of  the  theological 
ladder,  which  Jacob,  in  his  vision,  saw  ascending 
from  earth  to  heaven  ;  tlie  three  "principal  rounds  of 
which  are  denominated  Faitli,  Hope,  and  Charity  ; 
and  which  admonish  h3  to  have  faith  in  God,  hope 
in  immortality,  and  charity  to  all  mankind.  The 
greatest  of  these  is  Charitij.,  for  our  Faith    will  be 
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lost  in  sight,  Hope  ends  in  fruition  but  Clianty  e 
tends  beyond  the  grave,  through  the  houndless  i  ealm 
of  eternity. 


Every  ivf!l  governed  Lodge  in.  furnished  vi\th  the 
Hilly  Bible,  square,  and  compasses.  Tlie  Holy  Bible 
is  dedicated  to  God  ;  the  square  to  the  Master ;  and 
the  compasses  to  the  Craft.  The  Bible  is  dedicated 
to  God,  because  it  is  the  inestimable  gift  of  Grod  to 
man,  *  *  *  *  *  ;  the  square  to  ihe  Master, 
because  it  is  the  proper  masonic  emhlvm  of  his  office, 
and  should  continui.lly  remind  him  of  the  duty  that 
he  owes  to  the  Lodg^e  ovtr  which  he  is  elected  to  pre- 
side ;  and  the  compasses  to  the  Craft,  because  fay  a 
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due  attention  to  tbeir  use,  they  are  tauglil  to  circum- 
scribe their  desires,  and  keep  their  passions  within 
due  bounds.* 

•  Tie  following  appropriate  iHuBti'ation  of  the  *  *  *  of  Ma- 
Boniy,  msy  be  givea  witt  beantiful  ofibct : 

"  Aa  moi'e  immediate  guides  for  a  Praemaaou,  the  Lodge  is  iar- 
iiieiied  with,  unerring  rules,  whereby  he  ehall  form  his  condnct. 
The  book  of  the  law  is  laid  before  Hm,  that  he  may  not  say,  thmugh 
^orance  lie  eired ;  whatever  the  Great  Arehitect  of  the  world 
hath  dictated  to  mankind,  B9  the  mode  in  which,  he  would  be  served, 
aad  the  path  ia  which  to  troad  is  to  oblaiu  his  approbation ;  what- 
eror  precepts  he  hath  admiuistered,  aud.  with  whatever  laws  he  hath 
iaspireil  the  sages  of  old,  the  same  are  feithfuily  eompriaed  iu  the 
book  of  the  iaw  of  Masoury.  That  book  reveals  Uie  duties  whieh. 
the  Great  Master  of  all  eiaotB  tram  ub;  open  to  evei'y  eye,  com- 
pi'eheuBihie  to  oveiy  miud ;  then  who  shall  say  among  us  that  be 
kttoweth  uot  the  acoeplable  secvioe  '■  " 

"  Thfl  nUo,  the  squB.i'e.  and  the  compasses,  are  emlilematical  of 
the  coudnot  we  should  puisue  iu  society.  Tu  observe  puuctuality 
in  all  oar  engagements,  laithfiilly  and  religiously  to  dischaige  those 
important  obligatious  which  wo  owe  to  God  and  our  neighbor  ;  to 
be  upright  in  all  our  dealings;  to  hold  the  scale  of  justice  iu  equal 
poise  ;  to  square  our  actioua  by  the  unerring  rule  of  God's  saored 
word  1  to  teep  within  compass  and  bouude  with  all  mankind,  par- 
ticularly with  a  biDtlier ;  to  goveni  oav  espenaes  by  our  incomes  ; 
to  curb  our  sensual  appetites ;  to  keep  within  bounds  those  unrttlj 
paaaions  which  oftentimes  interfere  with  the  eujoymeutfi  of  society, 
and  degrade  both  the  man  and  the  Freemnsou ;  to  recall  to  our 
minds  that  in  the  great  Scale  of  cxislwiue,  the  whole  family  of 
mankind  are  upuu  a  level  with  each  other,  and  that  the  ouly  qnea- 
tion  of  prefereuce  among  Freemasons  should  be,  who  is  most  wise, 
who  is  moat  good  S  For  the  time  wiii  come,  and  noneofus  know 
lu)w  soon,  when  death,  the  great  jevelerof  all  hnmau  greatness,  wQl 
rol)  UB  of  our  distinctions,  and  bring  us  to  a  level  witli  the  dust."

meni  is  a  repreaeniaiion  oi  tne  grouna-iioui-  oi  King 
Solomon's  temple  ;  the  indented  teasel,  of  Ihat  beanti- 
fuUy  tessekted  border  or  skirting  which  surrounded 
it;  and  the  Hating  star  in  the  center  is  to  remind  us 
of  the  omnipresence  of  the  Almigbty,  overshadow- 
ing  Ks  with  his  Divine  love  and  dispensing  his  bJess- 
ings  amongst  us. 

The  mosaic  pavement  is  emblematical  of  liuman  life, 
checkered  with  good  and  evil ;  the  beautiful  border 
which  surrounds  it,  of  those  manifold  blessings  and 
comforts  that  surround  us,  and  which  we  hope  to 
eojoy,  by  a  faithful  reliance  on  Divine  Providence, 
which  is  liieroglyphically  represented  by  the  blazing 
star  in  the  center.* 

»"Aa  ttie  Bteps  of  mnn  are  trod  in  lie  vsiionB  and  uncertBin  in- 
ci^ente  of  life ;  as  our  ilnys  are  checkoi-ed  with  a  strange  contra,

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The  rough  ashler  is  a  stune  as  taken  from  the 
quarry  in  its  rude  and  natural  stat*. 

The  perfect  ashler  is  a  stone  made  ready  by  the 
hands  of  the  workmen  to  be  adjusted  by  the  working 
tools  of  the  Fellowcraft. 


The  trestle  board  is  for  the  znaster  workman  to  draw 
hia  designs  upon. 

By  the  rough  ashler  we  are  reminded  of  our  rude 
and  imperfect  state  hy  nature  ;  by  the  perfect  ashler, 
of  that  slate  of  perfection  at  which  we  hope  to  arrive 
by  a  virtuous  education,  our  own  endeavors,  and  tbe 
blessing  of  God ;  and  hy  the  trestle  hoard  we  are 
also  reminded  tliat,  as  the  operative  workman  erects 
his  temporal  building  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  de- 
signs laid  down  by  the  Master  on  his  trestle  board, 
so  should  we,  both  operative  and  specula  live,  en- 
deavor to  erect  our  spiritual  building  agreeably  to  the 
rules  and  designs  laid  down  by  the  Supreme  Ai-chi- 
tect  of  the  Universe,  in  the  great  book  nf  revelation, 
which  is  our  spiritual,  mocal,  and  masuiiic  trestle 
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Lodges  were  anciently  dedicxl-'d-to  King  Solomon, 
as  it  IS  said  he  nas  the  firbt  Most  Excellent  Grand 
Mdster  but  Masons  professing  Chiistnnity  dedicate 
theita  to  St  John  the  Bdplist  and  "^t  John  the  Evi 
gelist  who  were  two  eminent  Chnstian  patrons 
Maaoniy  and  sin  c  thiir  time  there  is 
in  every  well  governed  Lodge  a  oer

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OT'    BROTHERLY    LOVE. 

By  the  exercise  of  brotherly  love,  we  are  taught 
to  legard  the  whole  human  specips  as  one  family,  the 
high  and  low,  the  rich  and  poor,  wbo,  as  created  by 
one  Almighty  Parent,  and  inhabitants  of  the  same 
planet,  are  to  aid,  support,  and  protect  each  other. 
On  this  principle,  Masoory  unites  men  of  every  coun- 
try, sect  and  opinion,  and  conciliates  true  friendship 
among  those  who  might  otherwise  have  remained  at 


To  relieve  the  distressed,  is  a  duty  incumbent  on 
all  men  ;  but  particularly  on  Masons,  who  are  linked 
together  by  an  indissoluble  chain  of  sincere  afl'ecdon. 
To  soothe  the  unhapiiy,  to  sympathize  with  their 
miefortunes,  to  compassionate  their  miseries,  and  to 
restoie  peace  to  their  troubled  minds,  is  tbe  grand 
aim  we  have  in  view.  On  this  basis  we  form  our 
friendships  and  est;ibiish 


Truth  is  a  divine  attribute,  and  ihe  foundation  of 
every  virtue.  To  be  good  and  true,  is  the  first  ks- 
son  we  are  taught  in  Masonry.  On  this  theme  we 
contera(ilate,  and  by  itns  dictates  endeavor  to  regulate 
our  conduct;  hence,  while  influenced  by  ihis  pric- 
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ciple,  hypocii'jy  and  deceit  are  unknown  amongst  us, 
sincerity  and  plain  dealing  distinguish  us,  and  the 
heart  and  tongue  join  m  piomoting  each  othti's  wel- 
faie,  and  lejoicing  at  each  otLei's  piospeiitj 


To  this  ilhbtralion  bucceeds  an  explanation  of  the 
foui  cardinal  virtues — Temperance,  Fortitude,  Pru- 
dtuce   ind  Justice 


Temperance  is  that  due  vestriiint 
upon  our  affections  and  passions, 
which  renders  the  body  tame  and 
governable,  and  frees  the  mind 
from  the  allurements  of  vice.  This 
virtue  should  be  the  constant  prac- 
tice of  every  Mason,  as  he  is  there- 
by taught  to  avoid  excess,  or  con- 
tracting any  licentious  or  vicious 
habit,  the  indulgence  of  which 
might  lead  him  to  disclose  some  of 
those  valuable  secrets  which  he  has 
promised  to  conceal  and  never  reveal,  and  which 
would  consequently  subject  him  to  the  contempt  and 
detestation  of  all  good  Masons.     *     *     *     *

FoitiLiide  is  that  nobie  and 
steady  purpose  of  the  mind, 
wtereby  we  are  enabled  to  un- 
dergo any  pain,  peril,  or  danger, 
when  prudentially  deemed  expe- 
dient. Tliia  virtue  is  equally 
distant  from  rashness  and  covf- 
ardice,  and  like  the  former, 
should  be  deeplj  impressed  upon 
the  mind  of  every  Mason,  as  a. 
safeguard  or  seouiity  agaiast  any 
illegal  attack  that  may  be  made, 
by  force  or  otherwise,  to  extort 
from  bim  any  of  those  seciets  with  which  he  has  been 
so  solemnly  entrusted  and  which  viitue  was  em- 
blemriticdlj  iepie=entedupon  his  first  adraihsion  into

Iiud  nee  teaches  us  to  regu 
late  oHi  lives  ai  d  actions  agice 
ablj  to  the  d  ctates  of  reason, 
and  IS  Lhit  habit  by  whicli  we 
wisely  judge  <ind  prudentially 
deteimine,  on  all  things  relative 
to  our  picsent  as  well  as  our 
lutmc  happmLss  Ihis  virtue 
shruld  be  the  paiticular  cLar-

strange  or  mixed  companiea,  never  to  let  fail  the  leaat 
sign,  token,  or  word,  whereby  the  aecrels  of  Masonry

Justice  is  that  standard  or 
boundary  of  right,  which  enables 
us  to  render  to  every  man  his 
just  due  without diatinction.  This 
virtue  is  not  only  consistent  with 
divine  and  human  law,  but  is  the 
very  cement  and  support  of  civil 
society ;  and,  as  justice  in  a  great 
measure  constitutes  the  real  good 
man,  so  should  it  be  the  invari- 
able practice  of  every  Mason 
never  to  deviate  from  the  minut- 
est principles  thereof.     *     *     *     * 

The  illustration  of  these  virtues  is  aocompar 
■with  some  general  cbservations  peculiar  to  Mason 


Such  is  the  arrangemeut  of  the  different  sections 
in  the  lirst  lecture,  which,  with  the  forms  adopted  at 
the  opening  and  closing  of  a  Lodge,  comprehend  the 
whole  of  the  first  degjee  of  Masonry.  The  whole  is 
a  regular  system  of  morality,  conceived  in  a  strain 
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of  interesting  allegory,  wliicii  must  unfold  its  beauties 
to  the  candid  and  industrious  inquirer.

Brolher  : — You  are  now  initiated  into  the  fiist  prin- 
ciples of  Masonry,  and  we  offer  you  our  congratula- 
tions upon  being  accepted  a  Fellow  into  our  ancient 
and  honorable  Order.  Ancienl,  as  having  subsisted 
from  time  immemoiial — and  honorable,  because  its 
tendency  is  to  render  all  men  such,  who  act  in  con- 
formity to  its  precepts.  No  institution  was  ever  raised 
upon  better  principles,  or  established  upon  a  more 
permanent  foundation.  The  several  lectures  apper- 
taining to  this  degree  will  now  of  course  occupy  some 
of  your  attention ;  at  all  convenient  times,  in  order 
that  you  may  improve  therein,  it  will  be  your  duty 
to  converse  with  well-informed  brethren,  who  will 
cheerfully  communicate  to  you  the  required  instruo- 

As  a  Mason,  there  are  three  great  duties  which  you 
are  charged  to  inculcate  :  they  are  the  duties  which 
you  owe  to  God,  your  neighbor,  and  yourself.  To 
God,  in  never  mentioning  his  sacred  name,  but  with 
that  reverential  awe  which  is  due  from  a  creature  to 
his  creator;  to  implore  his  gracious  favor  upon  all 
your  laudable  undertakings,  and  ever  to  esteem  him 
the  chief  good.  To  your  neighbor,  in  always  acting 
with  him  upon  the  square,  and  in  all  your  dealings, 
your  oomnmni cations,  and   your  inlei 
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unto  him  as,  under  aimilar  circumstances,  you  would 
desire  him  to  do  unto  you.  To  yourself,  in  cultivat- 
ing every  social  virtue,  iu  avoiding  all  irregularity 
and  intemperance,  and  shunning  every  object  which 
has  a  tendency  to  impair  your  faculties,  or  debase  the 
dignity  of  your  profession. 

In  the  State,  you  are  to  be  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
subject,  true  to  your  country,  and  just  to  your  gov- 
ernment. You  are  not  to  countenance  disloyalty  or 
rebellion,  but  must  patiently  submit  to  the  magis- 
terial authority  of  the  land  in  which  you  live. 

In  your  iatercoiirse  with  your  Masonic  brethren, 
you  are  to  cultivate  a  forgiving  and  charitable  dispo- 
sition, and  while  in  attendance  at  tiie  Lodge,  you 
must  always  regard  it  as  a  pla«e  sacred  to  fiiendship 
and  brotherly  love,  where  none  but  the  most  affec- 
tionate feelings  are  to  be  cherished  and  practiced. 

The  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  is  our  Su- 
preme Gkivemor  and  Master,  and  by  the  unerring  rule 
he  has  given  us,  we  are  bound  to  regulate  our  work. 
Political  and  religious  disputes  are  never  tolerated 
within  the  Lodge.  As  Masons,  we  proscribe  no  man 
for  opinion's  sake,  and  recognize  no  sectarian  creed. 
We  follow  the  religion  of  truth  and  virtue,  and  this 
is  tlie  common  center,  around  which  are  congregated, 
in  one  holy,  indivisible  bond  of  brotherhood,  men  of 
every  tribe,  and  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue, 
under  heaven. 

Although  your  frequent  attendance  at  our  meet- 
ings is  a  matter  of  ducy,  yet  it  is  not  intended  thai 
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yoy  aliould  ever  on  that  account,  neglect  your  cus- 
tomary avocations  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  strictly  en- 
joined upon  you  alm.iva  faithfully  and  punctually  to 
perform  your  daily  work. 

You  are  not,  upon  any  occasion,  to  suffer  your  zeal 
for  the  institution  to  lead  you  into  quanela  or  fruit- 
less arguments  with  those  whom  prejudice  or  ionor- 
anoe  may  cause  to  abuse  it.  Provided  you  live  up  to 
the  principles  of  Masonry,  your  own  actions  will  con- 
stitute a  "living  epistle''  that  will  be  its  most  elo- 
queut  defense. 

Our  ancient  and  time-honored  Gonstitutioks  you 
are  to  search  and  study  with  particular  care,  as  tliey 
contain  the  fundamental  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  fraternity  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 
We  seriously  admonish  you  ever  to  keep  sacred  and 
inviolable  tbe  mysteries  of  our  Order,  as  these  arc 
(he  criteria  to  distinguisli  you  from  the  rest  of  the 
community,  and  mark  your  consequence  among 
Masons. 

If,  within  the  circle  of  yu-ur  acquaintance,  you  dis- 
cover a  friend  desirous  to  be  intiodiiced  among  us, 
you  must  be  cautious  not  to  recommend  him,  until 
you  are  convinced  he  will  conform  to  all  our  require- 
ments, to  the  end  that  the  honor  and  reputatjon  of 
tbe  institution  may  be  fully  sustained,  and  ihe  world 
at  large  convinced  of  its  beneficial  etSlctfi. 

You  have,  upon  this  occasion,  taken  an  eventful 
step  in  your  journey  of  Ufe  ;  you  have  entered  upon 
the  threshold   of  our  mystic  temple,  and  are  now

bound  by  the  indisscluble  ties  of  fraternity  with  many 
thou'iaads  of  your  fellow  beings,  all  of  whom  have 
participated  in  the  same  ceremonies,  and  traveled  the 
sarnie  lOad  ivith  youratlf;  but  it  is  only  upon  the 
threshold  that  you  stand.  There  ai-e  yet  many  apart- 
m(nf'!  to  he  explored,  the  doors  of  which  are  strictly 
guirdtd,  and  rire  opened  to  none  but  those  who  come 
'v/uiy  ond  trvly  prepared,"  and  are  "well  recom- 
mended " 

In  your  outward  demeanor,  then,  be  particularly 
cartful  to  avoid  censure  and  reproach ;  let  neither 
mtcn  at,  ncr  favor,  nor  prejudice,  bias  your  integrity, 
01  mfluence  you  under  iny  circumstances  to  be  guilty 
of  a  disl  ono  able  act  o 

Finally  BBOTHEn  ic  p  it  always  in  mind,  that  we 
are  dll  p  bat  ne  and  ojourners  here,  and  that  if 
we  would  1  ereafte  pa  t  cipate  in  the  high  and  glo- 
rious mystei  es  of  the  Celestial  Lon&B,  we  must  so 
work  tgreeably  to  our  moral  trestle  board  as  to  meet 
the  appiobntiofi  of  Him  who  is  a  spirit  of  immaculate 
pnnty,  and  must  be  worshiped  in  spirit  and  truth. 
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CHAPTER  V. 


Section  First. 

The  fii-st  section  of  the  second  degree  accurately 
elucidates  the  mode  of  instruction  into  that  particular 
class  ;  and  instructs  the  diligent  craftsman  how  to 
proceed  in  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  ceremonies 
used  on  the  occasion.  The  knowledge  of  this  sec- 
tion is  ahsolutely  necessary  for  al!  craftsmen ;  and 
as  it  recapitulates  the  ceremony  of  initiation,  and 
contains  many  other  important  particulars,  no  officer 
or  member  of  a  Lodge  should  be  unacq^uainted 
with  it.

bering that  we  are  traveling  upon  the  ievei  of  time, 
to  "that  undiscovered  country,  from  whose  bourne 
no  traveler  returns."

By  opeiofive  md.s,onij  we  allude  to  a  proper  appli- 
cation oE  Ihe  useful  rules  of  aicliitfctuie,  whence  a 
stiutture  will  dptnL  figure,  stienijth  and  beauty,  and 
whLuee  will  result  t  due  p  opoi  t  on  and  a  just  cor- 
respondence in  all  its  parts  It  lurnLsJues  us  with 
dwellings  and  convtn  cnt  shtlteis  from  the  viciasi- 
tudLS  iind  inclenienties  ot  the  seihona  ,  and  while  it 
displays  the  effects  of  human  wisdom,  as  well  in 
the  choice,  as  m  the  arrangement  of  the  sundiy  ma- 
terials of  which  an  ed  ticc  is  composed,  it  demon- 
stiates  that  a  fund  oi  sucnce  and  industry  is  im- 
planted in  man  fci  the  beht  m  st  s'ilutnry  and 
beneficent  pui  poses 
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By  speculative  mnsoEry,  we  learn  to  subdue  the 
passions,  aot  upon  the  square,  keep  a  tongue  of  good 
report,  maintain  seoresy  and  practice  charity.  It  is 
BO  far  interwoven  with  religion,  as  to  lay  us  under 
obligations  to  pay  that  rational  homage  to  the  Deity, 
which  at  once  constitutes  our  duty  and  our  happiness. 
It  leads  the  contemplative  to  view  with  reverence 
and  admiration  the  glorious  works  of  creation,  and 
inspires  him  with  the  most  exalted  ideas  of  the  per- 
fections of  his  divine  Creator. 


In  six  days  God  created  the  heavens  and  tlie  earth, 
and  rested  on  the  seventh  day  ;  the  seventh,  there- 
fore, our  ancient  brethren  consecrated  aa  a  day  of 
rest  from  their  labors ;  thereby  enjoying  frequent 
opportunities  to  coatemplate  tbe  glorious  works  of 
creation,  and  to  adore  their  great  Creator, 


Peace,  Unity,  and  Plenty  are  here  introduced  and 
explained. 

The  doctrine  of  the  spheres  is  included  in  the 
science  of  astronomy,  and  particularly  considered  in 
this  section. 

The  globeg  are  two  artificial  spherical  bodies,  on 
the  convex  surface  of  which  are  represented  the 
countries,  seas,  and  various  parts  of  the  earth ;  the 
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face  of  tlie  heavens,  the  planetary  tevohitions,  and 
other  particulars. 


The  sphere  with  the  parte  of  the  eaith  delineated 
on  its  sui  face  is  called  the  lerrestnal  globe    and  that 
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with  the  constellations  and   other  heavenly  bodies, 
the  celestial  globe. 

Their  principal  use,  besides  serving  as  maps  to 
distinguish  the  outward  parts  of  the  earth  and  tho 
situation  of  the  fixed  stars,  is  to  illustrate  and  ex- 
plaia  the  phenomena  arising  from  the  annual  revolu- 
tion, and  the  diurnal  rotations  of  the  earth  round  its 
own  axis.  They  are  the  noblest  instruments  for  im- 
proving the  mind,  and  giving  it  the  most  distinct  idea 
of  any  problem  oi'  proposition,  as  well  as  enabling  it 
to  solve  the  same  ContempUlmg  these  bodies  we 
aie  m-^pued  with  a  due  re\eren;,e  lor  the  Deitj  and 
his  worl.8  and  dre  induced  to  encoara£,e  the  studiL? 
of  astronomy,  gi-ogripl  y,  navigation,  and  the  iits 
dependtnt  on  tl  em  b\  which  society  has  been  ao 
much  bt-nchtei 
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The  orders  of  architecture  come  under  consideration 
in  this  section ;  a  brief  descripUoE  of  them  may 
therefore  not  be  improper. 

By  order  in  architecture,  is  meant  a  system  of  all 
the  members,  proportions  and  ornaments  of  columns, 
and  pilasters  ;  or  it  is  the  regular  arrangement  of  the 
projeeling  parts  of  a  building,  which,  united  with 
those  of  a  column,  form  a  beautiful,  perfect,  and  com- 
plete whole.  From  the  first  formation  of  society,  order 
in  architecture  may  be  traced.    When  the  rigor  of  the

o  contrive  shelter  from  the 
ther,  we  learn  that  they  first 
and  then  laid  otheis  across  to 
The  bands  which  connected

rise  to  the  idea  of  the  base  and  capital  of  pillars  ; 
and  from  this  simple  hint  originally  proceeded  the 
more  improved  art  of  architecture. 

The  five  orders  are  thus  classed — the  Thacan,  Do- 
rk, Ionic,  Oorinihian,  and  ComposUe. 


THE  TUBCAM 

Is  the  most  simple  and  soHd  of  t! 


orders.  It  was  invented 
whence  it  derived  its  name.  Its  column  is 
seven  diameters  high,  and  its  capital,  base, 
and  entablature  have  but  few  moldings. 
The  simplicity  of  the  construction  of  this 
column  renders  it  eligible,  where  ornament 
would  be  superfluous. 
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Whicli  ia  tte  most  plain  and  natural,  ia 
the  most  ancient,  and  was  invented  by  the 
Greelcs.  Its  column  is  ght  d  am  t  h  gh, 
and  has  seldom  any  or  m  t  n  b  e  or 
capital,  except  molding  th  gh  th  t  ieze 
is  distinguished  by  try  lyph  nd  m  t  pes, 
and  tryglypbs  compose  th  n 

frieze.     The  solid  comp     f 
gives  it  a  preference  m    t      t 
strength  and  a  noble  simpl     ty 

The  Doric  is  the  best  p  opo  to  d  of  all  the  orders. 
The  several  parts  of  which  it  is  composed  are  founded 
on  the  natural  position  of  solid  bodies.  In  its  first 
invention  it  was  more  simple  than  ia  its  present  state. 
In  after  times,  when  it  began  to  be  adorned,  it  gained 
the  name  of  Doric,  for  when  it  was  constructed  in  its 
primitive  and  simple  form,  the  name  of  Tuscan  was 
conferred  on  it.  Hence  the  Tuscan  precedes  the  Doric 
in  ranli,  on  account  of  its  resemblance  to  that  pillar  in 
its  original  state.

are  capable  of  enjoyiiiy  all  tlie  agroeiiblc  cliarms  of 
music.  By  it  we  are  enabled  to  enjoy  tbe  pluasuitis 
of  society,  and  reciprocally  to  communicate  lo  each 
oilier  our  thoughts  and  intentions,  our  purjioi^es  and 
dcsirea  ;  while  thus  our  renson  is  capable  of  exerting 
its  uiniost  power  and  energy. 

The  wise  and  beneficent  Author  of  Nauive  inttudtd, 
by  the  formation  of  this  sense,  that  we  should  be 
social  creatures,  and  receive  the  greatest  and  most 
important  part  of  our  kuowledgo  by  the  information 
of  oihers.  For  these  purposes  we  ;)ro  endowed  with 
hearing,  that,  by  a  proper  exertion  of  our  naiunil 
powers,  our  happiness  may  be  complete. 


Is  that  sense  by  which  we  distinguish  ohj'ecls,  and 
in  an  instant  of  lime,  without  change  of  place  or 
situation,  view  armies  in  battle  array,  figures  of  the 
most  stately  structures,  and  nil  the  agreeable  variety 
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displayed  in  (lie  landscape  of  nature.  By  this  we 
find  our  way  in  the  pathless  ocean,  tiarerse  the  globe 
of  earth,  determine  ita  figure  and  dimensions,  and 
delineate  any  region  oi-  quarter  of  it.  By  it  we 
measure  the  planetary  orbs,  and  make  new  discov- 
eries in  the  sphere  of  the  fixed  stars.  Nay,  more — 
by  it  He  perceive  the  tempers  and  disposilions,  the 
passions  and  affections,  of  our  fellow- creatures,  Trhea 
they  wish  most  to  conceal  them  ;  so  that,  though  the 
tongue  may  be  taught  to  lie  and  dissemble,  the  coun- 
tenance will  display  the  hypocrisy  to  the  discern- 
ing eye.  In  fine,  the  rays  of  light  which  administer 
to  this  sense,  are  the  most  astonisliing  parts  of  ani- 
mated creation,  and  render  the  eye  a  peculiar  object 
of  admiration, 

Of  all  the  faculties,  sight  is  the  noblegt.  The 
structure  of  the  eye  and  its  appurtenances,  evince  the 
admirable  contrivance  of  nature  for  performing  all 
its  various  external  and  internal  motions;  while  the 
variety  displayed  in  the  eyes  of  different  animals, 
suited  to  their  several  ways  of  life,  clearly  demon- 
strates this  organ  to  be  the  masterpiece  of  nature's 
work. 


Is  that  sense  by  which  we  diatingTiiah  the  different 
qualities  of  bodies,  such  as  heat  'and  cold,  hardness 
and  softness,  roughness  and  smoothness,  figure,  so- 
lidity, motion,  and  extension. 
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Is  that  sense  by  which  we  distinguish  odors,  th« 
various  kinds  of  which  convoy  different  impressions 
to  the  mind.  Animal  and  vegetable  bodies,  and  in- 
deed most  other  bodies,  while  exposed  to  the  air, 
continually  send  forth  effluvia  of  vast  sublety,  as  well 
in  a  stato  of  life  and  growth,  as  in  a  state  of  fer- 
mentation and  putrefaction.  These  effluvia,  being 
drawn  into  the  nostrils  along  with  tbe  air,  are  the 
means  by  which  alJ  bodies  are  smelled.  Hence  it  is 
evident  thai  there  is  n  manifest  appearance  of  desiga 
in  the  grent  Creator's  having  planted  the  organ  of 
smell  in  the  inside  of  that  canal  through  which  the 
air  continually  passes  in  respiration. 


Enables  us  to  make  a  proper  distinclioa  in  the 
choice  of  our  food.  The  orgiin  of  this  sense  guards 
the  entrance  of  the  aUmcntary  can^l,  as  that  of 
smelliHg  guards  the  eati-ance  of  tke  ca^ial  for  res- 
piraiioa.  Froia  the  situation  of  UoeIi  these  organs, 
it  is  plain  that  they  were  iatonded  by  nature  to  dis- 
tinguisli  whelesome  food  froia  that  which  is  nauaeotis. 
Everything  that  enters  into  the  stomach  must  under- 
go iJie  scrutiny  of  tasting ;  and  by  it  we  are  capable 
of  discernitig  the  changes  which  the  same  body  un- 
dergoes in  tlie  different  compositions  of  art,  cookery, 
chemistry,  pharmacy,  etc. 
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Smelling  and  tasfmg  are  insepa  ably  connected, 
and  it  IS  by  ihe  unnatural  kind  of  lUe  men  commonly 
load  in  sor  tU  that  these  senses  aie  rendeici  less 
fit  to  perform  theji  natural  ofiiceB 

The  piopei  use  of  these  five  seniles  enables  us  to 
form  jUst  and  ai-curate  notions  of  the  operations  of 
naturd  ,  dud  when  we  reflect  on  the  objecls  with 
which  our  si-nstf  aie  gratified  He  become  consuous

To  aum  up  the  whole  ot  this  transcendent  oieas 
ure  ot  God  s  bounty  to  man  we  shall  add  that  mem, 
ory,  ttHaffinalion,  taste,  reasomttff,  moral percepttoti,  and 
all  the  active  powers  of  the  soul,  p  ■esent  a  vast  and 
bonndless  field  for  philosophical  disquisition,  which 
far  exceeds  hum/ui  inquiry,  aud  ai-o  pecniiiir  mys- 
teries, known  only  to  nature  and  nature's  God,  to 
whom  we  are  all  indebted  for  creation,  preservation, 
and  every  blessing  we  enjoy. 

The  first  three  senses — Jlearivff,  SetMtff,  and 
Feeling-— AVi  deemed  peculiarly  essential  among 
Mnsons. 
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The  seven  liberal  arts  and  sciences  are  illustrated 
in  thia  secticm,  which  are  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
Arithmetic,  Qeomefry,  Music,  and  Astronomy. 


Qramtnar  teaches  tlie  proper  Hrrangement  of  sorda, 
according  to  Ihe  idiom  or  dialect  of  any  particular 
people;  and  that  excdlcncj' of  pronunciation  which 
enables  us  to  speak  or  write  ti  language  with  accwracy, 
agreeably  lo  reason  and  correct  usage. 


aaBToaTC. 
Rhetoric  teaches  us  lo  speak  copiously  and  fluently 
on  any  subject,  not  merely  with  proprieiy  alone,  but 
with  all  the  advantage  of  force  and  elegance  ;  wisely 
co'itriving  to  captivate  the  hearer  by  strength  of 
argument  auJ  beauty  of  expression,  whether  it  be  to 
entreat  and  exhort,  to  admonish  or  apjirove, 


Logic  teachea  us  to  guide  our  reason  (liseretionaliy 
in  the  gencril  knowledge  of  things,  and  directs  our 
inquirits  after  liuth  It  constats  of  a  regular  train 
f  atgumcnt,  wheiit-e  We  infer,  deduce,  and  conclude, 
accoiding  to  certain  premises  liiid  down,  admilted  or 
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granted  ;  and  in  it  are  employed  the  faculties  of  con- 
ceiving, judging,  reasoning  and  disposing ;  all  of 
which  are  natuially  led  on  from  one  gradation  to  an- 
other, tJU  the  point  in  question  ig  finally  determined. 


Arithmetic  teaches  the  powers  and  properties  of 
numbers,  which  is  variously  effected — by  letters, 
tables,  figures  and  instruments.  By  this  art,  reasons 
and  demonstrations  are  ^ven  for  finding  out  any  cer- 
tain numbers,  whose  relation  or  affinity  to  another  is 
already  known  or  discovered. 


Geometry  treats  of  the  powers  and  properties  of 
magnitudes  in  general,  where  length,  breadth  and 
thickness  are  considered,  from  a,poitU  fo  a  line,  from 
a  line  to  a  miferficm,  and  from  a  superfices  to  a  sd,id. 

A  point  is  a  dimensionless  figure,  or  an  indivisible 
part  of  space. 

A  line  is  a  point  continued,  and  a  figure  of  one 
capacity,  namely,  length. 

A  superfices  is  a  figure  of  two  dimensions,  namely, 
length  and  breadth. 

A  solid  is  a  figure  of  three  dimensions,  namely, 
length,  breadth  and  thickness. 

By  this  science  the  architect  is  enabled  to  conduct 
his  plans,  and  execute  his  designs — the  general  to 
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arrange  his  soldiers — the  engineer  to  mark  out  ground 
for  encampments — the  geographer  to  give  us  the  di- 
mensions of  the  world,  and  all  things  therein  con- 
tained ;  to  delineate  the  extent  of  seas,  and  specify 
the  divisions  of  empires,  kingdoms  and  provinces — ■ 
hy  it,  also,  the  astronomer  is  enabled  to  make  his 
observations,  and  to  fix  the  duration  of  seasons,  years 
and  cycles.  In  fine,  geometry  is  the  foundation  of 
architecture  and  the  root  of  the  mathemalics. 


Music  teaches  the  art  of  forming  concords,  so  as  tt> 
compose  delightful  harmony,  by  a  mathematical  and 
proportional  arrangement  of  acute,  grave  apd  mised 
sounds.  This  art,  by  a  series  of  experiments,  is 
reduced  to  a  demonstration  with  respect  to  tones  and 
the  intervals  of  sounds  ;  inquires  into  the  nature  of 
concords  and  discords,  and  enables  us  to  find  out  the 
proportion  between  them  by  n 


ASTRONOMr. 

Astronomy  is  that  divine  art  by  which  we  are 
taught  to  read  the  wisdom,  strength  and  beauty  of 
the  Almighty  Creator,  in  those  sacred  pages,  the 
celestial  hemisphere.  Assisted  by  astronomy,  we  can 
observe  the  motions,  measure  the  distances,  compre- 
hend the  magnitudes,  and  calculate  the  periods  and 
eclipses  of  tlie  heavenly  bodies.    By  it  we  leatn  the 
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use  of  the  g'lobes,  the  system  of  the  world,  and  the 
preliminary  law  of  nature.  While  we  are  employed 
in  the  sttidy  of  this  science,  we  must  pereeive  unparal- 
leled instances  of  wisdom  and  goodness,  and,  through 
the  whole  creation,  trace  the  glorious  Author  by  his 
works.

and  serious  truths  and  thus  thiough  a  sucei.S'iion  of 
ages,  have  been  tiinfmitted  unimpaiied  the  sublime 
tenets  of  our  institution

Tte  working  tools  of  a  Master  Mason  nrn  all  the 
implements  of  Masonry  appertaining  to  the  first 
three  degrees  indiscriminately,  but  more  especially 
the  trowel. 
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The  Trowel  is  an  instrument  made  use  of  by 
operative  masons  to  spread  the  cement  wliicli  unites 
a  building  into  one  common  mass ;  but  we,  as  free 
and  accepted  Masons,  are  tauglit  to  make  use  of  it 
for  the  move  noble  and  glorious  purpose  of  spreading 
the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  affection  ;  tlmt  ce- 
ment which  unites  us  into  one  sacred  hand,  or  society 
of  friends  and  brothers,  among  whom  no  contention 
should  ever  ejsist  but  that  nohle  contention,  or  rather 
emulation,  of  who  can  best  work  and  best  agree.

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Section  Third. 

In  this  branch  of  the  lecture  many  particulars  rela- 
tive to  King  Solomon's  Temple  are  considered. 

Tiie  construction  of  this  grand  edifice  was  attended 
with  two  remarkable  circumstances.  From  Josephns 
we  learn  that  although  seven  years  were  occupied  in 
building  it,  yet  durmg  the  whole  term  it  rained  not 
in  the  diy  tmie,  that  the  woikmen  might  not  be  ob- 
stiucted  in  llicir  Ubor  ,  and  from  sacred  history  it 
appears  that  theie  wab  neither  the  sound  of  the  ham- 
mer, nor  axe,  nor  any  too!  of  iron,  heard  iu  the  house 
while  it  was  building. 

This  famous  fabric  was  supported  by  fourteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  columns,  and  two  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  six  pilasters — all  hewn  from  the  finest 
Parian  marble.  There  were  employed  in  its  building 
three  Grand  Masters ;  three  thousand  and  three 
hundred  Masters,  or  overseers  of  the  work ;  eighty 
thousand  Fellowcrafts,  or  hewers  on  tlie  mountains 
and  in  the  quarries ;  and  seventy  thousand  Entered 
Apprentices,  or  bearers  of  burdens.  All  these  were 
classed  and  arranged  in  such  a  manner,  by  the  wis- 
dom of  Solomon,  that  neither  envy,  discord,  nor  con- 
fusion, was  suffered  to  interrupt  that  universal  peace 
and  tranquillity  which  pervaded  the  world  at  that 
important  period.

This  was  an  invention  of  our  ancient  friend  and 
brother,  the  great  Pythagoras,  who,  in  his  travels 
through  Asia,  Africa,  and  Europe,  was  initiated  into 
several  orders  of  priesthood,  and  raised  to  the  sub- 
lime degree  of  a  Master  Mason.  This  wise  philoso- 
pher enriched  his  mind  abundantly  in  a  general 
knowledge  of  things,  and  more  especially  in  geometry 
or  Masonry.     On  this   subject  he  drew  out  many

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problems  and  theorems,  and  amongst  the  most  dis- 
tinguished he  erected  this,  which  in  the  joy  of  his 
heart  he  called  Hureka,  in  the  Grecian  language  sig- 
nifying Ihave  foKnd  it;  and  upon  tbo  discovery  of 
which  he  is  said  to  have  sacrificed  a  hecatomb.  It

To  preserve  the  reputation  of  the  Frateriiily  unsul- 
lied, mast  now  be  your  constant  care  ;  and  for  this 
purpose,  it  is  your  province  to  recommend  to  your 
inferiors  obedience  and  submission,  to  your  equals 
courtesy  and  affability,  and  to  your  superiors  kind- 
ness and  condescension. 

Universal  benevolence  you  are  always  to  inculcate. 
We  say  universal,  becanse  the  radiant  arch  of  Ma- 
sonry spans  the  whole  habitable  globe  ;  and  every 
true  and  worthy  brother  of  the  Order — no  matter  in 
what  language  he  speaks,  or  in  what  country  ho  lives — 
no  matterwhat  may  be  his  religion  or  his  creed,  be  it 
the  old  or  the  new  dispensation — no  matter  what  may 
be  his  opinions  or  his  politics — no  matter  whether  he 
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bo  high  or  low,  rich  or  poor,  tlie  king  upon  his  throne, 
or  the  beggar  upon  tbo  dunghill — he  Is,  under  what- 
ever circumstances  he  comes  before  you,  a  legitimate 
object  for  its  exercise. 

It  will  be  jour  duly  always  to  practice  brotherly 
love  and  friendship,  and  thereby  cultivate  the  true 
principles  of  charity  ;  we  do  not  mean  that  contracted 
and  bigoted  feeling  which  would  circumscribe  its 
opeiationa  to  the  limits  of  a  particular  sect,  or  a  par- 
ticular party,  but  charity  in  the  abstract — that  meek, 
forgiving,  long-suffering  Masonh  Qkarity,  which  is 
as  broad  as  the  mantle  of  heaven,  and  co-e\tenstve 
with  the  boundaries  of  the  world. 

You  are  carefully  to  preserve,  in  their  integrity, 
our  ancient  landmarks,  and  never  to  countenance  an 
infringement  upon  the  established  usages  and  cusloma 
of  the  Fraternity. 

Let  no  motive  whatever  induce  you  to  swerve  from 
your  duty,  to  violate  jour  integiily  or  to  betray  your 
trust;  but  be  waty,  be  prudpnt,  be  circumspect,  and 
in  all  your  actions  imitate  the  noble  ei:ample  of  that 
uncompromising  artist,  with  whose  history  you  have 
at  this  time  been  made  famihat  And  huving  in 
youth,  as  an  Enteied  4-2>prenliee  industriously  occu- 
pied your  mind  m  the  attainment  of  useful  knowledge 
— in  manhood,  as  a  FeUovicrqft,  applying-  that  knowl- 
edge iu  faithfully  discharging  the  duties  which  you 
owe  to  your  God,  your  neighbor  and  yourself — you 
will  be  enabled,  as  a  Master  Mason,  when  old  age 
with  its  day  of  decrepitude  shall  steal  upon  you,  to 
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PART  SECOND. 


CHAPTEE  I. 


MARK  master's   DEGIRBB. 


This  degree  of  Masonry  was  not  less  useful  in  its 
original  institution,  nor  a,re  its  effects  less  beneficial 
to  mankind,  than  those  which  precede  it. 

By  the  influence  of  this  degree,  eacli  operative 
mason  at  the  erection  of  King  Solomon's  Temple, 
was  known  and  distinguished  by  the  Senior  Grand 
Warden.  If  defects  were  found,  the  overseers  were 
enabled,  without  difBoulty,  to  ascertain  who  was  the 
faulty  workman  ;  so  that  deficiencies  might  be  reme- 
died, without  injuring  the  credit  or  diminishing  the 
reward  of  the  industrious  and  faithful  of  the  craft 


■ethren,  lay  aside  all  malice,  and 
iiet),  and  envies,  and  all  evil  speak- 
e  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is 
1  coming,  as  unto  a  living  stone, 
(87) 
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disallowed  indeed  of  men,  but  chosen  of  God,  and 
precious ;  ye,  also,  a3  living  stones,  bo  ye  built  up  a 
spiritual  bouse,  an  holy  priestbood,  to  offer  tip  sacri- 
fices acceptable  to  God. 

"  Wherefore,  also,  it  is  contained  in  the  Scriptures, 
Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion,  for  a  foundation,  a  tried  stone, 
a  precious  corner-stone,  a  sure  foundation ;  he  that 
believeth  shall  not  make  haste  to  pass  it  over.

'■  Brethren,  this  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with  well- 
doing ye  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men. 
As  free,  and  not  using  jour  liberty  for  a  cloak  of 
maliciousness,  but  as  the  servants  of  God  Honor 
all  men,  love  the  brotherhood,  tear  God 

Section   First. 

The  first  section  contains  the  mannei  of  o\  cning  a 
Mark  Master's  Lodge.  It  teaches  the  stations  and 
duties  of  the  respective  officers,  and  recapituUtos  thi, 
mystic  ceremonies  of  introducing  a  candidate 

In  this  section  is  exemplified  the  le^ulaiity  and 
good  order  that  was  observed  by  the  craftsmen  on 
Mount  Libanus,  and  in  the  plains  and  quarues  of 
Zeredatha,  and  it  ends  with  a  beautiful  diipHy  ot  the 
manner  in  which  one  of  the  principal  events  oiij^i 
nated,  which  characterizes  this  degree.

In  the  second  section  the  Mark  Master  is  pardcu- 
larly  instructed  in  the  origin  snd  history  of  this  de- 
gree, and  the  indispensable  obligations  he  is  under  to 
stretch  forth  his  assisting  hand  to  the  relief  of  an 
indigent  and  worthy  brother,  to  <a  certain  and  speci- 
fied extent. 
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The  following  passage  of  Sciipture  is  here  intm- 
duced  during  the  ceremonies; 

"  Tien  lio  limugti  me  tack  the  way  of  tto  gate  of  tla  ontwni'd 
eauctuorj'  wiiich  looteth  towBrd  the  east ;  and  it  was  ahut.  Then 
snid  tte  Lord  unto  me :  Thia  gate  etall  te  e1iu(,  it  eiall  not  ta 
opened,  and  no  man  slrnll  enter  in.  by  it ;  becauaothe  Lord  tha  God 
of  Israel  Imtli  eutered  iu  fay  it;  tlarefore  it  shall  be  shut.  It  ia 
for  the  priuce ;  the  piiuce  he  shall  sit  iu  it  lo  eat  bread  before  the 
lord !  he  shall  euter  by  the  way  of  Ue  poreh  of  that  gate,  aud 
stall  go  out  by  the  way  of  the  same.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me, 
Son  of  man,  mark  well,  and  beholS  with  thine  eyes,  and  hear  with 
thino  eare  ail  that  I  say  imto  thee  concerning  all  the  ordinanees  of 
tie  houBo  of  the  Lord,  and  all  the  laws  thereof;  and  mail;  woU 
the  enlfiriug  in  of  the  house,  with  every  goizig  forth  of  the  sanctu- 
ary.'"—Eseiif  I  liiv,  1-3-5.

The  ckisel  morally  demonstrates  the  advantages  of 
discipline  and  education.  The  mind,  like  the  dia- 
mond in  its  original  state,  is  rude  and  unpolished  ; 
but  as  the  effect  of  the  cliisel  on  the  external  coat 
soon  presents  to  view  the  latent  beauties  of  tbe 
diamond,  so  education  discovers  the  latent  virtues  of 
the  mind,  and  draws  them  forth  to  range  tbe  large 
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field  of  matter  atid  space,  to  display  the  summit  of 
human  knowledge,  our  duty  to  God  and  man. 

The  mallet  morally  teaches  to  correct  irregularities, 
and  to  reduce  man  to  a  proper  level ;  so  that  by  quiet 
deportment  he  may,  in  the  school  of  discipline,  learn 
to  be  content.  What  the  mallet  is  to  the  workman, 
enlightened  reason  is  to  the  passions ;  it  curbs  ambi- 
tion, it  represses  envy,  it  moderates  anger,  and  it 
encourages  good  dispositions;  whence  arises,  among 
good  Masons,  that  comely  order, 

"  Whieh  nothing  earthly  gives,  or  can  destroy — 
The  sniil'a  enim  sunshine  rtai  the  liearlfiilt  joy." 


Brother  : — I  congratulate  you  on  being  thought 
worthy  of  being  promoted  to  this  honorable  degree 
of  Masonry.  Permit  me  to  impress  it  on  your  mind, 
that  your  assiduity  should  ever  be  commensurate  with 
your  duties,  which  become  more  and  more  extensive 
as  you  advance  in  Masonry. 

Tlie  situation  to  which  you  are  now  promoted  will 
draw  upon  you  not  only  the  scrutiniaing  eyes  of  the 
world  at  large,  but  also  those  of  your  brethren,  on 
whom  this  degree  of  Masonry  has  not  been  con- 
ferred ;  all  will  he  justified  in  expecting  your  con- 
duct and  behavior  to  be  such  Jis  mny  witli  safety  be 
imitated. 

In  the  honoraMu  character  of  Marl;  Master  Mason, 
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it  is  more  particularly  your  duty  to  endeavor  to  let 
yonr  conduct  in  the  world,  as  well  as  in  the  Lodge 
and  among  your  brethren,  be  such  as  may  stand  the 
test  of  the  Grand  Overseer's  square ;  that  you  may 
not,  like  the  unfinished  and  imperfect  o  k  of  the 
negligent  and  unfaithful  of  former  I  n  es  be  lejected 
and  thrown  aside,  as  unfit  for  that  sp  I  tual  I  n  Iding, 
that  bouse  not  made  with  hands  cte-ml  the 
heavens. 

Wiiile  such  is  your  conduct,  si  o  Id  m  fo  tunes 
assail  you,  sliould  friends  forsake  you,  should  envy 
traduce  your  good  name,  and  malice  persecute  you, 
yet  you  may  have  confidence  that  among  Mark  Mas- 
ter Masons,  you  will  find  friends  wlio  will  administer 
relief  to  your  distresses,  and  comfort  your  afflictions  ; 
ever  bearing  in  mind,  as  a  consolation  under  all  the

Qerteral  Hemarha. 

This  degree  should  be  carefully  studied  and  well 
understood,  by  every  Master  of  a  Lodge.  It  treats  of 
die  government  of  our  society,  tlie  disposition  of  our 
rulers,  and  illustrates  their  requisite  qualifioalioiia.  It 
includes  liie  ceremony  of  opening  and  closing  Lodges 
in  the  several  preceding  degrees ;  and  also  the  forms 
of  installation  and  consecration.  It  comprehends  tiie 
ceremonies  at  laying  the  foundation  stones  of  public 
buildings,  and  also  at  dedications  and  at  funerals,  by  a 
vaiiety  of  pai'ficulars  explanatory  of  those  ceremonies. 

Section  First. 

This  section  contains  the  form  of  a  petition  for  letters 
of  dispensation,  or  a  warrant  of  constitution  for  a  Lodge, 
empowering  them  to  work.  The  ceremonies  of  consti- 
tution and  consecration  are  considered,  with  tlie  form 
of  a  Grand  Procession. 


To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Stale

Your  petitioners  respectfully  represent,  that  fliey 
vi'o  ancient,  free,  and  accepted  Master  Masons.     Having 
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the  prosperity  of  the  Fraternity  at  heart,  they  are  wil- 
ling to  exert  their  best  endeavore  to  promote  and  diffuse 
the  genuine  principles  of  masonry.  For  tlie  con  veil  ien(\e 
of  their  respective  dwellings,  and  for  other  good  i"a- 
sons,  they  are  desirous  of  forming  a  new  Ludge  in  the 

town  of ,  to  be  named Lodge. 

In  consequence  of  this  desire,  and  for  the  good  of  Qie 
craft,  they  pray  for  a  warrant  or  dispensation,  to  em- 
power them  to  assemble  as  a  legal  Lodge,  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  masonry  in  the  several  degrees  of  Entered 
Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Master  Mason,  in  a 
regular  and  constitutional  manner,  according  to  the 
ancient  form  of  the  fraternity,  and  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Grand  Lodge.  That  they  have  nominated 
and  do  recomniend  A.  B.  to  be  the  first  Master ;  C.  D. 
to  be  the  first  Senior  Warden,  and  E,  F.  to  be  the  first 
J^unior  Warden  of  said  Lodge;  that,  if  the  prayer  of 
the  petition  should  be  granted,  iJiey  promise  a  stiict 
conformity  to  all  the  constitutional  laws,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

This  petition  must  be  signed  by  at  least  eight  regular 
Master  Masons,  one  of  whom  must  be  of  the  degree  of 
Past  Master;  and  recommended  by  the  Lodge  nearest 
the  place  where  the  new  Lodge  is  to  be  held.  It  must 
be  delivered  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  is 
lo  lay  it  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  application  should  be  made  in  the  same 
form  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  tlie  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

After  a  charter  is  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Master  appoints  a  day  and  hour  for  constituting 
and  consecrating  the  new  Lodge,  and  for  installing  the 
Master,    Wardens,    and   other  officers.     The    Gi'and 
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Master  has  power  to  appoint  some  worthy  Past  Master, 
with  full  power  to  conseerate,  constitute,  and  install  the 
petitioners. 


i'    CONSTITUTION    AND    COKSECILATION. 

On  the  day  and  hour  appointed,  the  Grand  Master 
and  his  officera  meet  in  a  convenient  room,  near  tlie 
Lodge  to  be  constituted,  and  open  in  the  third  degree. 
After  the  officers  of  the  new  Lodge  are  examined  hy 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  they  send  a  messenger  to 
the  Grand  Master,  with  the  following  message,  viz : 

Most  Worshipful  t — The  officers  and  brethren  of 

Lodge,  who  are  now  assembled  in  their 

lodge  room  at ,  have  instructed  me  to  in- 
form you,  that  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  was 
pleased  to  grant  them  a  charter,  authorizing  them  to 
form  and  open  a  Lodge  of  free  and  accepted  Masons  is 

the  town  of .     They  are  now  desirous  that 

their  Lodge  should  be  consecrated,  and  their  officers 
installed  in  due  and  ancient  form;  for  which  purpose 
they  are  now  met,  and  await  the  pleasure  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

When  notice  is  given,  the  Grand  Lodge  walk  in 
procession  to  the  hall  of  the  new  Lodge.  When  the 
Grand  Master  entei's,  the  grand  honors  aie  ^ven  by 
the  new  Lodge ;  the  officers  of  which  resign  their  seats 
to  the  grand  officers,  and  take  tiieir  several  stations  on 
tiie  left. 
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The  necessajy  cautions  are  given,  and  all  excepting 
Present  or  Past  Masters  of  Lodgi;s,  are  requested  tc 
retire,  imtil  the  Master  of  tlie  new  Lodge  is  inducted 
into  the  Oiienkd  Ghatr  of  Solomon.  He  ia  then  bound 
to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  and  invested 
with  the  charftcteiisiics  of  ihe  chair. 

Upon  due  notice,  tlie  Grand  Marshal  le-conducta 
the  bretJiren  into  tlie  hall ;  and  all  take  their  places, 
except  the  members  of  the  new  Lodge,  who  form  a  pro- 
cession on  one  side  of  the  hall.  As  they  advance,  the 
Grand  Master  addresses  them  : 

"  Brethren,  behold  your  Master." 

They  make  the  proper  salutations  as  they  pass.

The  Marshals  conduct  the  procession  to  the  cliurch, 

or  house,    where  tlie  services  are  to  be  performed. 

When  the  front  of  fLe  procession  arrives  at  the  door, 

tbey  halt,  open  to  the  right  and  left,  and  face  inward; 

while  the  Grand  Master  and  others,  in  succession,  pass 

through  and  enter  the  house.     A  platform  is  erected 

in  front  of  the  pulpit,  and  provided  with  seats  for  the 

aocommodatjon  of  the  Grand  OfBcers, 
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The  Holy  Bible,  Square  and  Compas'ies,  and  Book 
of  Conititutiuns  aie  placed  upon  a  table  m  front  of  tlio 
Grand  Mastei  Tlie  flooring  is.  tlien  spread  in  the 
centei,  upon  the  platform,  cuicrcd  with  white  satin  or 
linen,  and  encompassed  by  the  thne  tapera,  and  tlie 
vessels  of  foiK,  wine  and  oil

MostWorshippul: — A  number  of  brethren  duly  in- 
structed in  the  mysteries  of  masonry,  having  isscmbled 
together  at  stated  periods,  by  virtue  of  a  dispensation 
gi-anted  them  for  that  purpose,  do  now  de'^ne  to  be 
consHiuied  into  a  refftilar  Lodge,  agreeably  to  tlie  antient 
usages  and  customs  of  the  fraternity. 

The  dispensation  and  records  are  presented  to  the 
Grand  Master,  who  examines  the  records,  and,  if  found 
correct,  proclaims  :— 

The  records  appear  to  be  cowect  and  are  approved. 
Upon  due  deliberation,  the  Grand  Lodge  have  granted 
tlie  brethren  of  this  new  Lodge  a  charter,  establishing 
and  confirming  them  in  the  rights  aud  privileges  of  a 
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regtdo^ly  cormtUuted  Lodge,  which  the  Grand  Secietary 
will  now  read. 

After  the  charter  is  read,  the  Grand  Master  then 

We  shall  now  proceed,  according  to  ancient  usage, 
to  constitute  these  brethren  Into  a  regular  Lodge. 

Whereupon  the  several  officers  of  the  new  Lodge 
deliver  up  their  jewels  and  badges  to  the  Master,  who 
presenla  them,  with  his  own,  to  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  he  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Tlie  Deputy  Grand  Master  presents  the  Master  elect 
to  the  Grand  Master,  saying,

with  fidehty. 

The  Grand  Master  asks  them  if  they  rem^n  satisfied 
with  their  choice.  \TIwy  how  in  token  of  assm^.^ 

The  Master  elect  then  pi'csents  severally,  his  war- 
dens and  other  officers,  naming  them  and  their  respec- 
tive offices.  The  Grand  Master  aslss  the  brethren  if 
they  remain  satisfied  with  each  and  all  of  them.  [They 
how  as  before.^ 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  new  Lodge  fonn 
in  front  of  the  GraBd  Master ;  Mid  the  business  of  con- 
secration commences  with  solemn  music. 
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The  Grand  Master,  attended  by  the  Grand  OfEcers 
and  tlie  Grand  Chaplain,  form  themselves  in  order 
round  the  Lodge — ail  devoutly  kneelmg. 

7.  A  piece  of  solemn  music  is  performed  while  the 
Lodge  is  uncovered. 

After  wliich,  the  first  clause  of  the  Consecration 
Prayer  is  rehearsed  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  which  is 
as  follows : 

"  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe !  Maker  and  Ruler 
of  dl  worlds !  deign,  from  thy  celestial  temple,  from 
realms  of  light  and  glory,  to  bless  us  in  all  the  purposes 
of  our  present  assembly.  We  humbly  invoke  tliee  m 
eive  us  at  this,  and  at  ail  times,  wkdom  in  all  our  do- 
ings, strenglh  of  mind  in  all  our  difficulties,  and  the 
hemdy  of  harmony  in  all  our  communications.  Permit 
us,  0  fhou  Author  of  light  and  Lfe,  great  source  of 
love  and  happiaess,  to  erect  this  Lodge,  and  now  sol- 
emnly to  conseercde  it  to  the  honor  of  thy  glory. 

"  Glory  be  to  God  on  high."

"As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall 
be;  world  without  end.

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  takes  the  golden  Vessel 
of  Corn,  and  the  Senior  and  Junior  Grand  Wardens 
take  the  Silver  Vessels  of  Wine  and  Oil,  and  sprinkle 
the  elements  of  consecration  upon  the  Lodge. 

[The  Grand  Chaplain  then  continues :]

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niay  be  endued  with  wisdom  to  instruct  tiieii'  bretJiien 
in  ail  tJieir  duties.  May  brUAerli/  love,  relief,  and  tmih 
always  prevsd)  araoug  the  members  of  this  Lodge  and 
may  this  bond  of  union  continue  to  strengtben  the 
Lodges  throughout  the  'world. 

"Bless  all  our  brethren,  ■wherever  dispersed  and 
grant  speedy  relief  to  all  who  are  either  oppressed  or 
distressed. 

"We  affectionately  commend  to  Uiee,  all  the  mem 
bei'S  of  tiy  whole  family.  May  they  inci-ease  in  giace 
in  the  knowledge  of  Ihee,  and  in  the  love  of  each  other 

"Finally;  may  we  finish  all  our  work  here  below 
with  (by  approbation;  and  then  have  our  transition  from 
this  earthly  abode  to  thy  heavenly  temple  above  there 
to  enjoy  light,  glory  and  bliss,  ineflable  and  etem  J ' 

"Glory  be  to  God  on  high."

Tlie  duties  of  your  office  are,  to 
assist  ia  the  colleotioa  of  dues  and  sabs  crip tions ;  to 
keep  an  account  of  the  Lodge  ejtpenses;  and  generally 
to  assist  ilie  deacons  and  other  officers  in  performing 
thdr  duties. 

Tour  regular  and  early  attendance  will  afford  tlie 
best  proof  of  your  zeal  and  attachment  to  flie  Lodge.

Brotheh  : — You  are  elected  Tyler  of  this  Lodge, 
ajid  I  invest  you  witli  the  implement  of  your  office. 
As  the  sword  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Tylei-,  to 
enable  him  effectually  to  guard  against  the  approach  of 
cowans  and  eves-droppers,  and  suffer  none  to  pass  or 
repass  but  such  as  are  duly  qualified ;  so  it  should 
morally  serve  as  a  constant  admonition  to  us,  to  set  a 
guard  at  the  entrance  of  our  thoughts ;  to  place  a  watch 
at  the  door  of  our  lips ;  and  to  post  a  sentinel  over  our 
actions  :  thereby  excluding  every  unqualified  and  un- 
worthy thought,  word  and  deed  ;  and  preserving  con- 
Bciences  void  of  offence  towards  God  and  towards  man. 

Tour  early  and  punctual  attendance  will  afford  tlio 
best  proof  of  your  zeal  for  the  institution. 
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GITARGE  u^ionthe  Inslallatkinof  the  Master  of  a  Lodge. 

Worshipful  Master— Being  elected  Master  of  this 
Lodge,  you  cannot  be  insensible  of  the  obligations  which 
devolve  on  you,  as  its  head ;  nor  of  your  responsibility 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  important  duties  an- 
nexed to  your  station. 

The  honor,  reputation,  and  usefulness  of  your  I.odge, 
will  materiajly  depend  on  the  skill  and  assiduity  with 
which  you  manage  its  concerns ;  while  the  happiness 
of  its  members  will  be  generally  pi-omofed,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  you  propagate 
the  genuine  principles  of  our  institution. 

For  a  pattern  of  imitation,  consider  the  great  luminary 
of  nature,  which,  rising  in  the  East,  regularly  diffuses 
light  and  lustre  to  all  within  its  circle.  In  lile  manner, 
it  is  your  province  to  spread  and  conimunicate  light 
and  instruction  to  the  brethren  of  your  Lodge.  For- 
cibly impress  upon  them  the  dignity  and  high  impor- 
tance of  masonry,  and  seriously  admonish  them  never 
to  disgrace  it. — Charge  them  to  practice  out  of  the 
Lodge,  those  duties  which  are  taught  in  it;  and  by 
amiable,  discreet,  and  virtuous  conduct,  to  convince 
mankind  of  the  goodness  of  the  institution;  so  that, 
when  any  one  is  said  to  be  a  member  of  it,  the  world 
may  know  that  ho  is  one  to  whom  the  burthened  heart 
may  pour  out  its  soiTOWS ;  to  whom  distress  may  prefer 
its  suit;  whose  hand  is  guided  by  justice,  and  whose 
heart  is  expanded  by  benevolence.  In  short,  by  & 
diUgent  observance  of  the  By-laws  of  your  Lodge,  the 
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Consfltutions  of  masonry,  and,  abc  re  all,  the  Iloly 
Scriptures,  whicli  are  given  as  a  rule  and  guide  to  yonr 
fajtli  and  pifictice,  yon  will  be  enabled  to  acquit  youiself 
witli  honor  and  reputation,  and  lay  up  a  arojm  of  re- 
joimig,  whicli  shall  continue  when  time  shall  be  no  more. 

CHARGE  to  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens. 

Bbothkh  fetiiou  ANu  J  uNioE  Wardbbs — You  are 
loo  well  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  masonry  to 
warrant  any  distrust  tliat  you  will  be  found  wanting  in 
the  discharge  of  your  respective  duties. — Suffice  it  to 
mention,  that  what  you  have  seen  praiseworthy  in 
others,  you  should  careftiUy  imitate ;  and  what  in  them 
may  have  appeared  defective,  you  shoidd  in  yourselves 
amend.  ,You  should  be  examples  for  good  order  and 
regularity;  for  it  is  only  by  a  due  regard  to  the  laws 
in  your  own  conduct,  that  you  can  expect  obedience  to 
them  from  others.  You  are  assiduously  to  assist  the 
Master  in  the  discharge  of  his  trust;  diffusing  light  and 
imparting  knowledge  to  all  whom  he  shall  place  under 
your  care.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master  you  will  suc- 
ceed to  higher  duties ;  your  acquirements  must  therefore 
be  such,  as  that  the  Craft  may  never  suS'er  for  want  of 
proper  instruction.  From  the  spirit  which  you  have 
hitherto  evinced,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  your  future 
conduct  will  be  such  as  to  merit  the  applause  of  your 
brethi'en,  and  tiie  testimony  of  a  good  conscience. 

Bketkrew  or Lodge — Such  is  the  nature  of 

our  Constitution,  that  as  some  must  of  necessity  rule 
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and  teacli,  so  otiiers  miist  of  course  learn  to  submit 
and  obey.  Humility  in  both  is  an  essential  duty.  The 
officers  who  are  appointed  to  govern  your  Lodge,  are 
sufficiently  conversant  witJi  the  rules  of  propriety,  and 
the  laws  of  the  institution,  to  avoid  exceeding  tlie  powers 
with  which  they  are  entrusted;  and  you  are  of  too  gen- 
erous dispositions  to  envy  their  preferment.  I  therefore 
trust  that  you  wiii  have  but  one  aim,  to  please  each 
other,  and  unite  in  the  gi'and  design  of  being  happy, 
and  communicating  happiness. 

Finally,  my  brethren,  as  this  association  has  been 
formed  and  perfected  with  so  much  unanimity  and 
concord,  in  which  we  greatly  rejoice,  so  may  it  long 
continue.  May  you  long  enjoy  every  satisfaction  and 
delight  which  disinterested  friendship  can  afford.  May 
kindness  and  brotherly  affection  distinguish  your  con- 
duct, as  men,  and  as  Masons.  Within  your  peaceful 
walls,  may  your  children's  childien  celebrate  with  joy 
and  gratitude,  the  transactions  of  this  auspicious 
solemnity.  And  may  the  teiieis  of  oar  prcfesma  be 
transmitted  through  your  Lodge,  pure  and  unimpaired, 
from  generation  to  generatiMi.

A  procession  is  then  formed,  and  passes  Uireo  times 
round  the  hall ;  and  upon  passing  the  Master,  pays  him 
due  homage  by  the  usual  honors,  in  the  difFci-ent 
degrees. 

WHle  the  procession  is  passing  round,  the  following 
song  is  sung:

The  Qi'and  Masfer  then  directs  the  Grand  Marshal 
Ui  fotm  the  procession ;  when  the  Gb'and  Lodge  walk  to 
lieir  own  hall,  and  both  Lodges  are  closed  in  due  form. 
Seami  Third. 
This  section  contains  tiae  ces-emony  obsei-ved  on  lay- 
ing the  foundation  stones  of  public  structures. 

This  ceremony  is  conducted  by  tJie  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  and  his  officers,  assisted  by  such  officers  and 
members  of  subordinate  Lodges,  as  can  couvenienfly 
attend.  The  chief  magistrate,  and  othei'  civil  officers 
of  the  place  where  the  building  is  to  be  erected,  also 
generally  attend  on  the  occasion. 

At  tiie  time  appointed,  the  Grand  Lodge  is  convened 
in  sonie  suitable  place.  A  band  of  martial  music  is 
provided,  and  tlie  brethren  appear  in  the  insignia  of 
die  Order. 

The  Lodge  is  then  opened  by  the  Grand  Master,  and 
Uie  rules  for  regulating  Ibe  jwoeession  are  read  by  the 
Grand  Secretaiy.  The  Lodge  is  then  adjourned ;  after 
whicli  the  procession  sets  out  in  dnrnfurm,,  in  tiie  fol- 
lowing order :

Tlic  Master  of  the  oldest  Lodge,  can7!Bg  iSic  Book  of 
Constitutions  on  a.  velvet  cushion; 
Grand  Deacons  with  black  Rods,  on  a  line  Seven 
feet  apart ; 
Grand  Master; 
Two  Stewards  with,  white  rods; 
Grand  Sword  Bearer  wit]i  a  di'awa  Sword. 
A  Triumphal  Arch  is  usually  erected  at  tlie  place 
where  tlie  ceremony  is  to  be  performed.     The  proces- 
sion passes  tlirough  the  arch ;  and  the  brethren  repair- 
ing to  their  stan<k,  the  Grand  Master  and  his  officers 
take  their  places  on  a  temporary  platform,  covered  with 
carpet.     The  Grand  Master  commands  silence.     An 
Ode  on  Masonry  is  sung;  after  which,  the  necessary 
preparations  are  made  for  laying  the  stone,  on  v  hieh 
is  engraved  the  year  of  masonry,  the  name  and  title  of 
the  Grand  Master,  &c.,  &c. 

The  stone  is  i-aised  up  by  means  of  an  engine  erected 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  Grand  Chaplain  or  OratcT 
repeats  a  short  prayer. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  then,  by  the  Grand  Master's 
command,  places  under  the  stone  various  sorts  of  coin 
and  medals  of  the  present  age.  Solenm  music  is  in- 
troduced, and  the  stone  is  let  down  into  its  place. 

The  principal  architect  then  presents  the  working 
tools  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  applies  thapluml,  agnare 
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and  level  to  tho  stone,  in  their  proper  positioa,  and 
pjonounccs  it  to  be  WELL  FOHMBD,  TRUE,  and  trusti 

The  golden  and  silver  vessels  are  next  btought  to 
the  table  and  delivered ;  the  former  to  the  Deputy  Giand 
Master,  and  tie  latter  to  the  Gfrand  W^ens,  who 
successively  present  them  to  the  Grand  Master ,  and  ht, 
according  to  ancient  ceremony,  pours  tbe  corn,  the  wme 
and  the  oil,  vrhich  they  contain,  on  the  stone ;  t.<iymg — 

"  May  the  all-bouateous  Author  of  Nature  bless  the 
inhabitants  of  this  place  with  all  tiie  necessaries,  con- 
veniences and  comiorts  of  this  hfe ;  assist  in  the  erection 
and  completion  of  this  building;  protect  the  workmen 
against  every  accident,  and  long  preserve  this  structure 
from  decay ;  and  grant  to  us  all,  a  supply  of  tlie  cobs  of 
nowmkmmt,  the  wire  of  refreslmieni,  and  tJie  oil  of  joy! 

"Amen.     So  jnote  it  be." 

He  then  strikes  the  stone  thrice  with  the  mallet ;  and 
thepitUicffrand  htmn-s  are  given.  The  Grand  Master 
then  delivers  over  to  the  Architect  ihe  vaiious  imple- 
ments of  architecture,  entrusting  him  with  the  super- 
intendence and  dit«ction  of  the  work;  after  whidi,  he 
re-ascends  the  platform,  and  an  oration  suitable  to  the 
occasion  is  delivered. 

A  voluntary  collection  is  made  for  the  needy  work- 
men; and  the  sum  collected  is  placed  upon  the  atone 
by  tlie  Grand  Treasurer. 

A  suitable  song  in  honor  of  masonry  concludes  the 
ceiemony ;  after  which,  the  procession  retuma  to  the 
place  whence  it  set  out,  and  the  Lodge  is  closed  in  due 
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Sctio    Fotil 

The  fourlJi  section  contains  tlie  tereraony  ob«e  ^  ed 
at  tlie  Dedication  of  Fiee  nasons  Hills 

On  the  day  appointed  the  Giand  Master  and  hs 
officers,  accompanied  by  the  membei'S  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  meet  in  a  co  iveniei  t  r  m  neai  the  place  where 
the  ceremony  is  to  be  performed,  and  open  in  due  and 
ample  form,  in  the  third  degree  of  masonry. 

The  Master  of  tte  Lodge,  to  which  the  Hall  to  be 
dedicated  belongs,  being  present,  addresses  the  Grand 
Master  as  follows ; 

Most  Worshipfpl— -The  brethren  of Lodge, 

being  animated  with  a  desire  of  promoting  the  honor 
and  interest  of  the  craft,  have,  at  great  pains  and  ex- 
pense, erected  a  masonic  Hail  for  their  convenience  and 
accommodation.  They  are  now  desirous  that  the  same 
should  be  esaiained  by  flie  M.  W.  Geahd  Lodge,  and 
if  it  meet  their  approbation,  that  it  should  be  solemnly 
dedicated  to  masonic  purposes,  agreeably  to  aMeM(/o)Wi. 

The  Grand  Master  then  directs  tie  Grand  Marshal 
to  form  the  procession,  when  they  move  forwai'd  to 
the  Hall  to  be  dedicated.  On  entering,  the  music  will 
contiime  while  the  procession  marcies  three  times  round 
the  Hdl. 

The  carpet,  or  flooring,  is  then  placed  in  the  center; 
and  the  Grand  Master  having  taien  the  chair,  under  a 
canopy  of  state,  the  Grand  Officers,  and  the  Masters  and 
Wardens  of  the  Lodge,  repair  to  the  places  previously 
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prepared  for  tlieir  reception.  The  three  Lights,  and 
the  Golden  and  Silver  Pitehera,  with  the  corn,  wine 
find  oil,  are  placed  i-oand  the  Lodge,  at  the  head  of 
which  stands  the  Altat,  with  tlie  Holy  Bible  open,  and 
the  Square  and  Compasses  laid  thereon,  with  the 
Charter,  Book  of  Oonsfituldons,  and  By-laws, 

An  Anthem  is  sung,  and  an  Exordium  on  maaonrj- 
^ven;  after  which,  the  Architect  addresses  the  Grand 
Master,  as  follows ; 

Moet  WoiffiHiPEui; — Having  been  entrusted  with  the 
superintendence  and  management  of  the  workmen  em- 
ployed in  the  erection  of  this  edifice;  and  having, 
according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  accomplished  tJie 
task  assigned  me,  I  now  return  my  thanks  for  the 
honor  of  this  appointment,  and  beg  leave  to  surrender 
up  the  implements  which  were  committed  to  my  care 
when  the  foundation  of  this  fabric  was  laid  ;  humbly 
hoping  that  the  exertions  which  have  been  made  on 
this  occasion,  will  be  crowned  with  your  approbation, 
and  that  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge. 

To  which  the  Grand  Master  makes  the  following 

Brothbb  Aroritbct — The  skill  and  fidelity  displayed 
in  the  execution  of  the  tiust  reposed  in  you  at  the 
eommencement  of  this  undertaking,  have  secured  the 
approbation  of  the  Qi'and  Lodge ;  and  they  sincerely 
pray,  that  this  edifice  may  continue  a  lasting  monument 
of  the  taste,  spirit,  and  hberality  of  its  foundere. 
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An  Ode  in  honor  of  masaavj  is  aun!^,  accompanied 
witi  instrumental  music. 

Tte  Deputy  Graud  Master  tJien  rises  and  says: 

Most  Worshippul — The  Hall  in  which  we  are  now 
assembled,  and  the  plan  upon  which  it  has  been  con- 
structed, Slaving  met  with  your  approbation,  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  fraternity  that  it  should  now  be  dedicated 
according  to  ancient  form  and  usage. 

Whereupon  a  procession  is  formed  in  the  following 

Grand  Sword  Bearer; 
A  Past  Master  with  a  Light ; 
A  Past  Master  with  a  Bible,  Square,  and  Compasses, 
OH  a  velvet  cushion ; 
Two  Past  Masters  each  wilh  a  Light; 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  with  Emblems ; 
Junior  Grand  Warden  with  Pitcher  of  Cora ; 
Senior  Grand  Warden  witli  Piteher  of  Wine; 
Deputy  Grand  Master  with  Pitcher  of  Oil; 
Grand  Master ; 
Two  Stewni'ds  with  Rods. 
All  the  otlier  bi-ethren  keep  tlieir  places  and  assist  in 
performing  an  Ode,  which  continues  during  the  pro- 
cession, excepting  only  at  the  intervals  of  dedication. 
Tlie  Carpet  being  uncovered,  the  first  time  passing 
round  it  tlic  Grand  Junior  Warden  presents  the  pitcher 
of  Corn  to  the  Gj-and  Master,  who  pours  it  out  upon 
the  Lodge,  at  the  same  time  p 
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"In  the  name  of  tiie  Gi-eat  Jehovah,  to  whom  be 
all  honor  and  glory,  I  do  solemnlj  dedicate  this  Hall 
to  MASONRY." 

Tiie  grand  honors  are  given. 

The  second  time  passing  round  the  Lodge,  the  Senior 
Grand  Wai-dea  presents  Uie  pitcher  of  Wine  to  the 
GraJid  Master,  who  sprinkles  it  upon  the  Carpet,  at  tlie 
same  time  saying — 

"In  the  name  of  the  Holt  Saints  John,  I  do  sol- 
emnly dedicate  this  Hali  to  VIRTUE." 

Ths  grand  honors  are  twice  given. 

The  third  time  passing  round  the  Lodge,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  presents  the  Grand  Master  with  the 
pit«her  of  Oil,  who  pours  it  upon  the  Carpet,  saying — 

"In  the  name  of  the  whole  Fraternity,  I  do  sol- 
emniy  dedicate  this  Hall  to  UNIVERSAL  BEHEVO- 
LENCE." 

The  grand  lienors  we  thrice  given. 

A  solemn  Invocation  is  made  to  tlic  Thi-onc  of  Grace 
by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  and  an  Anthem  sung;  after 
which  the  Carpet  is  covered,  and  the  Gj-and  Master 
i-etires  to  liis  C]iair, 

An  Oration  is  then  delivered,  and  the  ceremonies 
conclude  with  music.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  then  closed 
in  due  or  ample  form.

The  brethren  being  assembled  at  the  Lodge-room, 
(or  some  other  convenient  place,)  the  presiding  officer 
opens  the  Lodge  in  the  third  degree,  with  the  usual 
forms ;  and  having  stated  the  piirpose  of  the  meeting, 
the  service  be^ns : 

Master.  "What  man  is  he  tijat  Uveth,  and  shall  not 
see  death?  Shall  he  deliver  his  sou!  from  the  hand 
of  the  grave?" 

Response.  "Man  waltetl!  in  a  vain  shadow;  he 
heapeth  up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall  gather 
them." 

Maister.  "When  he  dieth  he  shall  carry  nothing 
away;  his  glory  shall  not  descend  afl«r  him." 
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Hesponse,     "Naked  he  came  into  tlie  world,  and 
naked  he  must  return." 

Master.     "Tlio  Lord  gave  and  the  Lord  hath  (aten 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord." 

The  Master  tlien  taking  the  roll  in  his  hand,  says — 

"Let  us  live  and  die  like  the  righteous,  and  our  last 
end  shall  be  like  his !" 

The  Brethren  answer — "God  is  our  God  forever  and 
ever ;  he  will  be  our  guide  even  unto  death  1" 

The  Master  then  records  the  name  and  age  of  the 
deceised  upon  the  roll,  and  says — 

"Almighty  Father!  in  thy  hands  we  leave,  with 
humble  submission,  the  soul  of  our  deceased  brother." 

The  brethren  answer  three  times  (piving  granil  honors): 
The  will  of  God  is  accomplished!     So  be  it." 

The  Master  then  deposits  the  roll  in  the  archives, 
and  rt peats  ilie  following  Prayer: 

Most  glorious  God !  author  of  all  good,  and  ^ver 
of  all  mercy,  pour  down  thy  blessings  upon  us,  and 
strengthen  our  solemn  engagements  with  tJie  ties  of 
sinctre  affection!  May  tiie  present  instance  of  mor- 
tality remind  us  of  our  approaching  fate,  and  draw  our 
attention  toward  thee,  the  only  refuge  in  time  of  need;

about  to  quit  this  transitory  scene,  the  enlivening  pros- 
pect of  thy  mercy  may  dispel  the  gloom  of  death ;  and 
aftei  our  departure  hence  in  peace,  and  in  thy  favor, 
Riaj  we  be  received  into  thy  everlasting  kingdom,  to 
enjo\  m  union  with  the  souls  of  our  departed  Mends, 
the  just  reward  of  a  pious  and  virtuous  life.     Amen." 
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A  procession  is  tJien  formed,  whici  moves  to  the 
house  of  the  deceased,  and  thence  to  tlie  place  of  in- 
terment.

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When  the  procession  arrives  at  the  churi-h-yard,  tho 
members  of  tte  Lodge  form  a  circle  round  the  grave ; 
and  the  clergyman  and  officers  of  the  Lodge  take  their 
station  at  the  head  of  the  grave,  and  the  mourners  at 
the  foot.  The  service  is  resumed,  and  the  following 
Exhortation  is  given  by  the  Master; 

"  Beethreb— Here  we  view  a  stiiking  instance  of 
the  uncert^nty  of  life,  and  tlie  vanity  of  all  human 
pursnifs.  The  last  offices  paid  to  the  dead,  are  only 
useful  as  lectures  to  Ihe  living; — from  fhem  we  arc  to 
derive  instruction,  and  to  consider  every  solemnity  of 
this  kind  as  a  summons  to  prepare  for  our  approaching 
dissolution, 

"Notwithstanding  the  various  mementos  of  mortality 
with  which  we  daily  meet;  notwitlistanding  Death  has 
estahlished  his  empire  over  all  the  works  of  nature ; 
yet,  through  some  unaccowntahle  infatuation,  we  forget 
that  we  are  bom  to  die ;  we  go  on  from  one  design  to 
another,  add  hope  to  hope,  and  lay  our  plans  for  the 
employment  of  many  years,  till  we  are  suddenly  alarmed 
with  the  approach  of  Death  when  we  least  espect  him, 
and  at  an  hour  which  we  probably  conclude  to  be  the 
meridian  of  our  existence. 

"What  are  all  the  externals  of  majesty,  the  pride  of 
wealth,  or  charms  of  beauty,  when  Nature  has  paid 
her  just  debt?  Fix  your  eyes  on  the  last  scene,  and 
view  life  stript  of  her  ornaments  and  exposed  in  her 
natural  meanness ;  you  will  then  be  convinced  of  the 
futility  of  those  empty  delusions.     In  the  grave  all

fallacies  ai-e  detected,  all  ranks  aie  levekd,  and  all 
distiuctioiLS  are  done  away. 

"When  we  view  this  narrow  house,  about  to  be 
occupied  bj  the  body  of  our  deceased  brother,  we  feel 
a  momentary  eontrsciion  of  the  heart,  a  mournful  pre- 
sage that  here,  too,  the  evening  of  our  days  must  soon 
be  closed,  and  the  (ea,r  of  affection  that  trembles  to-day 
upon  anolhur's  tomb  must  soon  be  transferred  to  ours. 
These  become  strong  Lneenlives  to  a  well  regulated  life ; 
and  when  tlie  whispers  of  conscience  plead  in  vain  witli 
our  unsubdued  passions,  tlie  grave,  that  universal 
monitor,  infoims  us  this  must  be  oar  final  destination.

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The  apron  is  taken  off  from  the  cofBn  and  handed  to 
the  Master — the  coffin  is  deposited  in  the  gime — and 
the  Master  saya : 

This  Lamb  skin,  or  whit*  Apron,  is  an  emblem  of 
Innocence  and  the  badge  of  a  Mason,  more  ancient  than 
the  golden  fleece  or  Roman  eagle ;  and  when  worthily 
worn,  more  honorable  than  the  star  and  garter.  ^The 
Master  then  deposits  U  in  ike  grave-l  This  emblem  I 
now  deposit  in  the  grave  of  our  deceased  Brother.  By 
this  we  arc  reminded  of  the  uniTersal  dominion  of 
Death.  The  arm  of  friendship  cannot  oppose  the  King 
of  Terrors,  nor  the  charms  of  innocence  elude  his  grasp. 
This  grave,  that  coffin,  tlils  circle  of  mourning  frieads, 
remind  us  that  we  too  are  mortal :  soon  shall  our 
bodies  moulder  to  dust.  Then  how  important  for  us 
that  we  should  know  that  our  Redeemer  liveth,  and 
that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  Earth. 
[The  Master,  holding  the  evergreen  in  his  hand,  oMinuesIl 
This  evergreen  is  an  emblem  of  our  faith  in  the  immor- 
tality of  tlie  soul.  By  this  we  are  reminded  that  we 
have  an  immortal  part  witliin  us  which  shall  survive 
the  grave,  and  which  shall  never,  never,  never  die- 
Though  like  our  Brother,  whose  i-emains  now  lie  before 
us,  we  shall  soon  be  clothed  in  the  habiliments  of  Death 
and  be  deposited  in  the  silent  tomb,  yet  through  the 
mediation  of  a  divine  and  ascended  Saviour,  we  may 
confidently  hope  that  our  souls  will  bloom  in  Eternal 
Spring.

"  Friends  JND  Fbllow  CitIz^ks  :— From  time  im- 
memorial it  has  been  the  custom  among  the  Fraternity 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masoas,  at  the  request  of  a 
brother,  to  accompany  his  corpse  to  the  place  of  inter- 
ment, and  there  to  deposit  Ills  remains  with  tine  usual 
formalities. 

"In  confonnity  to  this  usage,  and  at  the  special 
request  of  our  deceased  brother,  whose  memory  we 
revere,  and  whose  loss  we  now  deplore,  we  have  as- 
sembled in  the  charaefei'  of  Masons,  to  resign  his  body 
to  the  earth  whence  it  came,  and  t-o  offer  up  to  his 
memory,  before  the  world,  the  last  tribute  of  our  afllec- 
tion;  thereby  demonsti'ating  the  sincerity  of  ow  past 
esteem,  and  our  steady  attachment  fo  the  principles  of 
the  Order. 

"The  Great  Creator  having  been  pleased,  out  of 
his  mercy,  to  remove  our  brother  from  the  caa'es  and 
troubles  of  a  transitory  existence,  to  a  state  of  etema] 
dui'atjon,  and  thereby  to  weaken  the  chdi  by  which 
we  are  united  man  to  man;  may  we  who  snrvive  him, 
anticipate  cur  approaching  fate,  and  be  more  strongly 
cemented  in  the  lies  ofunion  and  friendship;  that,  during 
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the  sliort  space  allotted  to  our  present  existence,  we 
may  wisely  and  usefully  employ  our  time;  and,  in  the 
reciprocal  intercourse  of  kind  and  &iendly  acts,  mutually 
promote  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  each  other. 

"  Unto  the  grave  we  resign  the  body  of  our  deceased 
friend,  there  to  remain  until  the  general  resuri-ection, 
in  favorable  expectation  that  his  immortal  aoul  may 
partake  of  joys  which  have  been  prepared  for  the 
ng]it«oua  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.  And  may 
Abnighty  God,  of  his  infinite  goodness,  at  the  grand 
tribunal  of  unbiassed  justice,  extend  his  mercy  towards 
him,  and  all  of  us,  and  crown  our  hope  with  everlasting 
bliss  in  the  expanded  realms  of  a  boundless  eternity !

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esteem  which  has  raised  you  to  the  rank  you  now 
possess. 

It  is  one  of  your  great  duties,  as  a  Most  Excellent 
Master,  to  dispense  light  and  truth  to  the  uninformed 
Mason ;  and  I  need  not  remind  you  of  the  impossi- 
bility of  complying  with  this  obligation  without  pos- 
sessing an  accurate  acquaintance  with  the  leoturts  of 
each  degree. 

If  you  are  not  already  comjiJetely  conversant  in  all 
the  degrees  heretofore  conferred  on  you,  remember 
that  an  indulgence,  prompted  by  a  belief  that  you 
will  apply  yourself  with  double  diligence  to  make 
yourself  so,  has  induced  the  brethren  to  accept  you. 

Let  it  tlierefore  be  your  unremitting  study  to  ac- 
quire such  a  degree  of  knowledge  and  information, 
as  shall  enable  you  to  discharge  with  propriety,  the 
various  duties  incumbent  on  you,  and  to  preserve  un- 
sullied the  title  now  conferred  upon  you,  of  a  MOST 
EXCELLENT  MASTER.

This  degreo  is  more  august,  sublime  and  import- 
ant, than  all  which  precede  it.  It  impresses  on  our 
minds  a  belief  of  the  being  and  existence  of  the  Su- 
preme GrELnd  Higb  Priest  of  our  salvation,  wbo  ia 
without  beginning  of  days  or  end  of  years ;  and 
forcibly  reminds  us  of  the  reverence  due  his  Holy 

In  this  degree  is  brought  to  light  many  essentials 
which  are  of  importance  to  the  craft,  that  were  con- 
cealed in  darkness  for  tlie  space  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy  years ;  and  without  a  knowledge  of  which 
the  masonic  cliai'acter  cannot  be  complete.

The  following  remarks  relative  to  King  Solomon's 
Temple,  cannot  be  uninteresting  fo  a  Boyal  Arch 
Mason  : 

This  famous  fabric  was  situated  on  Mount  Mojiah, 
near  the  place  whore  Abraham  was  about  to  offer  up 
his  son  Isaac,  and  where  Bavid  met  and  appeased 
the  destroying  angel,  who  was  visible  over  the  thresh- 
ing floor  of  Oman  the  Jehuaite.  It  was  begun  in  the 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Solomon  ;  the  third  after 
the  death  of  David  ;  four  hundred  and  eighty  years 
after  tlie  passage  of  the  Red  Sea,  and  on  the  second 
day  of  the  month  Zif,  being  the  second  month  of  the 
sacred  year,  which  answers  to  the  21st  of  April,  in 
the  year  of  the  world  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-two  ;  and  was  carried  on  with  such  prodigious 
speed,  that  it  was  finished,  in  all  its  parts,  in  littlo 
more  than  seven  years. 

By  the  Majonio  art,  and  the  wise  regulations  of 
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Solomon,  this  famous  edifice  was  erected  without  the 
sound  of  the  axe,  liammev,  or  any  tool  of  iron  ;  for 
the  stones  were  all  hewed,  squared  and  numbered, 
in  the  quarries  of  Zeradatha,  where  they  were  raised  ;' 
the  timbers  were  felled  and  prepared  in  the  forest  of 
Lebanon,  and  conveyed  by  sea  in  floats  to  Joppa,  and 
from  thence  by  land  to  Jerusaleni ;  where  the  fabric 
was  erected  by  the  assistance  of  wooden  instruments 
prepared  for  that  purpose.  And  when  the  building 
was  finished,  its  several  parts  fitted  with  such  exact 
nicety,  that  it  had  move  the  appearance  of  being  the 
handiwork  of  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
than  of  human  hands. 

In  the  year  of  the  world  3029,  King  Solomon  died, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Reboboam.  Soon 
after  this,  instigated  and  led  on  by  Jerohoam,  the  son 
of  Nebat,  ten  of  the  tribes  revolted  against  Rehoboam 
and  set  up  a  separate  kingdom,  with  Jei'oboam  at 
their  head.  In  this  manner  were  the  tribes  of  Israel 
divided,  and  under  two  distinct  governments  for  two 
hundred  and  fifly-four  years.  The  ten  revolted  tribes 
became  weak  and  degenerated  ;  their  country  was 
laid  waste,  and  their  government  overthrown  and  ex- 
tirpated by  Salmanezer,  King  of  Assyria.  After  a 
series  of  changes  and  events,  NebuchadneaKar,  King 
of  Babylon,  having  besieged  Jerusalem  and  raised 
towers  all  round  the  city,  so  that,  after  defending  it 
for  the  space  of  a  year  and  a  half,  it  was,  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  the  reign  of  Zedekiab,  King  of  Ju- 
dah,  sunendered  and  delivered   at  midnight  to  the 
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ffi  of   ITebucliadnezzar,  who  sacked   and   de- 

st    y  d  the  Temple,  and  took  away  all  the  holy  ves- 

I  t  getter  with  those  two  famous  brazen  pillars ; 
and  tl  remnant  of  the  people  that  escaped  the  sword, 
oa       d  he  away  captives  to  Babylon,  where  they 

m  ed  servants  to  him  and  his  successors  until  the 
n  f  Cyrus,  King  of  Persia.  Cyrus,  in  the  first 
y  f  his  reign,  being  directed  hj  that  divine  power 
■wh  h.  nvisibly  led  him  to  the  throne  of  Persia,  issued 
hia  famous  edict  for  the  liberation  of  the  Hebrew 
captives,  with  permission  that  ttey  should  reluin  to 
their  native  country  and  rebuild  the  city  and  liouse  of 
the  L&rd.  Accordingly,  the  principal  people  of  the 
tribes  of  Judah.  and  Benjamin,  with  the  priests  and 
Levites,  immediately  departed  for  Jerusalem  and 
eoranienced  the  great  and  glorious  work.

Here  we  find  additional  inducemeats 
to  continue  steadfast  and  immovable  in  the  discharge 
of  our  respective  duties  ;  and  here  we  are  hound  by 
the  moal  solemn  ties,  to  promote  each  other's  welfare 
and  correct  each  other's  failing  by  advice,  admoni- 
tion and  reproof.  As  it  is  our  earnest  desire,  and  a 
duty  we  owe  to  our  companions  of  this  Order,  that 
the  admission  of  every  candidate  into  this  Chapter 
should  be  attended  by  the  approbation  of  the  most 
scrutiniaing  eye,  we  hope  always  to  possess  the  sat- 
isfaction of  finding  none  among  us  but  such  as  will 
promote,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  the  great  end 
of  our  institutaon.  By  paying  due  attention  to  this 
determination,  we  expect  you  will  never  recommend 
aoy  candidate  to  this  Chapter  whose  abilities  and 
knowledge  of  the  preceding  degrees  you  cannot  freely 
vouch  for,  and  whom  you  do  not  firmlj'  and  confi- 
dently believe  will  fully  conform  to  the  principles  of 
oui'  Order,  and  fulfill  the  obligations  of  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason.

Thi^  order  appertains  to  tlie  office  of  High  Priest 
of  a  B  )val  Aroli  Ohapter,  and  no  one  can  be  legally 
ennti,  I  o  -.vt^iv,;  :t  tint-I  Ik-  Ivis  lu-en  du1j'  i^iooied 
to  preside  as  Higli  Priest  in  a  regular  Cliapttr  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  This  order  cannot  be  conferred 
unless  at  least  tbree  duly  qualified  High  Priests  are 
pie&ent  Whenever  the  ceremony  is  performed  in 
due  and  ample  form,  the  assistance  of  at  least  nine 
High  Priests,  who  have  received  it,  is  requisite. 

Though  the  High  Priest  of  every  regular  Royal 
Arch  Chapter,  having  himself  been  duly  qualified,  can 
confer  the  order,  under  the  preceding  hmitation  as  to 
numbei,  yet  it  is  desirable,  when  circumstances  will 
permit  that  it  should  be  conferred  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  or  such  Pres- 
ent or  Past  High  Priest  as  he  may  designate  for  that 
purpose.     A  coBvention,  notified  to  meet  at  the  time 
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ttf  any  eoiivoi"atiorL  of  tlie  Giand  Chapter  wili  affoid 
the  hest  oppuiLuaity  of  eonfenm^  this  impoitaiit  ind 
ex'ilted  degiee  of  masoniy  with  appiopnate  solemuitj 
Whenever  it  as  conferre  1  the  following  liectionsaic 
to  be  observed  — 

A  cindidatB  desirous  of  receiving  the  order  of  Hi^h 
Priesthood,  makes  a  written  request  to  his  predecessor 
in  ofHce,  or,  when  it  can  be  done,  to  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  respectfully  requesting  that  a  convention  of  High 
Priests  may  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  on 
him  the  order.  When  the  convention  meets  and  is  duly 
organized,  a  certificate  of  the  due  election  of  the  can- 
didate to  the  oflioe  of  High  Priest,  must  be  produced 
This  ceilijicate  is  signed  by  his  predecessor  in  office, 
attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter.  On  exami- 
nation of  this  certificate,  the  qualifications  of  tlie  can- 
didate are  ascertained.  The  solemn  ceremonies  of 
conferring  the  order  upon  him,  then  ensue.  Wiien 
ended,  the  presiding  officer  directs  the  Secretary  of  the 
convention  to  make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  and 
return  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  hfl 
by  him  laid  before  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  the  in- 
formation of  all  whom  it  may  concern.  The  convention 
of  High  Priests  is  then  dissolved  in  due  form. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  Companion,  as  soon  after  his 
election  to  tlie  office  of  High  Priest  as  is  consistent 
with  his  personal  convenience,  to  apply  for  admission 
to  the  order  of  High  Priesthood,  that  he  may  be  fully 
qualified  properly  to  govern  his  Chapter. 
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The  following  passages  of  Suriptuie  are  made  use 
of  during  the  eeremoniea  appertaining  to  tliis  order  : 

"And  tliey  took  Lot,  Abram's  bcolhoi.''a  eon,  ivto  da-elt  ia 
Sodom,  and  his  goods,  an^  departod.

And  he  divided  him- 
self Bgainat  them,  he  and  hie  seiTants,  by  night,  and  smote  them, 
and  pni-sned  them  unto  Hoboi,  which  is  on  the  left  hnnd  of  Da- 
maacns.  And  he  brought  hncfc  all  the  goods,  and  also  brought 
again  his  brother  Lot,  and  his  goods,  and  the  women  also,  and  tho 
people.  And  the  Iriug  of  Sodom  wont  cnt  to  moot  him  after  hie 
return  fi-om  the  Elaiighter  of  Cbedoriaomei',  and  of  the  kinga  that 
were  with  him,  at  the  Talloy  of  Shaveh,  which  is  the  king's  dale. 

"  And  Melcbisedok,  king  of  Salem,  bronght  fo^ih  brend  and 
wine :  and  he  was  the  priest  of  the  Moat  High  God.  And  he 
blosaod  him,  and  said,  Blessed  lie  Abmm  of  the  Most  High  God, 
who  hath  delivered  thine  enemies  into  thy  band.  And  he  gave 
him  tithes  of  all.  And  the  kiug  of  Sodom  said  to  Ahi-am,  Give 
me  the  persons,  and  lake  the  goods  to  thyself.  And  Ahi-am  said 
to  the  liiug  of  Sodom,  I  have  lifted  up  mine  hand  to  the  Lord,  tha 
Moft  High  God,  the  possessoi  of  heaven  and  earth,  tiat  i  will  not 
lalrc  fi-om  a  thread  even  to  a  shoe-iatcbet,  and  Hiat  I  will  not  lalie 
anything  that  is  thine,  lest  Uiou  shoiUdst  any,  I  have  made  Abj-am 
riebj  save  only  that  which  the  yoimg  men  hare  eaten,  and  tlie 
portion  of  the  men  which  went  with  me,  Aner,  Esohol,  aud  Mamre  i 
let  them  take  their  poition."— GsnfEis  liv,  1^-24. 
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and  tleEsed  him ;  to  whom  also  Abrnhttm  gave  a  tenth  part  of  all ! 
first  being  by  inteiiiretation  King  of  Bighteonsneaa,  and  after  that 
Klao  King  of  Salem,  whicli  is,  Kiug  of  Peace ;  without  father, 
without  mother,  withoat  descent,  baviug  ueither  beginning  of  daja 
noi'  end  of  life ;  bnt  mside  like  unto  tbo  Son  of  God ;  abideCli  a 
piiest  continunll)'.  Wow  eousider  ]:ow  gvcat  this  man  was,  unto 
whom  even  the  patiTai'cli  Abraham  gave  tho  teiitli  of  the  Hpoils, 
And  verily,  tbey  that  are  tho  tons  of  Lovi,  who  I'eoeiva  the  office 
of  piiesthood,  have  a  coinmandmeat  to  talte  tithes  of  the  people, 
according  to  (he  law,  that  is,  of  tbeit  brethren,  tlioi^h  they  come 
out  of  the  loins  of  Abraham. 

"  For  he  toslifieth,  Thou  art  a  priest  forever  aKel'  the  order  of

5.  Tlie  Grand  Socretaiy  will  then  call  over  the  names 
of  tlie  officers  elect;  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  will 
iisk  whetlier  they  accept  their  respective  offices.  If 
they  answer  in  tie  affirmative,  he  then  asks  the  mem- 
bers whether  they  remain  satisfied  witk  their  choice.

From  henceforth  you  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  open  and  hold  a  Lodge 
of  Mark  Masters,  Past  Mastei-s,  and  Most  Excellent 
Masfere,  and  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons ;  and 
to  do  and  perfonit  all  such  tilings  as  thereunto  may 
appertain  conforming,  in  all  your  doings,  to  the  Gen- 
eial  Grand  Royal  Arch  Constitution,  and  the  general 
regulations  of  the  State  Grand  Chapter.

INSTALLATION. 

20.  The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  will  then  pre- 
sent the  first  officer  of  tlie  new  Chapter  to  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  saying ; 

Most  Ekcsllent  Gkamd  Hioh  Priest  :^I  present 

you  my  worthy  Companion ■ ,  nominated  in 

the  warrant,  to  be  installed  High  Priest  of  this  [new] 
Chapter.  I  find  liim  to  be  skillful  in  the  royal  art, 
and  attentive  to  the  moral  precepts  of  our  forefathers, 
and  have  therefore  no  doubt  but  he  will  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office  with  fidelity. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  addresses  him  as  follows : 

Most  Escbllent  : — I  feel  much  satisfactJon  in  per- 
forming ray  duty  on  the  present  occasion,  by  instating 
you  into  tlie  of&ce  of  High  Priest  of  (his  [new]  Chap- 
ter. It  is  an  office  highly  honorable  to  all  those  who 
diligently  perform  the  important  duties  annexed  to  it. 
Your  reputed  Masonic  knowledge,  however,  precludes 
the  necessity  of  a  particular  enumeration  of  those  du- 
ties. I  shall  therefore  only  ohserve,  that  by  a  fi-equent 
recurrence  to  the  Constitution  and  General  Regulations 
and  constant  practice  of  the  several  sublime  lectures 
and  charges,  you  will  be  best  able  to  fulfill  them ;  and 
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I  fwn  confident  that  the  Companions  who  are  ctosen  to 
preside  with  you,  will  give  strength  to  your  endeavors, 
and  support  to  your  exertions. 

I  shall  now  propose  certain  questions  to  you,  relative 
to  the  duties  of  youi"  ofBce,  and  to  which  I  must  request 
your  unequivocal  answer. 

1.  Do  you  solemnly  promise  that  you  will  use  your 
endea\'ors  to  correct  the  vices,  purify  (he  morals,  and 
promote  the  happiness  of  those  of  your  Companions 
who  have  attained  this  sublime  degree? 

2.  That  you  will  never  suffer  your  Chapter  to  be 
opened,  unless  there  be  present  nine  regular  Royal 
Arch  Masons  ? 

3.  That  you  will  never  suffer  either  more  or  less 
than  three  brethren  to  be  exalted  in  your  Chapter  at 
one  and  the  same  time  ? 

4.  That  you  will  not  exalt  any  one  to  this  degree 
who  has  not  shown  a  charitable  and  humane  disposition; 
or  who  has  not  made  a  considerable  proficiency  in  the 
forejjoing  degrees  ? 

5.  That  you  will  promote  the  general  good  of  our 
Order,  and,  on  ail  proper  occasions,  be  ready  to  give 
and  receive  instructions,  and  particularly  from  the 
General  and  Sta.te  Grand  Officers? 

6.  That,  to  the  utmost  of  your  power,  you  will  pre- 
serve the  solemnities  of  our  ceremonies,  and  behave, 
in  open  Chapter,  with  the  most  profound  respect  and 
reverence,  as  an  example  to  your  Companions  ? 

7.  That  you  will  not  acknowledge  or  have  intercourse 
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with  any  Chapter  tliat  does  not  work  under  a  constitu- 
tional warrant  or  dispensation  ? 

8.  That  you  will  not  admit  any  visiter  into  your 
Chapter,  who  has  not  been  exalted  in  a  Chapter  legally 
constituted,  without  his  being  first  formaUy  healed? 

9,  That  you  will  observe  and  support  such  by-laws 
as  may  be  made  by  your  Chapter,  in  conformity  to 
the  Gleneral  Grand  Royal  Arch  Constitution,  and  the 
General  Reguiafions  of  the  Gfrand  Chapter? 

10.  That  you  will  pay  respect  and  due  obedience  to 
the  instructions  of  the  General  and  State  Grand  Ofii- 
cers,  parlieularly  relating  to  the  several  Lectures  and 
Charges,  and  will  resign  the  chair  to  ihem,  severally, 
when  they  may  visit  your  ■Chapter? 

1 1,  That  you  will  support  and  observe  the  General 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Constitution,  and  the  General 
Regulations  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  under 
whose  authority  you  act? 

Do  you  submit  to  all  these  things,  and  do  you  promise 
to  observe  and  practice  tliem  faithfully  ? 

These  questions  being  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
the  Companions  all  kneel  in  due  form,  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  or  Grand  Chaplain  repeals  the  following, 
or  some  other  suitable  prayer: 

"Most  holy  and  glorious  Lord  God,  the  Great  High 
Priest  of  Heaven  and  Earth : — 

"We  approach  thee  with  reverence  and  implore  thy 
1  the  Companion  appointed  to  preside  over 
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this  new  assembly,  aud  noir  prostrate  before  diee ;  fill 
his  heart  with  tiy  fear,  that  his  tongue  and  actions 
may  promote  thy  glory.  Make  him  steadfast  in  thy 
service ;  grant  him  firmness  of  mind ;  animate  his  heart, 
and  strengthen  his  endeavors ;  may  he  teach  thy  judg- 
m.ents  and  thy  laws;  and  may  the  incense  he  shall  pnt 
before  thee,  upon  thine  altar,  prove  an  acceptable 
sacrifice  unto  thee.  Bless  him,  0  Lord,  and  bless  the 
work  of  his  hands.  Accept  us  in  mercy;  hear  thou 
from  Heaven  thy  dwelling-place,  and  forgive  our 
transgressions. 

"  Glory  be  to  God  the  Father ;  as  it  was  in  the 
beginning,"  &c. 


21.  The  Grand  High  Priest  will  then  cause  the 
High  Priest  elect  to  be  invested  with  his  clothing, 
badges,  &c.;  after  which  he  will  address  him  as 
follows,  viz; 

Most  EiCBLLBui — In  consequence  of  your  cheerful 
acquiescence  with  the  charges  which  you  have  heard 
recited,  you  are  qualified  for  insta'lation  as  the  High 
Priest  of  this  Eoyal  Arch  Chapter;  and  it  is  incumbent 
upon  me,  on  this  occasion,  to  point  out  some  of  the 
particulai-s  appertaining  to  your  office,  duty  and  dignity. 

All  legally  constituted  bodies  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons, 
aie  called  Chapters  ;  as  regular  bodies  of  Masons  of  the 
preceding  degrees  are  called  Lodges.     Every  C 
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ought  to  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in  three 
montLs;  and  muat  consist  of  a  High  Priest,  King, 
Scribe,  Captain  of  the  Host,  Principal  Sojourner,  Royal 
Arch  Captain,  three  Grand  Masters  of  the  Veib,  Trea- 
surer, Secretary,  and  as  many  members  as  may  be 
found  convenient  for  working  to  advantage. 

The  officers  of  the  Chapter  officiate  in  the  Lodgea, 
holden  for  conferring  the  preparatory  degrees,  accordiug 
to  rank,  as  follows,  via: 

The  High  Priest,  as  Master; 

The  King,  as  Senior  Warden ; 

The  Scribe,  as  Junior  Warden; 

The  Captain  of  the  Host,  as  Marshal  or  Master  of 
Ceremonies ; 

The  Principal  Sojourner,  as  Senior  Deacon,; 

The  Royal  Arch  Captain,  as  Junior  Deacon; 

The  Master  of  the  first  Veil,  as  Junior  Overseer; 

The  Mast«r  of  the  second  Veil,  as  Senior  Overseer; 

The  Master  of  tte  third  Veil,  as  Master  Overseer; 

The  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Chaplain,  Stewards,  and 
Tyler,  as  officers  of  corresponding  rank. 


The  High  Priest  of  every  Chapter  has  it  hi  special 
charge,  to  see  that  the  by-laws  of  his  Chapter,  as  well 
as  the  General  Grand  Eoyal  Arch  Conslitufion,  and 
all  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  are  duly 
observed : — that  all  the  officers  of  Hs  Chapter  perform 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  faithfully,  and  are

examples  ofdiligenceimd  industry  to  their  Companions; 
that  true  and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceedings 
of  the  Chapter  are  kept  by  the  Secretary; — that  Uie 
Treasurer  keep  and  render  exact  and  just  accounts  of 
all  the  moneys  and  other  property  belon^ng  to  the 
Chapter;  that  the  regular  returns  be  made  annually 
to  the  Grand  Chapter ;  and  that  the  annual  dues  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  be  regularly  and  punctually  paid.  He 
has  the  right  and  authority  of  calling  his  Chapter  to- 
gether at  pleasure,  upon  any  emergency  or  occurrence, 
which  in  his  judgment  may  require  their  meeting.  It 
is  his  privileg-e  and  duty,  together  with  the  King  and 
Scribe,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  the  well-being  of 
the  institutdon  requires  that  this  duty  on  no  occasion 
be  omitted. 

The  office  of  High  Priest  is  a  station  highly  honor- 
able to  those  who  diligently  perform  the  important 
duties  annexed  to  it.  By  a  frequent  recurrence  to  the 
Constitution  and  General  Eeguiations,  and  a  constant 
practice  of  the  Keveral  sublime  Lectures  and  Charges, 
you  will  be  best  enabled  to  fulfil  those  duties ;  and  I 
am  confident  that  the  Companions  who  are  ctosen  to 
preside  with  you,  will  give  strength  to  your  endeavors, 
and  support  to  your  exertions. 

Let  tlie  Mttre,  with  which  you  arc  invested,  remind 
you  of  the  dignity  of  the  office  you  sustain,  and  its 
inscription  impress  upon  your  mind  a  sense  of  your 
i  upon  God ;  that  perfection  is  not  g^yen 
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uato  man  upon  earth,  and  that  perfect  holiness  belongeth 
alone  unto  tlie  Lord. 

The  £i-easl-plate,  with  which  you  are  decomted,  m 
imitation  of  that  upon  which,  were  engraven  the  names 
of  the  twelve  tribes,  aad  worn  by  the  High  Priests  of 
Israel,  is  to  teach  you  that  you  are  always  to  bear  in 
mind  your  respoiisihility  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
tlie  institution,  and  that  tlie  honor  and  interests  of  your 
Chapter  and  its  members  should  be  always  near  your 

The  various  colors  of  the  Bohes  you  wear,  are  em- 
blematical of  every  grace  and  virtue  which  can  adorn 
and  beautify  the  human  mind ;  each  of  which  will  be 
briefly  illustrated  in  tlie  course  of  the  charges  to  be 
deliTered  ia  your  subordinate  officers. 

You  will  now  take  charge  of  your  officers,  standing 
upon  their  right,  and  present  tiiem  severally  in  succes- 
sion to  tlie  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  by  whom  they 
ivill  be  presented  to  me  for  installation. 


22.  The  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter  will  then  present 
his  second  of&cer  to  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest, 
who  will  present  him  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  the 
words  of  the  Consiitution,  The  Gfraud  High  Priest 
will  then  asi  liim  whether  he  has  attended  to  the 
ancient  charges  and  regulations  before  recited  to  his 
superior  officer :  if  he  answers  in  the  affirmative,  he  is 
asked  whether  he  fuUy  and  freely  assents  to  the  ssune : 
if  he  answers  in  the  affirmative,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
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(iirecfs  hia  Deputy  to  iavest  liim  with,  tlio  clolhhig,  i 
and  fiea  addi'esses  him  as  follows,  viz : 


ExoBLLENT  CoMPABiOB — TliG  important  station  to 
which  you  ai-e  elected  in  I3iis  Chapter,  requires  from 
you  exemplary  conduct;  its  duties  demand  your  most 
assiduous  attention.;  you  are  lo  second  and  sujiport 
your  chief  in  all  the  requn-ements  of  his  office;  and 
should  casualties  at  any  time  prevent  his  attendance, 
you  are  to  succeed  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Your  badge  (the  Levd  surmomiled  hy  a  a-amt,) 
shoTild  remind  you,  that  although  you  are  the  repre- 
sentative of  a  king,  and  exalted  by  office  above  your 
Companions,  yet  that  you  remain  upon  a  level  with 
them,  as  respects  your  duty  to  God,  to  your  neighbor 
and  to  youi-self ;  that  you  are  equally  bound  with  tiem 
to  be  obedient  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Insti- 
tution, to  be  charitable,  humane  and  just,  and  to  seek 
every  occasion  of  doing  good. 

Your  office  teaches  a  striking  lessoa  of  humility. 
The  institutions  of  politjcal  society  teach  us  to  consider 
tiie  king  as  the  chief  of  created  beings,  and  that  the 
0rst  duty  of  his  subjects  is  to  obey  his  mandates ;  but 
the  inatitutiona  of  our  sublime  degrees,  by  placing  the 
King  in  a  situalioQ  subordinate  to  the  High  Priest, 
teaches  us  that  our  duty  to  God  is  paramount  to  all 
otber  duties,  and  should  ever  claim  the  priority  of  o\vt 
obedience  to  man;  and  that  however  etrongly  we  may

You  are,  by  all  means  in  yxtur  power,  to  aideavor  to 
establish  a  permanent  uniou  and  good  understanding 
among  all  orders  and  degrees  of  masonry ;  and,  as  the 
glorious  sun,  at  its  meridian  height,  dispels  the  mist 
and  clouds  which  obscure  the  horizon,  so  may  your 
esertions  tend  to  dissipate  the  gloMu  of  jealousy  and 
discord,  whenever  tliey  may  appear. 

Your  badge  (a,  Plumb-rule  mrmoimied  by  the  Tkirhan,)

Companions  against  the  approach  of  those  ene  os  of 
liunian  felicity,  intempemnce  and  excess,  let  th  f  1  f  1 
monitor  ever  remind  you  to  walk  uprightly  n  your 
station;  admonishing  and  animating  your  Con  pamon 
to  fidelity  and  industry  while  at  labor,  and  to  en  pi 
ranee  and  moderation  while  at  refreshment..

knew  not,  and  leads  them  in  patlis  that  they  have  not 
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known,  should  always  be  well  qualified  to  make  dark- 
ness light  before  them,  and  crooked  iiimga  straight 

Your  Tolie  of  office  is  an  emblem  of  humililj,  and 
teaches  that  in  ffce  prosecution  of  a  laudable  underta- 
king w(i  should  never  decline  faking  any  part  tJiat  may 
be  assigned  us,  althougb  it  may  be  tlie  most  difficult 
or  dangerous. 

The  ro%e-cdond  tessdlated  Border,  adorning  your 
robe,  is  an  emblem  of  ardor  and  perseverance,  and 
signifies  tiiat  when  we  have  engaged  in.  a  virtuous 
course,  notwithstanding  all  the  impediments,  hardships 
and  trials  we  may  be  destined  to  encounter,  we  should 
endure  them  all  with  fortitude,  and  ardently  persevere 
unfo  the  end ;  resting  assured  of  receiving,  at  the  ter- 
mination of  our  labors,  a  nohie  and  glorious  reward. 
Y*ur  past  exertions  will  be  considered  as  a  pledge  of 
your  future  assiduity  in  tJie  faithful  discharge  of  your 
duties.

It 
is  the  appropriate  color  adopted  and  worn  hy  our  an- 
cient bre^ren  of  the  three  symbolic  degrees,  and  is  the 
pecuhar  characteristic  of  aa  insfitntion  which  has  stood 
the  test  of  ages,  and  which  is  as  much  distmguiaied 
by  the  durability  of  its  materials  or  principles,  as  hy 
the  beauty  of  its  superstructure.

Let  the  various  colors  and  banners 
committed  to  your  charge,  admonish  you  to  the  exer- 
cise of  the  several  virtues  of  wliich  they  are  emblem- 
atic ;  and  you  are  to  enjoin  the  practice  of  those  virtues 
upon  all  who  shall  present  fiemaelves,  or  the  iuork  of 
their  hands, /or  your  im^ctum.

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judgment  in  discrimiaatmg  between  wliat  is  proper  and 
what  is  improper  to  be  committed  to  wridiig;  regjdarity 
in  making  his  annual  returns  to  the  Grand  Chapter; 
integrUi)  in  accounting  for  all  moneys  that  may  pass 
throtigh  his  hands;  B.-a&  Jlddilif  in  paying  the  same 
over  into  the  hands  of  fhe  Treasurer.

Companions — You  are  elected  Stewards  of  this 
Chapter,  I  with  pleasure  invest  you  with  tlie  badges 
of  your  office  It  is  your  provmoe  to  see  that  CM-iy 
necessaiy  pieparahon  is  mode  for  Uie  coniemence  and 
accommodation  ot  the  Chapter  pievious  to  the  tirao 
appointed  f  di  meeting  You  ire  to  st,e  that  the  clothing 
implements  «ind  fuitiiture  of  eich  degree  re'^pectii  ely 
arepropeilj  disposed  and  la  "iuitible  ariayfcr  use 
whenevei  they  may  be  lequned  -md  that  they  aie 
secured  and  pioper  care  taken  of  then  when  the 
business  of  the  Chapter  is  over  \  ou  we  to  ee  tliat 
necessary  rtfreshments  aie  piovided  ani  that  all  your 
companions  and  particulaily  vi  iters  aie  suitallj  ac 
commodatcd  and  supphed  Tou  are  to  be  trugal  and 
prudent  in  your  dishvtrsements,  and  to  be  careful  that 
no  extravagance  or  waste  is  committed  in  your  depart- 
ment: and  when  you  have  faithfully  fulfilled  your 
stewai'dship  here  below,  may  you  receive  from  heaven 
the  happy  greeting  of  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant."

As  the  sword  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Tyler,  to  enable  him  effectually  to  guard 
against  llie  approach  of  cowans  and  eves-dr<^perg,  and 
suffer  none  to  pass  or  repass  but  such  as  are  dvhf 
^uoiyied;  so  it  should  morally  serve  as  a  constant 
admonition  to  ua  to  set  a  guard  at  the  entrance  of  our 
thoughts ;  to  place  a  watch  at  the  door  of  our  lips ;  and 
to  post  a  sentinel  at  the  avenue  of  our  actions ;  thereby 
excluding  every  unqualified  and  unworthy  thought, 
word  and  deed;  and  preserving  consciences  void  of 
offence  towards  God  and  towards  man. 

As  die  first  application  from  visiters  for  admission 
into  the  Chapter  is  generally  made  to  the  Tyler  at  the 
door,  your  station  will  often  present  you  to  the  ohser- 
vatjon  of  strangers ;  it  is  therefore  essentially  necessaty 
that  he  who  sustains  the  office  with  which  you  are  en- 
trusted should  be  a  man  of  good  morals,  steady  habits, 
strict  discipline,  temperate,  affable,  and  discreet.

Be  sure  that  you  omit  no  opportunity 
of  ftirnishing  tliem  with  examples  in  your  own  conduct 
towai-ds  your  superiors.  Do  you  desire  to  obtain  ia- 
stniction  from  those  who  are  more  wise  or  better  in- 
formed than  yourself?  Be  sure  that  you  are  always 
ready  to  impart  of  your  knowledge  to  those  within  your 
sphere,  who  stand  in  need  of,  and  are  entitled  to  receive 
it.  Do  you  desire  distinction  among  your  companions? 
Be  sure  that  your  claims  (o  preferment  are  fcunded 
upon  superior  attainments ;  let  no  a;nbitious  passion  bD 
suffered  to  induce  you  to  envy  or  supplant  a  companion 
who  may  be  considered  as  better  qualified  for  promotion 
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iLaii  yourselves;  but  rather  let  a  laudaWo  cmiilation 
itniuce  you  to  stiive  to  escel  each  oUier  m  improvement 
and  discipline;  ever  remembeiing,  that  he  who  iia&- 
fully  performs  his  duty,  even  in  a  subordinate  orprivale 
sfalion,  is  as  justly  entitled  to  esteem  and  respect,  as 
he  who  is  invested  with  supreme  authority. 


CoMPAKioss^ — The  esercise  and  man^t,cm<nt  ot  the 
sublime  degrees  of  masonry  in  yout  Chapter  hitheilo 
are  so  highly  appreciated,  and  the  go  d  reputatj  n  of 
the  Chapter  so  well  estabHshed,  that  I  must  presume 
these  considerations  alone,  were  there  no  others  of 
greater  magnitude,  would  be  sufficient  to  rnduL*  you 
to  preserve  and  perpetuate  this  valuable  and  honoiable 
chancter.

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TLe  Ark  called  the  gloij  ot  Israel  which  was 
seated  in  the  m  ddle  of  the  holy  place  under  the 
wings  of  the  chciub  m,  was  a  amill  c.1  ett  oi  coffor 
three  feet  nine  incl  ea  long  Iw  0  feet  ttiee  inehts  wide 
and  three  feet  thrc  incfceB  high  It  was  made  of 
wood,  excepting  only  the  mercy  eeat,  but  overlaid 
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with  gold,  both  inside  and  out.  It  had  a  ledge  of 
gold  surrounding  it  at  the  top,  into  which  the  cover, 
called  mercy  seat,  was  lot  in.  The  mercy  seat  waa 
of  solid  gold,  the  thickness  of  a  hand's  breadth  :  at 
the  two  ends  of  it  were  two  cherubim,  looking  in- 
ward toward  each  other,  with  their  wings  expanded ; 
which  embracing  the  whole  circumference  of  the 
mercy  seat,  they  met  on  each  side,  in  the  middle ; 
all  oE  which,  the  Rabbins  say,  waa  made  of  the  same 
mass,  without  any  soldering  of  parts. 

Here  the  Shekinah,  or  Divine  Presence,  rested  and 
was  visible  in  the  appearance  of  a  cloud  over  it. 
From  hence  the  Bathkoll  issued,  and  gave  answer 
when  God  was  consulted.  And  hence  it  is  that  God 
is  said,  in  the  Scripture,  to  dwell  between  the  cheru- 
bim ;  that  is,  between  the  cherubim  on  the  mercy 
seat,  because  there  was  the  seat  or  throne  of  the 
visible  appearance  of  his  glory  among  them. 
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This  Ueg^ree  ia  the  summit  and  perfection  of  an- 
cient Masonry  ;  and  without  which  the  history  of  the 
Eoyal  Arcli  Degree  cannot  be  complete.  It  rationally 
accounts  for  the  concealment  and  preservation  of  the 
essentials  of  the  Craft  whteh  were  brougiit  to  light 
nt  the  erection  of  the  second  Temple,  and  which  lay 
concealed  from  the  Masonic  eye  for  fonr  hundred 
and  seventy  years. 

Many  particulars  relative  to  those  few  who,  for 
their  superior  skill,  were  selected  to  complete  fin 
important  part  of  King  Solomon's  Temple,  are  ex- 
plained. 

And  here,  too,  is  exemplified  an  instance  of  Justice 
and  mercy,  by  oar  ancient  patrcai,  toward  one  of  the 
Oraft,  who  was  lead  to  disobey  his  commands  by  an 
over  zealous  attachment  for  the  institution.  It  ends 
with  a  description  of  a  particuJar  circumstance,  which 
characterizes  the  degree.

In  the  capacity  of  Sfilect  Master,  you  must  he  sen- 
sible that  your  obligations  are  increased  in  propor- 
tion to  your  piivileges,     Let  it  be  your  constant  care 
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to  prove  yourself  worthy  of  the  confidence  r 
ill  jou,  in  admitting  you  to  this  select  degree.  Let 
uprightness  and  integrity  attend  your  steps  ;  iet  jas- 
tice  and  mercy  mark  your  conduct ;  let  fervency  and 
ual  stimulate  yoti  in  the  discharge  of  the  various 
duties  incumbent  on  you  ;  but  suffer  not  an  idle  or 
impertinent  curimily  to  lead  you  astray  or  betray  you 
into  danger.  Be  deaf  to  every  insinuation  which 
would  have  a  tendency  to  weaken  your  resolution,  or 
tempt  you  to  an  act  of  disobedience.  Be  voluntarily 
dumb  and  blind,  when  the  exei'cise  of  those  faculties 
would  endanger  the  peace  of  your  mind  or  the  probity 
of  your  conduct;  and  let  silence  and  secresy,  tliose 
cardinal  virtues  of  a  Select  Master,  be  scrupulously 
ol)served  on  all  necessary  occasions.  By  a  steady 
adherence  to  the  important  instructions  contained  in 
this  degree,  you  will  merit  the  approbation  of  the 
select  number  with  whom  you  are  associated,  and 
will  enjoy  the  high  satisfaction  of  having  acted  well 
your  pait  in  the  important  enterprise  in  which  you 
are  engaged  ;  and  after  having  wrought  your  regular 
hours,  may  you  be  admitted  to  participate  in  all  the 
privileges  of  a  Select  Master. 


Companions  : — Being  about  to  quit  this  sacred  re- 
treat, to  mix  again  with  the  ivorld,  let  us  aot  forget, 
amid  the  cares  and  vicissitudes  of  active  life,  the 
bright  example  of  sincere  friendship,  so  beautifully 
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illustrated  in  the  lives  of  the  founders  of  this  degree. 
Let  us  tnke  the  lesson  home  with  us;  and  may  it 
strengthen  the  bands  of  fmternal  love  between  us  ; 
incite  our  hearts  to  duty,  and  our  desires  to  wisdom. 
Let  us  exercise  Charity,  cherish  Hope,  walk  in  Fmth. 
And  may  that  mora,l  principle,  which  is  the  mystic 
cement  of  our  fellowship,  remMn  with  and  bless  us. 
So  mote  it  be. 


CHAPTER  III. 


CEREMONIES  1 
DEDICATING 
TEK3,  AND    INSTALLINO 

1.  The  new  Council  will  assemble  in  Its  Hall,  and 
be  in  order. 

2.  The  Grand  Council  will  meet  and  open  in  an 
adjoining  room. 

3.  A  committee  from  the  new  Council  will  inform 
the  Grand  Marshal  *  that  their  Council  is  prepared 
to  receive  the  Grand  Council ;  the  Grand  Marshal 
will  announce  the  same  to  the  Grand  Puissant. 

4.  The  committee  will  conduct  the  Grand  Council 
to  their  Hall,  in  procession,  when  they  will  be  re- 
ceived with  the  usual  honors. 

•  The  Giuna  Marehol  is  uu  officec  of  couveuiciuM!,  oppointed  fo( 
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6.  The  officers  of  the  new  Council  will  resign  their 
seats  to  the  Grand  Officers,  and  cavise  their  Jewels 
to  be  laid  upon  the  altar,  and  covered. 

6.  The  ceremonies  will  then  commence  with  an 
Ode,  followed  by  a  Prayer  and  an  Oration. 

7.  The  Grand  Marshal  will  then  rise,  and  say  ; 

"  Thrice  Illustrious  &rand  Puissant : — A  constitu- 
tional number  of  Companions,  duly  instructed  in  the 
sublime  mysteries,  having  received  from  the  Grand 
Council,  a  Warrant  or  Charter  authorizing  them  to 
open  and  hold  a  regular  Council  o?  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  are  now  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  being 
legally  constituted,  and  having  their  officers  installed 
in  due  and  ancient  form." 

8.  The  Grand  Puissant  theu  says  : 

"  Companions  : — Do  you  remain  satisfied  with  the 
choice  you  have  made  in  ihe  selection  of  youi'  officers 
four  the  ensuing  year  !" 

9.  The  answer  being  in  the  affirmative,  the  officers 
elect  are  arranged  in  due  form  ;  when  the  following 
declaration  is  made  by  each  ; 

"I,  A —  B — ,  do  solemnly  promise,  that  I  will 
faithfully,  and,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  to  which  I  have  been  elected  in 
this  Council  ;  and  (hat  I  will  sti'ictly  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Council;  that 
1  will  support  and  maintain  the    Constitution,  By- 
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Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Council,  under 
■which  tlie  same  is  holden,  so  far  as  they  may  come 
to  my  knoivledge." 

The  Grand  Puissant  will  then  direst  the  Grand 
Recorder  to  read  the  Warrant  or  Charter;  after 
which,  he  will  make  the  following 

DBCLAKATIOB    OF    CONSTITUTION. 

"Companions: — By  virtue  of  the  high  powers  in 
tne  vested,  I  do  now  form  and  constitute  you,  my 
Worthy  Companions,  into  a  regular  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters ;  and  you  are  henceforth  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  open  and  hold  such  a  Connoil ; 
and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  things  as  theieunto 
may  appertain  ;  conforming  in  all  respects  to  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws  and  general  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Council  under  whose  au I  hority  you  act.  And 
moy  the  God  of  yo^ir  fathers  he  iirith,  guide  and  direct 
you  in  all  your  doings." 

Menponse — "  So  mote  it  be." 

10.  The  Jewels  will  tlien  he  uncovered  by  the 
Deputy  Grand  Puissant,  accompanied  by  solemn 
music.  Afier  which  ihu  Grand  Chaplain  will  rise 
and  pronounce  the  following

11.  The  Grand  Marshal  then  says  :  "lam  directed 
to  proclaim,  and  I  do  hereby  proclaim,  this  Council, 

by  the  name  of Council  No. — ,  duly  eonslilvleol 

and  dedicated,  this  —  i!ay  of ,  etc." 

12.  An  appropriate  Ode  or  Hymn  may  now  be 

13.  The  Deputy  Grand  Puissant  will  then  present 
the  Thvice  Illustrious  for  Installation,  in  the  following 
words : 

"  Thrice  llludrious  Grand  Puissant : — I  present 
you  my  Illustrious  Companion,  A,  B.,  to  be  installed 
Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  this  Council.  I 
find  him  to  be  well  skilled  in  the  Royal  Mysteries; 
zealous  in  diffusing  the  sacred  principles  of  our 
fathers  ;  and  in  whose  integrity  and  fideUty  his  Com- 
panions repose  tiie  highest  confidence." 

The  Grand  Puissant  then  addresses  him  as  fol- 

"  Thrice  Illustrious  : — I  feel  great  satisfaction  in 
receiving  yoii  as  the  Thiice  Illnstrious  Grand  Master 
of  this  Council.  It  is  a  station  liighly  honorable  to 
him  who  diligently  and  faithfully  performs  the  duties 
devolved  upon  him.     But  previous  to  investing  you 
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with  the  appropriate  insignia  of  your  office,  I  must 
require  your  unequivocal  assent  to  the  following  in- 
terrogations : 

1 .  Do  you  solemnly  piomise  that  you  will  use  your 
utmost  endeavors  to  correct  the  vices  and  purify  the 
morals  of  your  Companions  ;  and  to  promote  the 
peace  and  prosperity  of  your  Council  ? 

2.  That  you  will  not  suffer  your  Council  to  be 
opened  when  there  ai-e  less  llian  nine  Select  Masters 
present  ? 

3.  That  you  will  not  suffer  any  person  to  pass  the 
circle  of  perfection  in  your  Council,  in  whose  integrity, 
fervency  and  zeal,  you  have  not  entire  confidence  I 

4.  That  you  will  not  acknowledge  or  hold  inter- 
course with  any  Council  that  does  not  work  iinder 
some  regular  and  constitutional  authority  ? 

5.  That  you  will  admit  no  visitor  into  your  Council 
who  has  not  heen  regularly  and  lawfully  invested 
with  the  degrees  conferred  therein,  without  hia  hav- 
ing previously  been  formally  healed  ? 

6.  That  you  will  faithfully  observe  and  support 
such  By-Laws  as  may  be  made  by  your  Council,  in 
conformity  with  (he  Oonstitudon  and  general  legula- 
tions  of  tlie  Grand  Council  under  whoso  authority  it 

7.  That  you  will  pay  due  respect  and  obedience  to 
the  Grand  Officers,  when  duly  installed,  and  sustain 
them  in  the  discharge  of  their  lawful  duties  1 

"  Do  you  submit  to  all  these  requiremenfa,  and 
promise  to  observe  and  practice  them  fait]ifully  ?" 
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Response—"  I  do," 

"And  now,  Tlirioe  Illustrious,  with  entire  confi- 
dence in  the  rectitude  of  your  intentions,  and  in  the 
integrity  of  your  c'.iaracter  aa  a  Select  Master,  I  in- 
vest you  with  tlie  appropriate  badge  of  your  oiEce. 

"  Having  been  honored  hj  the  free  sufi'rage  of 
your  Companions,  and  elevated  to  the  highest  office 
within  their  gift,  it  becomes  your  duty  to  set  them  an 
example  of  diligence,  industry  and  fidelity  ;  to  see 
that  the  officers  associated  with  you  faithfully  per- 
form their  respective  duties;  and  that  the  interests 
and  reputation  of  your  Council  are  not  endangered 
by  imprudence  or  neglect.  The  imporiant  trust  com- 
mitted to  your  charge,  will  call  forth  your  best  exer- 
tions, and  the  exercise  of  your  best  faculties.  As 
the  repreaenlative  of  the  wise  King  of  Israel,  it  will 
be  your  duty  to  recite  our  secret  traditions,  to  illus- 
trate the  moral  principles  of  the  Order,  to  cherish 
the  worthy,  and  hold  in  due  veneration  the  ancient 
landmarks. 

"  By  frequent  recurrence  to  the  By-Laws  of  your 
Council,  and  tlie  general  regulations  of  the  Fra-

And  may  He,  without  whose  approving 
smiles  our  labors  are  all  in  vain,  give  strength  to 
your  endeavors,  and  support  to  your  exertions."

"Although  the  representative  of  a  King,  and 
elevated  in  rank  above  your  Companions,  you  should 
never  forget  that,  in  all  the  duties  you  owe  to  Q-od, 
your  neighbor,  and  yourself,  you  and  they  stand  upon 
the  same  level  of  equality.  Let  tte  bright  example 
of  your  illustrious  predecessor  in  the  Grand  Couneil 
at  Jerusalem,  stimulate  yoa  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  every  duty  ;  and  when  the  King  of  kings 
shall  summon  you  to  His  immediate  presence,  from 
His  hand  may  you  receive  a  crown  of  glory  which 
shall  never  fade  away."

"Companion : — As  the  third  officer  of  this  Council, 
I  invest  you  with  this  badge.  It  is  your  duty  to 
sound  the  Silver  Trumpet  at  early  dawn,  and  eve  of

mountain- tops  ;  to  anaounoe  high-noon,  and  proclaim 
the  times  of  rest  and  labor. 

"  In  tlie  absence  of  either  of  your  superior  officers, 
you  will  be  required  to  perform  Lis  duties  ;  and,  as 
the  interests  oF  your  Council  ought  never  to  be  per- 
mitted to  suffer  through  want  of  intelligence  in  ila 
officers,  you  will  allow  me  to  urge  upon  you  the  ne- 
cessity of  being  always  qualified  and  prepared  to 
meet  sucli  emergency,  should  it  ever  arise. 

"  Having  been  admitted  to  the  fellowship  of  Kings, 
you  will  be  frequently  reminded  that  tlie  office  of 
mediaior  is  both  honorable  and  praiseworthy.  Let  it 
therefore  be  your  constant  cnre  to  preserve  harmony 
and  unanimity  of  sentiment  among  the  members  of 
your  Council.  Discountenance  whatever  may  tend 
to  create  division  and  dissension  among  the  Com- 
panions in  any  of  the  departments  of  Masonry  ;  and 
as  the  glorious  sun  at  its  meridian  dispels  the  mist 
and  clouds  that  obscure  the  horizon,  so  may  your 
exertions  tend  to  dissipate  the  mists  of  jealousy  and 
discord,  should  they  ever  unfortunately  arise  in  your 
Council."

Whes  the  f  uid  t oiis  of  the  second  Temple  were 
laid  at  Jenisile  n  fi  e  hundred  an  1  thirty-five  years 
before  the  hiith  yf  oui  bit  ur  thos  circumstances 
are  said  to  ha^e  fcikei  plice  wh  ch  gave  rise  to  the 
Royal  Arch  De^iee  In  ac  oidance  iv  i,h  the  prophecy 
,  of  Daniel,  the  decree  to  rebuild  Jerusalem  was  signed 
by  Cyrus,  king  of  Persia,  seventy  weeks,  or  490  years 
before  the  beginning  of  the  Messiah's  public  ministry. 
Cyrus,  it  is  said  by  Herodotus,  was  slain  in  battle  after 
a  reign  of  29  yeai's.  After  his  death  the  enemies  of 
the  Jews  found  means  to  prevent  tlie  further  progress  of 
ihe  work,  and  it  was  accordingly  suspended  for  several 
years.  After  Darius  had  established  himself  upon  the 
Pei-sian  thi-one,  Zerubbabel,  one  of  the  princes  of  the 
tribe  of  Judal  L  '  ^  u  god  o  bj  pat  'ot'c  p'  't  and 
a  strong  desi  fo  tl  e  re  tor  t  on  of  the  Jew  h  city 
and  Temple,  nde  ok  to  n  u  r  tl  e  1  azardous 
enterprise  of  tr  vers  ng  tl  o  ^1  the  Per^  an  domin- 
ions, and  seek  ng  ad  n  !as  on  nto  tl  e  j  esence  of  the 
IB  i^) 
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Sovereign,  in  ordei-  to  plead  tlie  cause  of  his  Buffering 
country.  Ho  was  greatly  encouraged  to  hope  for 
success  in  his  undertaking,  from  the  fact  that  he  had 
formerly  been  honored  with  tlie  favorable  notice  and

qualities,  ho  was  doubtless  honored  with  the  acquaint- 
ance and  friendsliip  of  Darius,  who  hsid  not  yet  reached 
the  throne.  Zerubbabel  returned  to  Jerusalem  fifteen 
years  fayfoi-e  the  deatli  of  Cyrus.  He  is  always  named 
first,  as  being  the  chief  of  the  Jews  that  returned  from 
the  ciiptivitj'.  According  to  Ezra  and  Zechariah, 
he  liud  the  foundations  of  the  new  Temple,  and 
restored  the  worship  of  the  true  God,  and  the  usual 
sacrifices.  When  the  work  \Tas  suspended,  Oierefore, 
through  the  intervention  of  the  enemies  of  the  Jews, 
tie  was,  of  all  others,  the  most  suitable  person  to  lay 
the  case  before  Barius  and  seek  his  royal  interposition. 
Circumstances  soon  transpired  which  gave  him 
access  to  the  King,  when,  by  his  superior  wisdom  aad 
determined  adherence  to  truth,  he  was  enabled  to 
obtain  the  favor  of  the  Sovemgn,  and  permission  to 
rebuild  the  City  and  Temple  ;  the  King,  at  the  same 
time,  restoring  all  the  holy  vessels  which  remained  at 
Babylon,  to  their  oiiginal  owners.  For  the  purpose  of 
perpetualjiig  a  remembrance  of  the  interesting  events 
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which  had  occasioned  a  renewal  of  the  friendship 
that  had  formerly  subsisted  between  himself  and 
Zeriibbabel,  the  King  instituted,  oa  this  occasion,  a 
new  Order,  and  called  it ''  The  Order  of  the  Knights 
of  the  East,"  which  was  afterward  exchanged  for 
"Kaights  of  the  Eagle."  In  France  they  were 
called  "  Knights  of  the  Sword,"  and  subsequenlly  in 
Palestine,  "Knights  of  the  Red  Cross." 

This  Order  of  Knighthood  has  been  known  in 
Europe  by  various  names ;  its  present  designation  was 
given  it  in.  consequence  of  the  Bed  Cross  which  is  on 
the  banner.  The  Order  was  founded  upon  the  inci- 
dents above  related,  and  is  more  intimately  connected 
with  ancient  Freemasonry  than  any  other  Order  of 
Knighthood.  An  assembly  of  Knighta  of  the  Red 
Cross  is  called  a  Council ;  their  sashes  are  green, 
decorated  with  a  sword  and  trowel,  and  trimmed  with 
scarlet.  The  officers  are  a  Sovereign  Master,  Chan- 
cellor, Master  of  the  Palace,  Prelate,  Master  of 
Finances,  Master  of  Diapatchea,  Master  of  Cavalry, 
Master  of  Infantry,  Standard  Bearer,  Sword  Bearer, 
Warder,  and  Sentinel.

The  throne  is  situated  in  the  East ;  above  is  sus- 
ponded  a  green  banner,  on  which  is  the  Bed  Cross, 
with  the  Motto  of  the  Order ;  underneath  are  arranged 
the  emblems  of  the  Order.  The  Sovereign  Master 
is  seated  on  the  throne,  the  Chancellor,  Prelate,  and 
Past  Sovereign  Mastera  on  his  right ;  the  Master  of 
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the  Palace  on  his  left ;  the  Master  of  Finances  on  the 
right,  and  the  Master  of  Dispatches  on  the  left,  in 
front ;  the  Master  of  Cavalry  on  the  right  of  the  first 
division  when  separately  formed,  and  on  the  right  of 
the  whole  when  formed  in  line ;  the  Master  of  Infantry 
on  the  right  of  the  second  division  when  separately 
formed,  and  on  the  left  of  the  whole  when  formed  in 
line  ;  the  Standard  Bearer  in  the  West,  the  Swoid 
Bearer  on  his  right,  and  the  Warder  on  his  left.  The 
Knights  are  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  an  equal 
number  on  each  side  of  the  throne,  if  possible.

Piirdon  all 
oor  sins,  and  deal  with  na  according  to  thy  rich  mereies  in  Jesna 
Chiist  our  lord,  who  taught  ns  to  say — "Our  Father,  which  art 
in  heaven,  hallowed  he  thy  name :  thy  Kingdom  come ;  thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bi'end.and  forgive  ns  oar  debts,  as  ive  forgive  our  debtors;  and 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  bnt  deliver  its  fi-om  evil ;  for  t]iins  ia 
the  kingdoDi,  and  the  power,  and  Uie  gloj'y,  forevei'.  Amen."

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EzHA. — Cluip.  iv.  Now  wlien  the  adversaries  ot 
Judah  iinrl  liunjiimhi  lienrd  that  the  rliiidren  of  Uie 
capLivity  buildc'd  ihe  temple  iiiitu  the  Lord  G-oil  of 
Isniel,  then  they  cam«  lo  Zcrubhabel,  and  to  the  chief 
of  the  fiiihers,  ami  saiil  unio  them,  Lot  lis  build  with 
yoii,  for  wo  syult  your  fiod,  as  ye  di> ;  and  we  do 
s;iciitii'e  unto  liim  since  the  days  of  EsarliHtldou,  king 
of  Ai-aur,  «).!ch  broii;rht  uw  up  hilher.  But  Zeruh- 
babel,  and  Jl^sllua,  and  tho  rest  of  tho  chief  of  the 
faihers  of  Israel,  said  unto  them,  Ye  have  nothing 
to  do  with  us  to  bndd  a  house  unio  our  God  ;  but  we 
ourselves  iogclhor  will  build  unto  ihe  Lord  God  of 
Israel,  as  King  Cvrus  the  king  of  Persia  halli  com- 
minidud  hs.  Then  the  people  of  the  liind.  weakened 
Uie  hands  of  the  people  of  Judah,  and  troubled  them 
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in  building,  and  hired  coiuisellors  against  them,  to 
frustrale  their  pui-poae,  all  the  days  of  Cyrus,  king  of 
Persia,  even  until  the  reign  of  Darius,  kuig  of  Per- 
sia,. And  in  tte  reign  of  Ahasueras,  in  the  be^n- 
ning  of  his  reign,  wrote  they  unto  Mm  an  accusation 
against  the  inhabitants  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem 

And  in  the  days  of  Artaxerxes  wrote  Bishlam, 
Mithi-edatli,  Ta,beel,  and  the  rest  of  their  companions, 
unto  Artaxerxes,  king  of  Persia ;  and  the  writing  of 
the  letter  was  written  in  the  Syrian  tongue,  and  inter- 
preted in  the  Syrian  tongue.  Eehum  the  chancellor 
and  Shimshai  the  scribe,  wrote  a  letter  against  Jerusa- 
lem to  Artaxerxes  the  king,  in  this  sort:  {Then  wrote 
Rehum  the  chancellor,  and  Shimshai  the  Scribe,  and 
the  rest  of  tlieir  companions;  the  Dmaites,  the  Apbar- 
sathohites,  the  Tarpelites,  the  Apharsitee,  the  Arche- 
Tifes,  the  Babylonians,  the  Susanchifes,  the  Dehavites, 
and  the  Elamites,  and  the  rest  of  the  nations  whom  tlie 
great  and  noble  Asnapper  brought  over  and  set  in  the 
cities  of  Samaria,  and  the  rest  that  are  on  this  side  the 
river,  and  at  such  a  time.) 

This  is  the  copy  of  the  letter  that  they  sent  unto  him, 
oven  unto  Artaxerxes  the  king  Thy  servants  on  this 
side  the  river,  and  at  such  a  time  Be  it  known  unto 
the  king,  that  the  Jews,  which  came  up  from  thee 
to  us,  are  come  unto  Jerusalem,  building  the  rebellious 
and  the  bad  city,  and  have  set  up  the  walls  thereof, 
and  joined  the  foundations.  Be  in  known  now  unto 
the  king,  that,  if  (his  city  be  builded,  and  the  walls  set 
up  again,  Ihen  will  they  not  pay  toll,  tribute,  and  cus 
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torn,  and  so  thou,  shalt  endamage  tlie  revenue  of  the 
kings.  Now,  hecauae  we  have  maintenance  from  the 
king's  palace,  and  it  was  not  meet  for  us  to  see  the 
king's  dishonor,  therefore  have  wc  seat  and  certified 
the  king,  tliat  search  may  be  made  in  the  book  of  tlie 
records  of  thy  fathers  :  so  shalt  thou  find  ia  the  book 
of  the  records,  and  know,  that  this  city  is  a  rebellious 
city,  and  hurtful  unto  kings  and  provinces,  and  that 
they  have  moved  sedition  within  the  same  of  old  time; 
for  which  cause  was  this  city  destroyed.  "We  certify 
the  king  that,  if  this  city  be  builded  again,  and  the 
■walls  thereof  set  up,  by  this  means  thou  shalt  have  no 
poriiott  on  this  side  the  river. 

Then  sent  the  king  an  answer  unto  Rehum  the  chan- 
cellor, and  to  Shimshai  the  scribe,  and  to  the  rest  of 
their  companions  that  dwell  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
rest  beyond  the  river,  Peaee,  and  atsuch  a  time.  The 
letter  which  ye  sent  unto  us  hath  been  plainly  read 
before  me.  And  I  commanded,  and  search  hath  been 
made,  and  it  is  found  that  this  city  of.  old  time  hath 
made  insurrection  against  kings,  and  that  rebellion  and 
sedition  hath  been  made  therein.  There  have  been 
mighty  kings  also  over  Jerusalem,  which  have  ruled 
over  all  countries  beyond  the  river  ;  and  toll,  tribute, 
and  custpm  %vas  paid  unto  them.  Give  ye  now  com- 
mandment to  cause  these  men  to  cease,  and  that  this 
city  be  not  builded,  until  another  commandment  shall 
be  given  from  me,  Take  heed  now  that  ye  fail  not  to 
do  this  I  why  should  damage  grow  to  the  hurt  of  the 
kings  ? 
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Tfow  wiien  tlie  copy  of  liin;;  Artsxerxcs'  letter  was 
i-ead  bufore  Rthum,  and  Shimsliai  the  sciibe,  and 
tlieir  companions,  they  wont  up  in  Iiaste  to  Jorusiilem 
unio  the  Jews,  and  mude  tliem  to  cease  by  force  and 
power.  Then  ceased  the  work  of  the  lioiise  of  God 
which  is  at  Jerusal«m.  So  it  ceased  unto  ti\e  second 
)eir  of  tic  le^n  of  B-xuii-'   iv  n  f  of  Pcfsn 
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Joseplius  informs  lis  Ihat  Drnvus,  while  lie  was  a 
private   man,  niFitlc  ii  voiv  to  Uixl,  tlmt  if  ever  le 
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oamc  to  tlie  tbraiie,  lie  would  send  all  llis  holy  Tea- 
sels that  were  at  BabyloQ  baek  again,  to  Jerusalem  ; 
and  it  happened  about  the  time  of  his  accession,  that 
Zerubbabel,  wlio  was  a  prince  or  governor  of  the 
Jewish  captives,  came  fiom  Jerusalem  to  Darius,  as 
well  to  "olicit  his  protection  against  their  adversaries 
on  lh(.  other  side  of  the  river  as  to  watch  a  suitable 
oppoitunity  of  endeavoring  to  persuade  the  king  to 
fulfill  his  piomise  He  had  long  been  known  to 
Darius  as  a  man  of  gieit  judgnneut  and  ur.dcrstaad- 
ing,  and  was,  therefore  on  his  arrival,  received  into 
the  km^'s  confidence  and  put  into  a  particular  trust, 
with  two  othii  distin^uith  d  oiiicera  as  hia  constant 
attendant'; 


Darius,  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  gsye  a  splen- 
did and  magnificent  entertain  men  I  to  tlie  princes  and 
nobility  ;  and  after  they  had  retired,  finding  himself 
unable  to  sleep,  he  fell  into  conversation  with  his  three 
favorite  officers,  to  whom  he  proposed  certain  ques- 
tions, telling  them  at  the  same  time  that  iie  who 
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should  give  the  most  reasonable  and  satisfactory  an- 
6wei',  should  be  clothed  in  purple,  drink  from  a  golden 
cup,  wear  a  silken  liara,  and  a  golden  chain  about 
his  neck.  He  then  proposed  the  following  ;  which 
is  the  gi'eatest,  the  strength  of  wine,  of  the  king,  or 
ai  woman?  To  this  question,  the  first  answered  that 
wine  was  the  strongest ;  the  second,  that  the  king 
was  the  strongest ;  and  the  third  (who  was  Zerub- 
babel),  that  women  were  stronger,  but  above  all 
things,  TRUTH  beaveth  the  victory. 

The  king,  being  forcibly  struck  witb  the  addition 
which  Zerubbabel  had  made  to  his  question,  ordered 
the  princes  and  nobles  to  assemble  on  the  following 
day  to  hear  the  question  debated 


On  the  following  day,  all  the  princes  and  nobles 
assembled,  by  the  king^s  order,  to  hear  the  proposed 
discussion.  Having  placed  himself  upon  the  royal 
seat  of  judgment,  the  king  called  upon  them  to  make 
a,  public  defense  of  their  opinions;  whereupon  the 
first  began  upon  the  strength  of  wine  as  follows  : 

"  0  ye  princes  and  rulers,  how  exceeding  strong  is 
wine  !  it  causelh  all  men  to  err  that  drink  it ;  it  maketh 
the  mind  of  the  king  and  the  beggar  to  be  all  one ;  of 
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the  bondman  and  the  freeman,  of  tte  poor  man  and 
the  rioli ;  it  tumeth,  also,  every  thought  into  jollity  and 
mirth,  so  that  a  man  remembereth  neither  sorrow  nor 
debt ;  ib  changethand  eleval«th  the  spirits,  and  enliven- 
etk  file  heavy  hearts  of  the  miserable.  It  mateth  a 
man  forget  his  brethren,  and  draw  his  sword  against 
his  best  friends.  O  ye  princes  and  rulers,  is  not  wine 
the  strongest,  that  forceth  us  to  do  these  things  ?" 

Then  began  the  second,  upon  the  power  of  kings, 
and  spoke  as  follows  ;  "It  is  beyond  dispute,  O  princes 
and  rulers,  that  God  has  made  man  master  of  all 
things  under  the  sun  ;  to  fiommand  them,  to  make  use 
of  them,  and  apply  them  to  his  service  as  he  pJeases : 
but  whereas  men  have  only  dominion  over  other  sub- 
lunary creatures,  king-s  have  an  authority  even  over 
men  themselves,  and  a  right  of  ruling  them  by  will  and 
pleasure.  Now,  he  that  is  master  of  those  who  are 
masters  of  aU  things  else,  hath  no  earthly  thing  above 
liim." 

Then  began  Zerubbabel  upon  the  power  of  women, 
and  of  truth,  and  spake  as  follows :  "  0  prhices  and 
rulers,  the  force  of  teine  is  not  to  he  denied;  neither  is 
that  of  kiriffs,  that  unites  so  many  men  in  one  common 
alle^ance ;  but  tlie  super-eminency  of  women  is  yet 
above  all  this  ;  for  kings  are  but  the  gifts  of  women, 
and  they  are  also  the  mothers  of  those  who  cultivate 
our  vineyards. 

Women  have  the  power  to  make  us  abandon  our 
very  country  and  relations,  and  many  times  to  forget 
the  best  friends  we  have  in  the  world,  and  forsake  all 
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other  comforte  to  live  and  die  with  tlieni.  But  when 
all  is  said,  neither  they,  nor  wine,  nor  kings,  are  com- 
parable to  the  almighty  force  of  InitJi.  As  for  all  other 
things  they  are  mortal  and  transient, — ^truth  alone  k 
unchangeable  and  everlasting  ;  the  benefits  we  receive 
from  it  are  subject  to  no  variations  or  vicissitudes  of 
time  and  fortune.  In  her  judgment  is  no  unrighteous- 
ness, and  she  is  the  wisdom,  strength,  heauly,  power  and 
majesty  of  all  ages.     Blessed  be  the  Qod  of  TauTH," 

When  Zerubbabel  had  finished  speaking,  the  princes 
and  rulers  cried  out,  "Great  is  truth,  and  mighty  above 
all  things."  Then  said  the  king  to  Zerubbabel,  "Ask 
what  thou  wilt,  and  I  will  give  it  thee,  because  thou 
art  found  the  wisest  among  thy  companions." 

Then  said  he  to  Darius,  "O  king,  remember  thy 
vow  which  thou  hast  vowed,  to  build  Jerusalem  in 
tlie  day  thou  shouJdest  come  to  tliy  kingdom,  and  to 
restore  the  holy  vessels  which  were  taken  away  out  of 
Jerusalem. 

Thou  hast  also  vowed  to  buiJd  up  tlie  Temple  which 
was  burned  when  Judah  was  made  desolate  by  the 
Chaldees.  And  now,  0  king,  this  is  that  I  desire  of 
thee,  that  thou  make  good  the  vow,  tlie  performance 
whereof  with  thine  own  mouth  thou  hast  vowed  to  the 

KiHGl    OF    HBAVBN." 

Then  Darius  the  king  stood  up  and  embraced  him, 
and  gave  him  passports  and  letters  to  his  governors 
and  officers,  that  tjiey  should  safely  convey  both  him 
and  those  who  should  go  witli  him,  to  Jerusalem  ;  and 
that  tliey  should  not  be  delayed  or  hindered  from 
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buildiag  the  City  and  Temple,  until  they  should  be 
finislied.  He  also  restored  all  the  holy  vessels  re- 
in aiaiog  io  his  possession,  that  had  been  taken  from 
Jerusalem,  when  the  children  of  Israel  were  carried 
away  captive  to  Babylon  and  restored  by  Cyrus.

Nehemiah— Chap.  iv.  v.  7—20.  But  it  came  to 
pass,  that  when  Saiiballat,  and  Tobiah,  and  the 
Arabians,  and  the  Ammonites,  and  the  Ashdoditea, 
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beard  that  tlie  walls  of  Jerusalem  were  made  up,  and 
that  the  breaches  began  to  be  stopped,  then  they  were 
very  wroth,  and  conspired  al!  of  them  together  to 
come  and  fight  against  Jerusalem,  and  to  hinder  it. 
Nevertheless  we  made  our  prayer  unto  our  God,  and 
set  a  watch  against  ihem  day  and  night,  because  of 
tliem.  And  Judah  said.  The  strength  of  the  bearers 
of  burdens  is  decayed,  and  there  is  much  rubbish,  so 
that  we  are  not  able  to  build  the  wall.  And  our  ad- 
versaries said.  They  shall  not  know,  neither  see,  till 
we  come  in  the  midsl  among  them,  and  slay  them,  and 
cause  the  woi'k  to  cease.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
when  the  Jews  which  dwelt  by  them  came,  they  said 
unto  ns  ten  times.  From  all  places  whence  ye  shall 
return  unto  us  they  will  he  upon  you. 

Therefore  set  I  in  the  lower  places  behind  the  wall, 
and  on  the  higher  places  I  even  set  the  people  after 
their  families,  with  their  swords,  their  spears,  and 
their  bows.  And  I  looked,  and  rose  up,  and  said 
unto  the  nobles,  and  to  the  rulers,  and  to  the  rest  of 
the  people.  Be  not  ye  afraid  of  them  :  remember  the 
Lord,  which  is  greai  and  terrible,  and  tight  for  your 
bretliren,  your  sons  and  your  daughters,  your  wives 
and  your  houses.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  our 
enemies  heard  that  it  was  known  unto  ua,  and  God 
had  brought  their  counsel  to  naught,  that  we  returned 
all  of  U8  to  the  wiill,  every  one  unto  his  work,  And 
it  came  to  pass,  from  that  lime  forth,  that  half  of  my 
servants  wrought  in  the  work,  and  the  other  half  of 
them  held  both  the  spears,  the  shields,  and  the  bows. 
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and  the  habergeons  ;  and  the  rulers  were  behind  all 
the  house  of  Judah.  They  which  builded  on  the 
■wall,  and  they  that  bare  burdens,  with  those  that 
hided,  every  one  with  one  of  his  hands  wrought  in 
the  work,  and  with  the  other  hand  held  a  weapon. 
For  the  builders,  every  one  had  his  swoi-d  girded  by 
his  side,  and  so  builded ;  and  he  that  sounded  the 
trumpet,  was  hj  me.  And  I  said  unto  the  nobles, 
and  to  the  rulers,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  people.  The 
work  is  great  and  large,  and  we  are  separated  upon 
the  wall,  one  far  from  another.  In  what  place  there- 
fore ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  resort  ye 
thither  unto  us  :  our  God  shall  fight  for  us. 

EzBA — Chap.  V.  Then  the  prophets,  Haggai  tlie 
prophet,  and  Zechariah  the  son  of  Iddo,  prophesied 
unto  tiie  Jews  that  were  in  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  in 
the  name  of  the  God  of  Israel,  even  unto  them, 
Tlien  rose  up  Zerubhabel,  the  son  of  SheaUie!,  and 
Jeslina  the  son  of  Joisadak,  and  began  to  build  the 
house  of  God  which  is  at  Jerusalem  :  and  wii.li  them 
were  the  prophets  of  God  helping  them. 

At  tlie  same  time  cimo  to  them  Tatnai,  governor 
on  this  side  the  river,  and  She'.har-boznai,  and  their 
eompanions,  and  said  thus  unto  tlieiu,  Who  hath  com- 
manded you  lo  build  this  house  ado  ake  up  this 
wall  1  Then  said  we  nnlo  them  afte  I  s  mer, 
What  are  the  names  of  ilio  men  tl  at  ma  e  Is  build- 
ing ?  But  the  eye  of  ilieir  God  vas  upon  tl  elders 
of  tlie  Jews,  ihat  they  could  not  cau  c  the     to  cease. 
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till  t!ie  matter  came  to  Darius  :  and  then  tliey  returned 
answer  by  letter  concerning  this  manner. 

The  copy  of  the  letter  that  Tutnai,  governor  on'' 
this  side  the  river,  and  Shetbar-boznai,  and  his  com- 
panions, the  Apliai'sachites,  whicii  were  on  this  side 
the  river,  sent  unto  D^irius,  the  king — Tliey  sent  a 
letter  unto  him,  wherein  was  written  thus  :  Unto 
DhHus  the  king,  all  peace.  Be  it  known  unto  the 
king,  that  we  went  into  the  Province  of  Judea  to  the 
house  of  the  great  God,  which  is  builded  with  great 
stones,  and  timber  Is  laid  in  the  walls,  and  this  work 
goeth  fast  on,  and  prospereth  in  their  hands.  Then 
asked  we  those  elders,  and  said  unto  them  thus.  Who 
comiijanded  you  to  build  this  house,  and  to  make  up 
these  walls  ?  We  asked  their  names  also,  to  certify 
thee,  that  we  might  write  the  names  of  the  men  that 
were  ihe  chief  of  them.  And  thus  Ihev  returned  us 
answer,  saying,  We  are  the  servants  of  the  God  of 
heaven  and  earth,  and  build  the  house  that  was 
builded  these  many  years  ago,  which  a  great  king 
of  Israel  huilded  and  set  up.  But  after  that  our 
fathers  had  provoked  the  God  of  heaven  unto  wrath, 
he  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  Hebuchadnezzar  the 
king  of  Babylon,  the  Chaldean,  who  destroyed  this 
house  aud  carried  the  people  away  icto  Babyloa, 
But  in  the  lirst  year  of  Gyr  is  the  king  of  Babylon, 
the  same  king  Oyrus  made  a  decree  to  build  this 
house  of  God.  And  the  vessels  also  of  gold  and 
silver  of  the  house  of  God,  which  Nebuchadnezzar 
took  out  of  the  Temple  that  was  in  Jerusalem,  and 
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brought  them  into  U  l  Temple  of  Babylon,  those  did 
Cyrut.  the  king  tike  out  of  the  Temiile  of  Babylon, 
lud  they  wue  del  vered  unto  one  whose  name  was 
Shesihba?zai  whom  he  had  made  governor ;  and  said 
unto  him  Take  these  vessels,  go,  carry  them  into 
the  Ti,mple  that  i^i  m  Jerusalem,  and  let  the  house 
of  God  be  budded  m  his  place.  Then  came  the 
same  Shcfhbazzar  -md  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
house  of  God  wh  ch  is  in  Jerusalem  :  and  since  that 
t  mi,  even  unlil  now  t  hatli  been  io  building,  and  yet 
It  )s  not  hn  .iked  Now,  therefore,  if  it  seem  good 
to  the  kmg  let  iheie  be  search  made  in  the  king's 
treasure-house,  which  is  there  at  Babylon,  whether 
it  be  so,  that  a  decree  was  made  of  Cyrus  the  king, 
to  build  this  house  of  God  at  Jerusalem,  and  let  the 
king  send  his  pleasure  to  us  concerning  this  matter. 

EzEA — Chap.  vi.  v.  1—15.  Then  Darius  the  king 
made  a  decree,  and  search  was  m'ade  in  the  house 
of  Ihe  rolls  where  the  treasures  weie  laid  up  m  Baby 
Ion.  And  there  was  found  at  Achmetha,  in  the 
palace  that  is  in  the  province  of  the  Mede's  i  (oil, 
and  therein  was  a  record  tlius  written :  In  the  fat&t 
year  of  Cyrus  the  king,  the  same  Cyrus  the  kmg 
made  a  decree  concerning  the  house  of  God  at  Je- 
rusalem ;  Let  the  house  be  budded,  tho  place  where 
they  offered  sacrifices ;  and  let  ihe  foundations 
thereof  be  strongly  Jaid  ;  the  height  thereof  three 
score  cubits,  and  tbe  bi'eadth  thereof  three  score 
cubits;  with  three  rows  of  great  stones,  and  a  row 
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r  »tw  f  ml  ti  ind  let  the  eippasea  be  gn  en  out  of 
the  king  s  house  and  tlso  ift  tlie  golden  ind  siher 
vessels  of  the  hoii  l  of  God  which  Nebuchadnezzar 
took  foith  out  of  the  Temple  which  is  at  Jtrusilem, 
ind  broiigbt  unto  Babylon  be  restored  and  biouglit 
again  unto  tlie  Temple  wl  icb  la  it  Jeius<ilem, — every 
one  to  his  place,  and  place  tl  em  m  the  house  of 
God  — Now  tbeieforo  Tatna  go*einoi  beycnd  tlie 
live  ,  Shtthai  bozaai  And  jtui  companions  the 
Apbaisadiites  whicb  aie  bejond  the  ri\ei,  be  je  far 
ftom  thence  let  the  woilv  of  this  house  of  God 
alone  let  the  goieinoi  of  the  Jews  and  the  eldcis 
of  thL  Jews  buiH  tl  is  house  of  God  m  his  plaie 
Moieovei  I  mate  a  deeiei,  what  jo  shill  do  to  the 
elders  of  these  Jews  ior  the  building  of  this  house 
of  G-od  that  of  the  Linj;  a  jTOods  evea  of  the  tnb 
ute  beyond  the  mer  forthwith  expenses  be  given 
unto  these  men  that  they  be  not  bmdeied  And 
that  which  thej  haie  need  of,  both  young  bullocks 
and  lams  anl  kmbs  fo:  the  burnt  ofiei  nga  ol  the 
God  of  heaven  wheat  salt  wme  and  oil  icefi  Im^j;

soever shall  altei  this  woid  let  tm  ber  be  pulled  down

Then  Tatnai,  governor  on  this  side  the  river, 
Shethar-boznai,  and  Iheir  companions,  according  to 
tliat  which  Darius  the  ting  had  sent,  so  they  did 
speedily.  And  the  elders  of  the  Jews  builded,  and 
they  prospered  through  the  pi-ophesying  of  Haggai 
the  prophet,  and  Zechariah  the  son  of  Iddo,  and  they 
builded  and  finished  it,  according  to  the  command- 
ment of  the  God  of  Israel,  and  according  to  the  com- 
mandment of  Cyrus,  and  Darius,  and  Artaxeixes, 
king  of  Persia.

1  faTorablo  to  tlie  Itiends  iit  Jostis 
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ORDER  0^  KNIGHTS  TEMPLARS. 

This  Order,  which  fills  so  large  a  space  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  dtuing  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
centuries,  took  its  rise  in  Jerusalem  about  the  year 
elevec  Imndred  and  eighteen.  Nine  gentle  men,  among 
whom  were  Hugh  de  Payena  and  Godfrey  Adelnian, 
associakd  themselves  together  and  formed  a  society 
for  the  purpose  of  guarding  and  protecting  the  pilgrims 
to  the  Holy  Sepulchre  from  the  insults  and  attaeks  of 
the  inSdols.  Henee  the  order  partakes  of  both  tlie 
religious  and  military  character.  Baldwin  I.,  at  tliat 
time  king  of  Jenzsaleiii,  approved  of  the  organization 
and  objects  of  the  Order,  and  appointed  for  their 
residence  a  part  of  the  royal  palace  near  the  site  of  the 
Temple  of  Solomon,  in  consequence  of  which  they 
■were  called  Templars,  or  soldiers  of  the  Temple,  By 
other  historians  it  is  said  a  place  of  retreat  was  assigned 
them  in  a  Chrisdan  church,  called  the  church  of  the 
Holy  Temple,  {perhaps  from  the  fact  of  its  being  sup- 
posed to  stand  on  tlie  spot  ori^nally  occupied  by  Solo- 
mon's Temple,)  and  hence  their  name. 

This  Order  had  no  connexion  with  ancient  Freema- 
sonry, save  that  the  rites  and  mysteries  of  Masonry 
were  practiced  and  preserved  by  them  ;  and  from  an 
early  d  afa,  none  coidd  be  admitted  to  the  honors  of  the 
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Order  until  ttey  had  first  received  tte  several  degrees 

of  Masonry  up  to  the  Royal  Arch, 

The  history  of  this  Order  is  an  interesting  study. 
For  a  long  time  it  flourished  in  Europe  and  the  Holy 
Land  ;  men  of  the  first  distinction  united  themselves 
to  it,  and  the  attMnment  of  an  honorable  place  in  its 
ranks  was  considered  an  object  worthy  of  their  highest 
ambition.  In  connexion  with  tiie  Enights  Hospitallers, 
who  took  their  rise  about  the  same  time,  they  took  the 
field  against  the  infidels,  won  many  battles  during  the 
crusades,  and  performed  prodigies  of  valor.  The 
emulation  which  existed  between  these  two  Orders,  at 
last  produced  hostilities  between  tiiem,  and  it  proceeded 
to  such  an  extent  that  they  finally  turned  their  arms 
against  each  other.  At  length  the  Grand  Masters  of 
the  respective  Orders,  assisted  by  the  Pope,  interfered, 
and  to  a  great  extent  suppressed  the  quarrel,  but  there 
still  remmned  a  lingering  jealousy  between  them. 

Some  time  after  this,  the  Turks  succeeded  in  driving 
the  christians  out  of  Palestine,  and  at  the  capture  of 
the  last  fortress  held  by  the  Knights,  put  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  Templars  to  the  sword.  After  this,  the 
renmants  of  the  two  Orders  found  an  asylum  in  the 
Island  of  Cyprus  ;  but  from  their  diminished  numbers, 
and  the  disinclination  of  the  christian  princes  to  renew 
the  crusades,  they  saw  no  prospect  of  recovering  the 
Holy  Land,  and  tiie  Templars  returned  to  Uieir  different 
commanderies  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  The 
Knights  Hospitallers  afterwards  went  to  Rhodes  and 
thence  to  Malta,  where  they  remained  and  a 
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name;  since  "wbich.  time  tLey  liave  been  iinown  as 
Kxtights  of  Miilta. 

The  early  history  of  the  Templars,  as  well  as  those 
of  Malta,  is  a  history  of  magnanimous  warfare  in  the 
defence  of  the  christian  religion,  and  in  the  protection 
of  christian  pilgrims  on  their  journeys  going  to,  and 
returning  from,  the  Holy  City.  That  feature  in  their 
character,  however,  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  practi- 
cal;— a  love  for  the  christian  religion  and  the  practice 
of  the  ctrislJaa  virtues  have  taken  its  place. 

But  to  resume  the  history  of  the  Order.  From  the 
time  of  Hugh  de  Payens  to  that  of  James  de  Molay, 
the  Templars  continued  to  be  governed  by  a  succession 
of  the  noblest  and  bravest  knights  of  whicli  the 
chivahy  of  Christendom  could  boast.  They  continued

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discipline  and  attachment  to  luiurious  indnlenee,  were 
the  only  crimes  of  wliich  the  Templars  were  guilty ; 
and  to  men  of  honor  and  spirit  like  them,  the  forfeiture 
of  popularity,  which  was  ihe  conseijuence  of  their  apos- 
tacy,  would  be  a  suf&cient  punishment.  This,  however, 
was  not  the  sentiment  of  Pliilip  the  Fair,  then  King  of 
France,  and  he  soon  found  a  pretence  for  the  exhibi- 
don  of  his  ambitious  and  avaricious  spirit  by  the  roost 
unjust  and  revengeful  proceedings  agiiinst  the  Order. 
In  his  celebrated  controversy  with  Pope  Boniface  VHI, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century,  as  Vertot 
observes,  the  Templars  had,  as  was  usual  with  them, 
sided  with  the  Pontiff  and  opposed  the  king.  This 
conduct,  Philip,  partly  from,  a  revengeful  disposition 
and  partly  from  the  hope  of  gaining  possession  of  the 
vast  wealth  of  the  Knights,  never  could  forgave,  but 
formed  thenceforwai-d  the  design  of  suppressing  the 
Order  whenever  a  proper  opportunity  should  offer. 
This,  however,  did  ilot  occur  till  after  the  decease  of 
Pope  Boniface, 

Immediately  after  the  death  of  the  pontiff  the  cardi- 
nals assembled  to  select  liis  successor  ;  but  party  spirit 
ran  so  high  in  the  conclave  that  there  seemed  no  pro- 
bability of  filling  the  papal  ch^r  ^-eiy  speedily.  At 
length,  through  the  intrigues  and  machinations  of  the 
friends  of  Philip,  the  cardinals  were  induced  to  assent 
to  the  election  of  any  priest  whom  he  should  recom- 
mend. This  was  the  darling  object  which  the  monarch 
had  in  view,  which  being  accomplished,  he  immediately 
sent  for  the  ai'chhishop  of  BoiTleaus,  whose  ambition 
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lie  well  bnfiw  liad  no  bounds,  and  communicated  to  him 
the  power  whicli  ho  had  received  of  nominating  aperson 
to  thp  papal  chmr,  and  promised  that  he  should  be  the 
person,  piovided  he  would  engage  to  perform  six  con- 
ditions The  archbishop  greedily  accepted  tlie  pro- 
posal, ind  forthwith  took  an  oath  on  the  sacrament  to  ' 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions.  Philip  at 
once  disclosed  to  him  five  of  these  conditions,  but  re- 
served the  sixth  until  the  arckbishop  should  be  crowned 
pope.  His  coronation  soon  took  place  and  he  assumed 
fh        m      fOl         tV.

life,  accused  the  Order  to  King  Phdip,  chargmg  them, 
on  the  authority  of  what  his  fellow  prisoner  had  told 
him,  with  idolatry,  sodomy,  robbery  and  murder ; 
adding,  that  the  Templars  being  secretly  Mahometans, 
each  KJiight,  at  Kis  admission  into  tlie  Order,  was 
obliged  to  renounce  tlie  Saviour,  and  to  spit  upon  the 
cross  in  token  of  his  abhorrence  of  it.  Philip,  on  hear- 
ing these  accusations,  pardoned  the  citizen  and  dis- 
closed to  the  Pope  his  sixth  condition — the  suppres- 
sion of  the  Order  of  Knights  Templars. 

Clement,  by  Philip's  direction,  wrote  in  June,  1306, 
to  De  Molay,  the  Grand  Master,  who  was  then  at 
Cyprus,  inviting  him  to  come  and  consult  with  him  on 
some  matters  of  great  importance  to  the  Order.     Do 
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Molay  obeyed  the  sthdtdohs  and  arrived  in  the  begin- 
ning of  1307,  at  Paris,  with  sixty  KnlgMs  and  a  large 
amount  of  treasure.  He  was  immediately  imprisoned, 
and  on  the  13th  of  October  following,  under  the  pre- 
tence of  discovering  what  degree  of  credit  might  be 
attached  to  the  accusations  which  bad  been  made 
against  the  Older,  every  Knight  in  France  was,  by 
(Le  secret  orders  of  the  King,  arrested  and  put  to  the 
most  excruciating  tortures.*  Several  of  the  Knighls, 
when  extended  on  the  rack,  made  every  acknowledg- 
ment which  their  persecutoi-s  desired.  But  others  re- 
taining on  this  instrumeat  of  agony  that  fortitude  and 
contempt  of  death  which  they  had  exhibited  on  the 
field,  persisted  in  denying  the  crimes  wiQi  which  they 
were  charged,  and  maintained  with  then  latpst  breath 
the  innocence  of  their  Order.  Manyotthose  e\en  who 
had  tamely  submitted  to  their  persecutor''  letrattcd 
those  ignominious  confessions  irfiich  the  rick  had  ex 
torted,  and  maintained  their  iptegrity  m  tl  e  midst  of 
those  flames  which  the  barbarons  Philip  ii^d  kindled 
for  their  destruction.  On  the  12th  of  May  1310 
fifty-four  of  the  Knights,  were,  after  a  mjck  trial,  pub 
licly  burnt  at  Paais.  The  same  vindictive  and  mhu 
man  spirit  was  exhibited  in  the  other  provinces  ot 
Prance  and  the  other  nations  of  Europe  They  boie 
their  sufferings  with  unparalleled  foititude  ■\nd  tht 
only  murmurs  which  parted  from  theii  lips  were  tho  e 
which  expressed  their  anguish  and  remorie  that  they 
had  in  tlie  hour  of  pain,  betrayed  the  mleiest  of  their 
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Order,  aud  confessed  ttemselves  guilty  of  crimes  on- 
wortty  of  a  Templar  and  a  man. 

But  the  atrocious  eceae  was  yet  to  come  which  was 
to  complete  the  ruin  of  the  Templars  and  satiate  the 
vengeance  of  their  eaeioiea.  Their  Grand  Master, 
Molay,  and  other  dignitaiies  of  the  Order  alill  sur- 
vived :  and  though  they  had  made  the  most  submis- 
Kve  acknowledgments  to  their  unrelenting  persecutors, 
yet  the  influence  which  they  had  over  the  minds  of 
the  vulgar,  and  their  connexions  with  many  of  the 
princes  of  Europe,  rendered  them  formidable  and  dan- 
gerous to  their  oppressors.  In  order,  therefore,  that 
these  might  not  restore  anion  to  their  dismembered 
party,  and  inspire  theia  with  courage  to  revenge  the 
murder  of  their  coropaniona,  and  that  they  might 
not  live  to  prove  the  innocence  of  their  Order  and  the 
vile  motives  of  Philip  in  persecuting  them,  the  E'rench 
monarch  commanded  the  Grand  Master  and  four  of 
his  brethren  to  he  led  out  to  a  scaffold,  erected  for  the 
purpose,  and  there  to  confess  before  the  public  the 
enormities  of  which  Iheir  Order  had  been  guilty,  and 
the  justice  of  their  punishment.  If  they  adhered  to 
their  former  confessions,  a  full  pardon  was  promised  to 
them  ;  but  if  they  persisted  in  maintaining  their  inno- 
cence, (hey  were  threatened  with  destruction  on  a  pile 
of  wood  which  the  executioners  had  erected  in  their 
view  to  awe  them  into  compliance.  While  the  multi- 
tude were  standing  round  in  awful  espectatioa,  ready 
from  the  words  of  tlie  prisoners  to  justify  or  condemn 
their  king,  the  venerable  Molay,  with  a  cheerful  and 
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undauated  countenance,  advanced  in  chmns  to  the 
edge  of  the  scaffold,  and  in  a  firm  and  impressive  tone 
tlius  addressed  the  spectators : — "  It  is  but  just,  that 
in  this  terrible  day,  and  in  the  last  momeats  of  my  life, 
I  lay  open  the  iniquity  of  falsehood  and  make  truth  to 
triumph,  I  declare  then,  in  the  face  of  heaven  and 
earth,  and  I  confess,  though  to  my  eternal  shame  and 
confusion,  that  1  have  committed  the  greatest  crimes  ; 
but  it  has  been  only  in  acknowledging  those  that  have 
been  charged  wiili  so  much  viruleace  upon  an  Order, 
which  truth  obliges  me  to  pronounce  innocent.  I 
made  the  first  declaration  tliey  required  of  me,  only 
to  suspend  the  excessive  tortures  of  the  rack,  and 
mollify  those  that  made  me  endure  them.  I  am  sensi- 
ble what  torments  they  prepare  for  those  that  have 
courage  to  revoke  such  a  confession.  But  the  horri- 
ble sight  which  they  present  to  my  eyes,  is  not  capable 
of  making  me  confirm  one  lie  by  another.  On  a  condi- 
tion so  infamous  as  that,  I  freely  renounce  life  which  is 
already  but  too  odious  to  me.  For  what  would  it  avail 
me  to  prolong  a  few  miserable  days,  when  1  must  owe 
them  only  to  the  blackest  of  calumnies."*  In  conse- 
quence of  this  manly  revocation,  the  Grand  Master 
and  liis  companions  were  hunied  into  the  flames, 
where  they  retained  that  contempt  of  death  which  (hey 
had  exhibited  on  former  occasions. 

But  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  King  Philip  and 
the  Pope,  the  Order  of  'fempSars  was  not  annihilated. 
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De  Molay,  in  anticipation  of  liis  fate,  appoinfed  Jolin 
Mark  Lamienus  as  hia  suocessur  in  o&ce,  and  from 
that  time  to  tlie  present,  there  has  been  a  regular  and 
uninten-upted  succession  of  Grand  Masters.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a  list  of  the  names  of  these  Grand  Masters 
and  the  date  of  their  elections.*

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The  officers  necessary  to  form  an  EncaiapmenC  are 
as  follows  :  M<Bt  Eminent  Grand  Commander,  Gene- 
ralissimo, Captain  General,  Prelate,  Treasurer,  Recor- 
der, Senior  Warden,  Junior  Warden,  Standard  Beaver, 
Sword  Bearer,  Warder,  and  Sentinel.  The  throne  is 
situated  in  tiiie  East ;  above  is  suspended  a  banner,  on 
it  a  cross  surmounted  by  rays  of  light ;  on  each  side  a 
sky-blue  bauner,  on  one  of  which  are  arranged  the 
emblems  of  the  Order,  and  on  the  ofher  a  paschal 
lamb  and  Maltese  cross,  with  the  motto,  "  The  ivill  trf 
God."  The  Grand  Commander  is  seated  on  the 
throne;  the  Generalissimo  and  Prelate  on  his  right, 
the  Captain  General  on  his  left ;  the  Treasurer  on  the 
right,  and  the  Recorder  on  the  left  in  front ;  the  Senior 
Warden  at  the  south-west  angle  of  the  triangle,  and  on 
the  right  of  the  first  di^sion ;  the  Junior  Warden  at 
the  north-west  angle  of  the  triangle,  and  on  the  left  of 
the  third  division ;  the  Standard  Bearer  in  the  west, 
the  Sword  Bearer  on  his  right,  and  the  Warder  on  his 
left ;  at  the  base  of  the  triangle  and  in  front  of  the 
Standard  Bearer,  a  stall  for  the  Initiate.  The  Knights 
are  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  an  equal  number 
on  each  side  of  the  throne  and  in  front.

the  soul  both  sure  and  steadfast,  that  demonstrates 
the  existence  of  the  soul,  and  animates  us  with  the 
certainty  of  a  glorious  immortality. 

And  now.  Sir  Knight,  we  bid  you  welcome  to  all 
those  rights  and  privileges,  even  to  that  diainterested 
fnendship  and  unbounded  hospitality  which  ever  has, 
and  we  hope  and  trust  ever  will  continue  to  adorn, 
distinguish  and  characterize  this  noble  Order. 

It  will  henceforth  become  your  duty  as  well  as 
inclination,  to  assist,  protect  and  befriend  the  weary, 
way-worn  traveler,  who  finds  the  heights  of  fortune 
inaccessible,  and  the  thorny  paths  of  life  broken,  ad- 
verse, and  forlorn — to  succor,  defend  and  protect 
innocence,  the  distreised  and  helpless,  ever  standing 
forth  as  a  champion  to  espouse  the  cause  of  the 
Christian  Religion. 

You  are  to  inculcate,  enforce  and  practice  virtue,' 
and  amidst  all  the  temptations  which  surround  you, 
never  to  be  drawn  aside  from  the  path  of  duty,  or 
forgetful  of  those  due  guards  and  pass-words  which 
are  necessary  to  be  had  in  perpetual  remembrance ; 
and  while  one  Land  is  wielding  the  sure  defense  for 
your  Companion  in  danger,  let  the  other  gi-asp  the 
mystic  Trowel,  and  widely  diffuse  tlie  genuine  cement 
of  Brotherly  Love  and  Friendship. 

Should  calumny  assail  Ihe  character  of  a  Brother 
Sir  Knight,  recollect  that  you  are  to  step  forth  and 
vindicate  his  good  name,  and  assist  him  on  all  neces- 
sary occasions.     Should  assailants  ever  attempt  your 
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honor,  interest,  or  happiness,  remember,  also,  at  the 
same  time,  you  have  the  counsel  and  support  of  your 
brethren,  whose  mystic  words,  comhining  the  virtues 
of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity,  with  Justice,  FortUwde, 
and  Mercy,  will  leap  from  their  soahbards  in  defense 
of  your  just  rights,  and  ensure  you  a.  glorious  tri- 
umph  over  all  your  enemies. 

On  this  occasion  permit  me.  Sir  Knight,  to  remind 
you  of  our  mutual  engagements,  our  reciprocal  ties  ; 
for  whatever  may  he  your  situation  or  rank  in  life,  on 
close  examination,  you  will  find  those  in  similar  sta- 
tions who  have  dignified  themselves  and  been  useful 
to  mankind.  Whetlier,  therefore,  you  are  placed 
upon  the  highest  pinnacle  of  worldly  grandeur,  and 
distinctly  seen  to  glitter  from  afar ;  or  glide  more  se- 
curely in  the  humble  vale  of  obscurity,  unnoticed 
save  by  a  few ;  it  matters  not,  for  a  few  rolling  suns 
will  close  the  scene,  when  naught  but  holiness  will 
serve  as  a  sure  pass-word  to  gain  admission  into  that 
Rbst  prepared  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 
You  are  therefore  called  upon  to  discharge  all  your 
duties  with  fidelity  and  patience,  whether  in  tha  field, 
in  the  Senate,  on  the  Bewh,  at  the  Bar,  or  at  the 
B<ily  Altar. 

If  you  see  a  brother  bending  under  the  cross  of 
adversity  and  disappointment,  look  not  idly  on,  neither 
pass  by  on  the  other  side,  but  fly  to  his  relief.  If  he 
be  deceived,  tell  him  the  Truth ;  if  he  be  calumni- 
ated, vindicate  his  cause  ;  for,  althoujjli,  in  some 
instances,  he  may  have  eri'ed,  still  recollect  that  in-

discretion  iti  him  should  never  destroy  liumanity  in 
you. 

Finally,  Sir  Knights,  as  memento  mon  is  deeply 
engraved  on  all  sublunary  enjoyments,  let  us  ever  be 
found  in  the  habiliments  of  righteousness,  traversing 
the  straight  path  of  rectitude,  virtue,  and  tme  holiness ; 
so  that  having  discharged  our  duty  here  below,  per- 
formed the  pilgrimaffe  of  life,  burst  the  bands  of  mor- 
tality, passed  over  the  Jordan  of  death,  and  safely 
landed  on  the  broad  shore  of  eternity — there,  in  the 
presence  of  myriads  of  attending  angels,  we  may  be 
greeted  as  brethren,  and  received  into  the  widely 
extended  arms  of  the  blessed  Emanuel,  and  forever 
made  to  participate  in  his  Heavenly  Kingdom.

Tub  Sir  Knights  will  assemble  in  some  convenient 
room  near  tlie  church,  or  hall,  where  the  ceremonies 
are  to  be  performed,  and  open  an  Encampment.  The 
lines  are  then  formed  by  the  Grand  Marshal,  when 
they  advance  to  the  church,  where  they  will  halt  and 
open  to  Uie  right  and  left,  and  face  inward,  while  the 
Grand  (or  installing)  officers,  and  others  in  succession, 
pass  in.  After  taking  their  seyeral  posts,  they  salute 
the  audieuce  by  presenting  arms.  The  Grand  Marshal 
will  then  order — "  return  arms — recover — be  at  ease." 
The  jewels  are  then  coUecled  and  placed  on  the  altar. 
An    Ode  <xr  Anlhem  is  then  perfoi-med,  succeeded  by 

The  Grand  Marshal  will  then  rise  and  say,  "Moat 
■  Eminent  Grand  Commander — A  constitutional  number 
of  Knights  Templars  duly  instracled  in  the  sublime 
mysteries  of  our  Orders,  and  being  desirous  of  pro- 
moting the  honor  of  the  same,  by  aiding  the  cause  of 
humanity,  kuowledge,  and  virtue,  have  appUed  to  the 
proper  authority  for  a  Warrant  or  Charter  to  consti- 
tute them  a  regular  Encampment  of  Knights  Templars 
and  the  appendant  Ordere.  The  prayer  for  their  peti- 
tion havini>;  been  eiiiiited,  they  are  now  assembled  for 
(287) 
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the  purpose  of  being  legally  constituted,  and  of  having 

their  officers  installed  in  due  and  ancient  form." 

The  Grand  Master  will  then  direct  the  Grand  Re-

The  jewels  h^\mg  been  colle  tfd  on  the  Knights' 
first  entiance  and  deposited  on  the  altii  oi  table  in 
front  of  the  Gimd  Ma-tei  aic  now  uncoveied  to 
solemn  music  when  the  Prelate  uses  anl  says — 
"  From  time  immemoiial  it  has  been  customary  for 
the  Misomc  fiateinitj  to  dedicate  thf  difieient  depMt 
ment  ot  our  in  tituli  q  to  difterent  pations  We  dedi 
cateourLiJgestoSts  Jihn  the  Baptist  an  J  the  Evan 
gelist     our  Chiptera  to  Zerubb  ibel  and  Encampments 
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to  St.  John  the  Almoner.  We  do  this  cot  in  that 
■superstitious  sense  in  which  tlie  liefitlien  employ  the 
term  whea  they  set  apart  their  templesfor  the  worship 
of  their  imaginary  deities  ;  nor  in  tliat  liigh  and  solemn 
sense  in  which  Christians  dedieate  their  churches  to 
the  great  Jebovali ;  but  we  do  it  simply  to  testify  our 
respect  and  esteem  for  the  chai'aeter  of  those  who  have 
been  so  eminently  beneficial  to  our  institution,  and  that 
their  examples  may  sdmnlate  ns  to  imitate  their  ex- 
alted virtues. 

"  To  our  most  eminent  and  worthy  Patroa  St.  John 
TUB  Almoner,  I  do  now  solemnly  dedicate  tliis  En- 
campment, by  the  name  and  title  of Encamp- 
ment ;  and  may  the  God  of  all  grace  abundantly  bless 
yoii  in  your  laudable  undertaking,  and  may  each  one 
of  its  members  so  redeem  his  time  that  he  may  finally 
3'eceive  the  joyful  invitation,  '  Enter  thou  into  the  joy 
of  thy  Lord.'  '  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on 
eartli  peace,  good  ivill  towards  men.'  (Response.) 
'  As  it  was  in  tlio  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be, 
world  wiihout  end.     Amen.'  " 

The  Grand  Commander  elect,  is  then  presented  to 
the  Grand  Master  by  the  Mai-shal,  who  says  "  Most 
Woi-shipful,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  you  the  Most 

Eminent  Sir who  has  been  appointed  to  tlie 

office  of  first  Grand  Commander  of  this  Encampment. 
I  find  him  well  skilled  in  our  sublime  mysteries,  and 
observant  of  the  noble  precepts  of  our  forefathers,  and 
have,  tlierofore,  no  doubt  but  he  will  discharge  the 
important  duties  of  his  office  with  lidelity." 
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The  Grand  Master  then  asks,  "  Most  Eminent,  are 
you  ready  to  subscribe  to  the  pledge  of  office  ?"  On 
bis  answering  in  Ihe  afflrniH.tive,  the  Grand  Master 
win  draw  his  sword,  and  holding  it  horizontally,  tlie 
edge  toward  the  Grand  Commander  elect,  who  will 
place  bis  left  band  on  the  same,  and  his  right  hand  on 
his  left  breast,  and  repeat  as  follows  : — "  I  do  solemnly 
promise,  upon  the  honor  of  a  Knigbt  Templar,  that  I 
will,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  faithfully 
discharge  the  various  duties  incumbent  upon  tlie  office 
to  which  I  have  been  appointed ;  that  1  will  support 
and  maintain  the  Uy-laws  of  this  Encampment,  and 
the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
under  whose  immediate  authority  I  act ;  also  the  Con- 
stitution and  edicts  of  the  Qenei-al  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States  of  America." 

The  Grand  Master  thea  observes — "  Most  Eminent 
gi,.  ___ — — .^  I  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duty 
on  this  interesting  occasion,  with  great  pleasure.  In 
installing  you  as  the  first  ofBcer  of  an  institution  which 
is  founded  on  the  Hdy  Beligim.  of  Jems  GhrUt,  I  am 
satisfied  that  I  am  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Order 
generally,  but  more  particularly  in  this  part  of  our 
country.  Having  accepted  this  honorable  and  respon- 
sible oifice,  you  will  endeavor  to  disehai^e  your  duty 
tn  such  a  manner  as  to  convince  the  world,  that  those 
calumnies  which  have  been  repeatedly  cast  upon  our 
Institution  by  the  enemies  of  onr  Order,  are  false  and 
unfounded. 

I  shall  now  propose  certain  questions  to  yon,  rela- 
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tive  to  the  duties  of  your  office,  to  whicli  I  must  re- 
quest an  unequivocal  answer  :* 

1.  Do  you  solemnly  promise,  upon  the  lionor  of  a 
Kniglit  Templar,  Uiat  you  will  exert  your  best  endea- 
vors to  correct  the  errors,  purify  the  morals,  and  pro- 
mote the  true  happiness  of  those  of  your  brother 
Knights  who  have  attained  this  magaanimous  Order  ? 

2.  That  you  will  not  confer  the  Orders  on  any  per- 
son who  has  not  shown  a  charitable  and  hum.ane  dis- 
position, nor  upon  any  one  who  is  an  enemy  to  the 
Christian  Religion  ;  but  only  upon  such  as  you  have 
reason  to  beUeve  will  cheerfully  conform  to  all  our  laws 
and  precepts  ? 

3.  Tbat  you  will  endeavor  to  promote  the  general 
good  of  the  Order  on  all  proper  occasions,  fee  ever 
ready  to  g^ve  and  receive  instruclion,  especially  from 
the  Stat*  and  General  Grand  Officers  ? 

4.  That,  to  the  utmost  of  your  power,  yon  will  pre- 
serve the  solemnities  of  our  ceremonies,  and  conduct 
yourself  in  open  Encampment  with  tlie  most  profound 
respect  and  reverence,  as  an  example  to  your  brother 
Knights? 

6.  That  yon  will  not  acknowledge  or  have  inter- 
course with  any  Encampment  which  does  not  work 
under  a  constitutioaal  charter  or  warrant  ? 

6.  That  you  will  not  permit  any  person  to  visit 
yonr  Encampment  who  has  not  been  Knighted  in  an 
Encampment  legally  constituted,  without  his  first  being 
formally  healed  ? 

7.  That  you  will  bind  yonr  successor  in  office  to 
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he  observanee  of  these  rules,  to  which  you  have  now 


Do  you  submit  to  a]l  these  things  and  promise  to 
observe  and  practice  them  faithfully  ? 
Let  us  kneel  and  address  the  tlirone  of  grace. 
Prayer  is  then  ofi'ered  by  the  Prelate.

M08T  Eminbbt:— I  now  inveat  you  with  the  badge 
of  your  ofiee,  which  is  a  cross  surmounted  by  rays  of 
light.  It  is  to  remind  you  that  humUity,  love,  and 
pure  benevdeiKe  are  refulgent  rays  that  emanate  from 
the  pui-e  and  undefiled  religion  of  the  blessed  Eman- 
uel, and  which  should  ever  characterize  the  members 
of  this  Order ;  it  is  not  only  to  i-emind  you  of  the 
respect  and  obedience  you  have  a  right  to  expect  from 
your  brother  Knights,  but  also  those  important  duties 
which  you  owe  to  them  and  to  tlie  Order. 

I  now  declare  you  duly  Installed  Grand  Commander 
of Encampment,  not  doubling  your  determina- 
tion to  support,  to  the  utmost  of  your  ability  and  influ- 
ence, the  honor  and  reputation  of  this  magnanimous 
Order  ;  and  I  am  persuaded,  as  it  will  be  for  your  in- 
terest, that  you  will  govern  this  Encampment  with 
such  wisdom  and  regularity  as  will  convince  the  Sir 
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Knights  that  their  confidence  and  partiality  has  not 
been  misplaced. 

I  now  present  you  with  a  Cliarter,  under  which  yoii 
will  he  authorized  to  work ;  you  will  consider  it  a 
sacred  deposit,  and  never  permit  it  to  be  used  for  any 
other  purposes  than  those  which  are  espi-essed  in  it. 
Tiie  Holy  Bible,  the  great  Luminary  in  every  degree 
of  Masonry,  together  with  the  Cross  Swords,  I  now 
confide  to  your  care.  In  the  former  part  of  this  sacred 
volume  we  are  taught  to  believe  in  the  existence  of  tbe 
eternal  Jehovah,  the  Creator  of  all  things,  the  Governor 
of  the  Universe,  and  the  Judge  of  all ;  tliat  man  is  a 
moral  and  accountable  being  ;  that  he  at  first  was  crea- 
ted upright,  but  fell  by  transgression,  and  became  justly 
exposed  to  eternal  punishment.  In  the  latter  part  we 
are  taught,  that  when  tliere  was  no  eye  to  pity,  nor 
created  arm  to  save.  Infinite  Benevolence  devised  a 
plan  whereby  God  could  be  just,  and  the  justifier  of  him 
that  beheieth  oa  the  Lord  Jesus  Chiist;  that  the 
great  Messiah  came  into  thia  rebellious  woild,  took 
upon  himself  tbe  character  ol  a  servant,  fulfilled  the 
law,  sufieied  an  jgnoimmous  death  upon  the  cross  , 
that  he  ro'iC  from  the  dead,  aaiended  mtu  heaven,  and 
is  now  seated  on  the  ii^lit  hand  of  Gud  the  Fatht,i, 
making  inttioes=ic)i  toi  his  people  ,  that  he  has  opened 
a  door  whereby  all  who  will  mav  enter  into  life  eternal 

By  the  cross  swoids  we  aie  remmded  of  the  armoi 
we  should  put  on  when  we  are  called  upon,  to  wrestle 
against  pnncipiiitiea  <tnJ  powers,  against  spintual 
wickedness  in  high  places  ,  being  assured  thit  by  the 
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sword  of  the  spirit,  wliich  is  the  word  of  God,  we  shall 
come  oft'  conquerors,  and  more  tlian  conquerers, 
through  Him  that  loved  us. 

The  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment under  whose  immediate  autliority  you  act,  to- 
gether with  the  By-laws  of  ~ — —  Encampment,  are 
committed  to  your  CRre.  It  will  bo  necessary  fre- 
quently to  consult  them,  and  take  special  care  that 
none  of  the  latter  militate  against  tlie  former.  And 
now.  Most  Eminent,  permit  me  to  place  j-oii  in  the 
chair  of  your  commandery,  emblematic  of  that  which 
was  formerly  filled  by  a  succession  of  heroes  of  whom 
the  world  was  not  wortliy  ;  and  may  their  bright  ex- 
ample, whose  matchless  deeds  are  recorded  on  the 
Listoric  page,  animate  you  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
every  duty. 

The  Grand  Mastei-  then  proclaims — "Sir  Knights, 
behold  your  Grand  Commander."  The  Kciglits  rise, 
draw  swords,  and  present  arms  :  while  in  this  position, 
the  M.  W.  says-— 

"  EeooUect,  Sir  Knights,  that  the  futui-e  welfai-e  and 
prosperity  of  your  Encampment  will  depend  as  much 
on  your  obedience,  attention,  and  assistance,  as  upon 
&G  wisdom,  assiduity,  and  exertion  of  your  Grand 
Commander."

application  sliail  be  found  worEliy  ;  to  preserve  tlie 
Laws  and  Constitution  of  tlie  Order  from  innovation 
and  violation ;  to  dispense  justtce,  reward  merit,  en- 
courage tnith,  suppress  profanity  at  all  times,  and  dis- 
pense the  sublime  principles  of  universal  beiewlence. 
You  will  distribute  alms  to  poor  and  weaty  pilgrims 
kaveling  from  afar ;  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  ike  naked, 
and  hind  up  the  ■wcmnds  of  l/ie  affl,icled.  In  a  word, 
you  will  inculcate  tlie  practice  and  duties  of  cbarity 
and  hospitality,  and  govern  your  commandeiy  with 
justice  and  moderation." 

The  Grand  Masl«r  will  direct  all  the  officers  of  the 
new  Encampment,  except  the  Grand  Commander,  fo

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Sir — ^You  have  been  appointed  to  the  office  of  Gene- 
i-alissifflo  of  this  Encampment ;  I  now  invest  you  with 
the  badge  of  your  office,  which  is  a  Square,  suv- 
mounted  by  a  Paschal  Lamb.  When  beholding  the 
lamb,  let  it  stimulate  you  to  have,  at  all  limes,  a  watch- 
ful eye  over  your  own  conduct,  and  an  earnest  solici- 
tude for  the  prosperity  of  the  kingdom  of  the  blessed 
Emanuel,  the  spotless  Lamb  of  God,  who  was  sliun 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

The  Square  is  to  remind  you  that  the  Inslitutjon  of 
Freemasonry  and  the  Orders  of  Knighthood  were  for- 
merly governed  by  the  same  Grand  Masters,  and  that 
the  same  principles  of  hroi/teHj/  love  and  friendship 
should  forever  govern  the  members  of  both  Orders. 
Your  station,  Sir  Knight,  is  on  the  right  of  your  Com- 
mander ;  your  duty  is  to  receive  and  communicate  all 
ordei-s,  signs,  and  petitions,  to  assist  your  Commander 
in  his  various  duties,  and,  in  his  absence,  to  preside 
over  the  Encampment. 

The  exercise  of  a)!  your  talents  and  zeal  will  be 
necessary  in  the  discharge  of  your  various  duties.  I 
charge  you,  therefore,  to  be  faithful  to  the  Sir  Knights 
with  whom  you  are  associated  ;  put  them  often  in  re- 
membrance of  those  thmgs  wliich  tend  to  their  ever- 
lasting peace  ;  finally,  preach  to  them  the  Word ;  "  bo

Prelate — Sic  Kniglit?  :  There  is  one  sacred  spot  npon  the  earth, 
where  the  footfuUa  of  our  march  are  nnheeded ;  our  trumpets 
q^nicken  no  pulse  and  ineile  no  fear;  the  rnstling  of  our  banners 
and  the  gleam  of  onr  SKords  nunken  no  emotion — it  is  the  silent 
city  ot  the  dead,  where  we  now  stnnd.  Awe  rests  upon  every 
heai^t,  and  the  stern  warrior's  eyes  ore  hedewed  with  feelings  which 
never  ehajne  his  manhood.  It  needs  no  siege,  nor  assault,  nor  be- 
leaguering host  to  enter  its  walls  ;  we  fear  no  sortie,  and  listen  for 
no  baltle-shont.  No  Warder's  ehnllEuge  greets  tie  ear,  nor  do  we 
wait  a  while  with  patience  for  permission  to  enter. 

Hither  must  wa  nil  come  at  last ;  nud  the  skintest  heai't  and  the 
manliest  form  that  snrmunds  me  will  then  be  led  a  captive,  witBont 
title  or  rank,  in  the  chains  of  mortalilj  and  the  hnbiliuienta  of 
slavery,  Ui  the  ting  of  Teriois, 

Bnt  if  he  has  been  faithful  to  the  Captain  of  his  salvation,  a  li'Ue 
soldier  of  the  cross  ;  if  he  has  oiFei-Ed  snitable  gills  at  the  shrine 
ot  his  departed  Loi-d,  ond  bears  the  signet  of  tlie  Lion  of  the  tiibo 
of  Judah,  theu  may  he  claim  to  be  of  that  princely  lionse,  aud  be 
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ndmitted  to  audieuce  with  the  Sovei'eiga  Moster  of  hefLten  Rnd 
euih.  Then  will  he  !ie  stripped  of  the  chains  of  earthly  enpUvitr, 
and  clothed  iu  a  wliitD  gnrmeal;,  glieteniiig  as  the  sim,  and  be 
sest«d  with  pi'inoee  aud  rulers,  nod  puriake  of  a  libation,  imt  of 
■  death  and  soitow,  bnt  of  tiiitt  wine  which  is  drank  forever  nevf  in 
the  Father's  kingdom  above. 

We  cannot  come  here  without  subdned  beai'ti  and  softened  af- 
feelions.  Oflen,  as  (he  cliaUenge  comes  which  takes  fmm  onr  side 
eomo  loved  associate,  some  cborislied  companion  in  nrraa,  and  often 
as  the  trnmpet  sounds  ila  wailing  notes  to  summon  us  to  the  death- 
bed, and  to  tlve  brink  of  the  sepulchre,  we  cnuuot  couteraplate  "  fiiB 
last  of  eartlj"  unmoved.  Each  sncoessive  deiiUi-uolo  snaps  soma 
fiber  wMch  binds  us  to  this  lower  eiistenoe,  and  makes  us  pause 
and  reflect  upon  that  dsrk  snd  gloomy  chambef  where  we  must 
all  terminate  onr  pilgrimage.  Well  will  it  be  for  oar  peace,  then, 
if  we  can  wasl  oar  hands,  not  only  in  token  of  aiueerity,  bnt  of 
every  guilty  stain,  and  give  honest  aud  satisfactoiy  answers  to  the 
questions  i-aquired. 

The  sad  and  solemn  scene  now  befoi'e  us,  stirs  np  these  I'ecoUec- 
tiona  with  a  foree  and  vivid  power  which  we  hare  hitherto  nnfeli 
He  wlio  now  slumbsit  iu  that  last,  long,  mibrolteu  sleep  of  death, 
was  one  Biother.  With  liim  have  we  n-alked  the  pDgrimago  of 
lite,  and  kept  watch  and  ward  together  in  its  vicissitudes  and  trials. 
He  is  Hon  i-emovcd  beyond  the  effect  of  our  praise  or  censure. 
Thot  we  loved  him,  onr  presence  lere  evinces,  and  we  remember 
him  in  scones  to  which  the  world  was  not  a  li^ng  witness,  and 
whore  the  better  feelings  of  humanity  wore  ejLhibited  withont  dis- 
guise. That'lie  had  faults  and  foibles,  is  but  to  repeat  what  his 
mortality  domonstmlfia— that  he  had  a  human  nature,  not  divine. 
Over  those  errore,  whutover  they  may  hove  bean,  we  cast,  while 
living,  the  mantle  of  eliarity  ;  it  should,  with  ninch  mote  reason, 
enshroud  him  iu  death.  We.  who  have  been  taught  to  eitend  the 
point  of  chaiity  even  to  a  foe,  nheu  fallen,  cannot  be  severe  or 
merciless  toward  a  loved  Bi-otber.

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ANCIENT  CONSTITtlTIONS. 

The  foil  Jiving  Cocstitutiona  are  re-published  from  the  Srst 
copy  ever  printed.  At  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  held  on 
the  24th  of  June,  1721,  the  Dnke  of  Montagu  was  elected 
Grand  Master,  who  requested  Dr.  Desaguliera  and  James 
Anderson,  D.  D.,  "  men  of  genias  and  education,  to  revise, 
arrange,  and  digest  the  Gothic  Constitutions,  old  charges, 
and  general  regulations."  This  task  tJieyfaithfuDyesecnt^d; 
and  at  the  ensuing  Grand  Lodge  held  at  the  Queen's  Arms, 
St.  Paul's  church  yard,  on  the  27th  of  December  1731,  being 
the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  they  presented  the 
same  for  approbation.  A  committee  of  fourteen  leurnej 
Brothers  was  then  appointed  to  examiae  the  inaJinacript,  and 
to  inalse  their  report;  and  on  this  occasion  several  very 
entertaining  lectures  Tvere  delivered,  and  much  useful  infor- 
ination  given  by  a  few  old  Brethren, 

At  a  Grand  lodge  held  at  tlie  Fountain  Tavern  in  tJie 
Strand  in  ample  form  on  the  25th  of  March  1722,  tlie  com 
mittee  reported  that  they  hod  perused  the  aiBiiusoript  con- 
taining the  Histflry,  Charges,  Regulations,  Ac,  of  masonry, 
and  after  some  amendments  had  approved  thereof.  The 
Grand  Lodge  ordered  the  whole  to  be  prepared  for  the  press, 
and  printed  with  all  possible  expedition.  This  order  was 
stricOy  obeyed,  and  in  little  more  than  two  years  the  Book 
of  Constitutions  appeared  in  print,  under  the  following  title: 
'  The  Book  of  Coustituttons  of  tie  Free  Masons :  Containing 
the  History,  Charges,  Eegulations,  Ac.,  of  that  most  Ancient 
and  Right  Worshipful  Fraternity.  For  the uaeof  the  Lodges.' 
London,  1723. 

From  that  edition  the  following  is  re-published,  for  tlie 
purpose  of  placing  it  within  the  reach  of  every  Mason,  and 
preserving  it  for  tlie  craft  in  all  coming  time.

A  Mason  is  obliged,  by  his  tenure,  to  obey  the  moral 
law;  and  if  he  rightly  understands  the  art,  he  will  never 
be  a  stupid  atheist,  nor  an  in'cligious  libertine.  But 
though  in  ancient  times  Masons  were  charged  m  every 
country  to  be  of  the  reli£,ion  of  that  counti-j  or  nation, 
whatever  it  wis,  jet  'tis  now  thought  more  expedient 
only  to  oblige  them  to  that  religion  in  wLicli  al]  men 
agree,  lea™^  then  pailioulir  opinions  to  tlicmstlves, 
that  is,  to  be  good  mui  and  true,  or  men  of  honor  and 
honesty,  by  whatevei  denominations  or  pei  su  isionh  tliey 
may  be  distinguished  whereby  maiomy  becomes  the 
center  of  union  \nd  the  me^ns  of  coi  cihabng  tiue 
friendship  among  peraon^  tb  it  mH^t  !iim  iimimpd^t 
a  perpetual  distance. 

II.     OP    TUB    CIVIL    MAGISTRATE,    feUPKEME    ANU    SLUOR- 

AMaaonis to beapeaceable subject totlie  civil  powers, 
wherever  he  residen  or  works,  and  is  never  Ui  be  con- 
cerned in  plots  and  conspiracies  against  the  peace  find 
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welfare  of  Lhe  natfoa,  nor  to  beliave  himself  wndiftifullj 
to  inferior  magistrates;  for  as  masonry  hath  been 
always  injured  by  war,  bloodshed,  and  confusion,  so 
ancient  kings  and  princes  have  been  much  disposed  to 
encourage  the  craftsmen ;  because  of  their  peaceablenoss 
and  loyalty,  whereby  they  practically  answered  the 
cavils  of  their  adversaries,  and  promoted  the  honor  ot 
the  fraternity,  who  ever  flourished  in  limes  of  peace. 
So  that  if  a  brother  shoidd  be  a  rebel  against  the  State, 
he  is  not  to  be  couateuanced  in  his  rebellion,  however 
he  may  bo  pitied  its  au  unhappy  man;  and,  if  convicted 
of  no  other  crime,  tliongh  the  loyal  brotlicrkood  must 
and  ought  to  disown  his  rebellion,  and  give  no  umbrage 
or  giiDimd  of  political  jealousy  to  tlie  government  for 
tlie  time  being,  they  cannot  expel  him  from  the  Lodge, 
and  his  rcktion  to  it  remains  indefeasible. 


A  Lodge  is  a  place  where  Masons  assemble  and 
work ;  Hence,  that  assembly,  or  duly  organized  society 
of  Masons,  is  called  a  Lodge,  and  every  brother  ought 
to  belong  to  one,  and  to  be  subject  to  ils  by-laws  and 
genera!  regulations.  It  is  either  particular  or  genera!, 
and  will  be  best  understood  by  attending  it,  and  by 
the  regulations  of  th6  General  or  Grand  Lodge  heieuato 
annexed.  In  ancient  times,  no  Master  or  Fellow  uould 
be  absent  from  it,  especially  when  warned  to  appear  at 
it,  without  incurving  a  severe  censure,  until  it  appeared 
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to  tlie  Master  and  Wardens,  that  pure  necessity  liimlered 

The  persons  admitted  members  of  a  Lodge  must  be 
good  and  true  men,  freo-born,  and  of  mature  and  dis- 
creet age,  no  bondmen,  no  women,  no  immoral  or 
scandalous  men,  but  of  good  report. 


All  preferment  among  Masons  is  grounded  upon  rual 
worth  and  personal  merit  only;  that  so  tlie  lords  may 
be  well  served,  the  brethren  not  put  to  shame,  nor  the 
Royal  Craft  despised :  Therefore,  no  Master  or  Warden 
is  chosen  by  seniority,  but  for  his  merit.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  describe  these  things  in  writing,  and  every 
broiJwr  niust  attend  in  his  place,  and  learn  them  in  a 
way  peculiar  to  this  fraternity :  Only  candidates  may 
know,  that  no  Master  should  taie  an  Apprentice,  unless 
ho  has  sufficient  employment  for  him,  and  unless  he  be 
a  perfect  youth,  having  no  maim  or  defect  in  his  body, 
that  may  render  him  incapable  of  leai'ning  the  art,  of 
serving  his  Master's  lord,  and  of  being  made  a  brother, 
and  then  a  Fellow  Craft  in  due  lime,  even  after  he  has 
served  such  a  term  of  years  as  the  custom  of  the 
country  directs;  and  that  he  should  bo  descended  of 
honest  parents;  that  so,  when  otherwise  qualified,  he 
may  arrive  to  the  honor  of  being  the  Warden,  and  tiiea 
the  Master  of  the  Lodge,  the  Grand  Warden,  and  sx 
length  the  Grand  Master  of  all  the  Lodges,  according 
to  Ms  merit.

No  brother  can  be  a  Warden  unldl  lie  has  passed  the 
part  of  -d  Fellow  Craft ;  nor  a.  Master  until  he  has  acted 
as  a  Warden,  nor  Gi'and  Warden  until  he  has  been 
Master  of  a  Lodge,  nor  Grand  Master  unless  he  has 
been  a  Fellow*  Craft  before  his  election,  who  is  also  to 
be  nobly  born,  or  a  gentleman  of  the  best  fashion,  oi 
some  eminent  scholar,  or  some  curious  architect,  ot 
ctl'.cr  artist,  descended  of  honest  parents,  and  who  is  of 
singular  great  meiit  in  the  opinion  of  the  Lodges.  And 
for  the  better  and  easier,  and  more  honorable  discharge 
of  his  office,  the  Grand  Master  has  a  power  to  choose 
his  own  Deputy  Gi'and  Master,  wbo  must  be  then,  or 
must  have  been  fonnerly,  the  Master  of  a  pai-ticukr 
Lodgis,  and  has  the  privilege  of  actang  whatever  the 
Oraud  Master,  his  principal,  should  act,  unless  tlie  said 
principal  be  present,  or  interpose  his  authority  by  a 
letter. 

These  mlei-s  and  govei'nors,  supreme  and  subordi- 
nate, of  Uie  Ancient  Lodge,  are  to  be  obeyed  in  their 
respeclive  stations  by  all  the  brethren,  according  to  the 
old  charges  and  regulations,  with  all  humiUty,  reverence, 
love  and  alacrity. 


All  Masons  shall  work  honestjy  on  working  days, 
that  they  may  live  creditably  on  holy  days;  and  tlio 
lime  appointed  by  the  law  of  the  land  or  confirmed  by 
custom,  shall  be  observed. 

The  most  expert  of  the  Fijllow  Craftsmen  shall  be 
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appointed  the  Master  or  Overseer  of  the  lord's  work ; 
who  is  to  be  called  Master  by  those  that  work  under 
hira.  The  Craftsmen  are  to  avoid  all  ill  language, 
and  to  call  eacli  other  by  no  disobliging  name,  but 
brother  or  fellow  ;  and  to  behave  themselves  courte- 
ously within  and  without  the  Lodge. 

The  Master,  knowing  himself  to  be  able  of  cun- 
ning, shall  undertake  the  lord's  work  as  reasonably 
as  possible,  and  truly  dispend  his  goods  as  if  they 
were  his  own  ;  nor  to  give  move  wages  to  any  brother 
or  apprentice  than  he  really  may  deserve. 

Both  the  Master  and  the  Masons,  receiving  their 
wages  justly,  shall  be  faithful  to  the  lord,  and  honestly 
finish  their  work,  whether  task  or  journey  ;  nor  put  the 
work  to  task,  that  hath  been  accustomed  to  journey. 

None  shall  discover  envy  at  the  prosperity  of  a 
brother,  nor  supplant  him  or  put  him  out  ot  his  work, 
if  he  be  capable  to  finish  the  same  foi  no  man  can 
finish  another's  woik  =0  inui,h  to  t!  e  loids  profit, 
unless  he  be  thoroughly  acqmiuted  with  the  designs 
aud  drafts  of  him  that  bpgan  it 

When  a  Fellow  Craftsman  is  chosen  W  arden  of 
the  work  under  the  Mastci,  he  shall  be  true  both  to 
Master  and  Fellows,  shall  carefully  oveisee  the  work 
in  the  Master's  abscnie  to  the  loid  s  pioftt  and  his 
brethren  shall  obey  him 

All  Masons  employed  sbaH  meekly  receive  their 
wages,  wiLbout  murmur  n^  01  mut  ny,  ind  ntt  desert 
the  Master  till  the  woik      tim  1  id 
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A  younger  brother  sliall  be  instructed  in  working, 
to  prevent  spoiling  tlie  roaterials  for  want  of  judgment, 
and  for  increasing  and  continuing  of  brotherly  love. 

All  the  fools  used  in  working  shall  be  approved  by 
file  Grand  Lodge. 

No  laborer  sb^l  be  employed  in  the  proper  work  of 
masonry;  nor  shall  Free  Masons  work  with  those  that 
are  not  free,  without  an  urgent  necessity;  nor  shall  they 
teach  laborers  and  unaccepted  Masons,  as  they  should 
teach  a  brother  or  follow. 

VI.  OF  BBHAVioutt,  viz; 


You  are  not  to  hold  private  committees,  < 
conversation,  without  leave  froni  the  Master,  nor  to  talk 
of  any  thing  impertinent  or  unseemly,  nor  interrupt  the 
Master  or  Wardens,  or  any  brother  speaking  to  the 
Master:  Nor  behave  yourself  ludicrously  or  jestingly 
while  the  Lodge  is  engaged  in  what  is  serious  and 
solemn ;  nor  use  any  unbecoming  language  upon  any 
pretence  whatsoever ;  but  to  pay  due  reverence  fo  your 
Master,  Wardens  and  Fellows,  aad  put  them  to  worship. 

If  any  comptaint  be  brought,  the  broUier  found  guilty 
shall  stand  to  the  award  and  determination  of  the  Lodge, 
who  are  the  proper  and  competent  judges  of  all  such 
controversies,  (unless  you  carry  it  by  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Lodge),  aud  to  whom  they  ought  to  be  referred 
unless  a  lord's  work  be  Iiindered  tiie  mean  while,  in 
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which  case  a  particular  reference  may  be  made;  hut 
you  must  never  go  to  law  ahout  ivliat  concernelli 
masonry,  without  an  absolute  necessity  apparent  to  the 
Lodge 

2.    BEIiAVIOCTH    AFTER    TOE    LODGE    IS    OVER,    AND    Tlia 


You  may  enjoy  yourselves  with  innocent  mirth, 
treating  one  another  according  to  ability,  but  avoiding 
all  excess,  or  forcing  any  brother  to  eat  or  drinlc  beyond 
his  inclination,  or  hindering  him  from  going  when  his 
occasions  call  him,  or  doing  or  saying  any  thing  offen- 
sive or  that  may  forbid  an  easy  and  fi-ee  conversation ; 
for  that  would  blast  our  harmony,  and  defeat  our  laud- 
able purposes.  Therefore,  no  private  piques  or  quarrels 
must  be  brought  witliin  the  door  of  tlie  Lodge,  &r  less 
any  quarrels  about  reli^on,  or  nations,  or  State  policy, 
we  being  only,  as  Masons,  of  tlie  Catholic  Eelig^on 
above  mentioned ;  we  are  also  of  all  nations,  tongues, 
kindreds,  and  languages,  and  are  resolved  i^dinst  till 
politics,  as  what  never  yet  conduced  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Lodge,  nor  ever  will.  This  charge  has  been  always 
strictly  enjoined  and  observed ;  but  especially  ever  since 
tlie  refonaation  in  Britain,  or  the  dissent  and  secession 
of  these  nations  from  the  communion  of  Dome. 


GERS,    BUT    NOT    IS    A    LODGE 

You  are  to  salute  one  another  in  a  e 
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fls  you  will  be  instructed,  calling  each  other  brother, 
fj'cdy  giving  mutiial  instruction,  as  shaU  be  thought 
expedient,  without  being  oversfcn  or  overbeai'd,  and 
witliout  eneroitching  upon  each  other,  or  derogating 
from  tliai  respect  which  is  due  to  any  brother,  were  he 
not  a  Mason;  for  though  all  Masons  are  as  brethren 
upon  tlie  same  level,  yet  masonry  takes  no  honor  from 
a  man  that  he  had  before;  nay  rather  it  adds  to  his 
honor,  especially  if  he  has  deserved  well  of  the  brother- 
hood, who  must  give  honor  to  whom  it  is  due,  and 
avoid  ill  mwiners. 
4.  BanAviouR  IN  PRESEKca  or  btrangbrs  kot  masons. 


You  shall  be  cautious  in  your  words  and  carriage, 
that  the  most  penetrating  stranger  shall  not  be  able  Lo 
discover  or  find  out  what  is  not  proper  to  be  intimated ; 
and  sometimes  you  shall  divert  a  discourse,  and  manage 
it  prudently  for  the  honor  of  the  worshipful  Fraternity. 


You  aje  to  act  as  becomes  a  moral  and  wise  man; 
particularly,  not  to  let  your  family,  friends,  and  neigh- 
bors, know  the  concerns  of  the  Lodge,  &c.,  but  wisely 
to  consult  your  own  honor,  and  that  of  the  ancient 
bi'othei'hood,  for  reasons  not  to  be  mendoned  here. 
i'ou  must  also  consult  yoxir  hciiltii,  by  not  eontiuuijig 
together  too  late,  or  too  long  from  home,  after  Lodge 
hours  are  past;  and  by  avoiding  of  gluttony  or  drunk- 
enness, that  your  families  be  not  neglected  or  injured, 
nor  you  disabled  from  ivorking 
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6,    BElIAVlOUtt    TOWARDS    A    STRASBE 

You  are  cautiously  to  examine  him,  in  such  a  metliod 
as  pnidence  shall  direct  you,  fliat  you  may  not  be  im- 
posed upon  by  an  ignorant  false  pretender,  whom  you 
are  to  reject  with  contempt  and  derision,  and  beware 
of  giving  him  any  hints  of  knowledge. 

But  if  you  discover  him  to  be  a  ti-ue  and  genuine 
brother,  you  are  to  respect  him  accordingly ;  and  if  he 
is  in  want,  you  must  relieve  him  if  you  can,  or  else 
direct  him  how  he  may  be  relieved :  You  must  employ 
him  some  days,  or  else  recommend  him  to  be  employed. 
But  you  are  not  chai'ged  to  do  beyond  your  ability, 
only  to  prefer  a  poor  brother,  that  is  a  good  man  and 
true,  before  any  othei-  poor  people  in  the  same  cir- 
cumstances. 

FinaUy,  All  these  chai'ges  you  are  to  observe,  and 
also  those  tliat  are  to  be  communicated  to  you  in  an- 
other way ;  cultivating  I/rolkerly  kme,  the  foundation 
and  cap-stone,  the  cement  and  gloi-y  of  this  ancient 
fraternity,  avoiding  all  wrangling  and  quarrelling,  all 
slander  and  backbiting,  nor  permitting  others  to  slander 
any  lionest  brother,  but  defending  his  character,  and 
doing  him  all  good  of&ces,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with 
your  honor  and  safety,  and  no  fai'fcher.  And  if  any  of 
them  do  you  injury,  you  must  apply  to  your  own  or 
his  Lodge;  and  from  thence  you  may  appeal  to  tJie 
Grand  Lodge  at  Uie  quarterly  communication,  and  from 
tjience  to  the  annual  Grand  Loilge,  as  has  been  tlie 
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ancient  laudable  conduct  of  our  forefathers  in  every 
nation;  never  taking  a  legal  course  but  wlien  tlic  case 
cannot  be  otherwise  decided,  and  patiently  iLstening  to 
the  honest  and  fiiendly  advice  of  Master  and  Fellows, 
when  they  would  prevent  your  going  to  law  with 
strangers,  or  would  excite  yoii  to  put  a  speedy  period 
to  all  law  suits,  that  so  you  may  luiud  the  affair  of 
masonry  with  the  more  alacrity  and  success ;  hut  with 
respect  to  brothers  or  fellows  at  law,  the  Master  and 
brethren  should  kindly  offer  their  mediation,  which 
ought  to  be  thankfully  submitted  to  by  the  contending 
brethren ;  and  if  that  submission  is  impracticable,  they 
must  however,  cai'iy  on  their  process,  or  law  suit, 
without  wi'ath  and  rancor,  (not  in  the  common  way,) 
saying  or  doing  nothing  which  may  hinder  brotherly 
love,  and  good  offices  to  be  renewed  and  continued ; 
that  all  may  see  the  benign  influence  of  masonry,  as 
all  true  Masons  have  done  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world,  and  will  do  fo  Ihe  end  of  time.     Amen,  so  mote 
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P08TSCE.TPT. 

A  worthy  brother,  learned  in  the  law,  lias  commu- 
nicated to  the  Author  (while  this  sheet  was  printing) 
the  opinion  of  the  great  Judge  Coke  upon  the  act  ag;ainst 
Masons,  3  Hen.  VI.  Chap.  1,  which  is  printed  in  tliis 
Book,  page,  35,  and  which  quotation  the  Author  has 
compared  with  the  original,  viz : 

coke's  iKSiiTUTBS,  3d  part,  foi..  99, 

The  cause  wherefore  this  offence  was  made  felony,  is 
for  that  the  good  course  and  effect  of  the  statutes  of 
laborers  were  thereby  yiolated  and  bi-okeu.  Now, 
(sT,ys  my  Loid  Coke)  all  the  statutes  concerning  la- 
borers, befoie  this  act  and  wheieunto  this  act  doth 
rtifci,  are  repealed  by  the  statute  of  5.  JiJliz.  Cap.  4. 
whereby  the  cause  and  end  of  the  making  of  ffiis  act, 
IS  t^ken  away  and  consequently  this  act  is  become  of 
no  force  or  effect:  for  cessante  ratione  Legh,,  cessai  ipsa 
Lex:  Aud  tiie  indictment  of  felony  upon  this  statute 
'must  contain,  that  those  Chapters  and  Congregations 
were  to  the  violating  and  breaking  of  the  good  course 
and  effect  of  (be  statutes  of  laborei's ;  which  now  cannot 
be  so  alleged,  because  the  statutes  be  repealed.  There- 
fore, tbia  would  be  put  out  of  the  cliarge  of  justices  of 
peace,  written  by  Master  Lambert,  p.  227. 

This  quotation  confirms  the  tradition  of  old  Masons, 
that  this  most  learned  Judge  really  belonged  to  tlie 
ancient  Lodge,  and  was  a  failbful  brother. 
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GEKERAL  EEGULATIOWS, 

Compiled  first  by  Mr.  George  Payne,  Anno,  1720. 
when  he  was  Grand  Master,  and  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  St.  John  Baptist's  Day,  jljMio,  1721, 
at  Stationer's  Hall,  London ;  when  the  most  aoblc 
prince,  Johb,  Duke  of  MoNriGO,  was  unanimously 
chosen  our  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ensuing ;  who 
chose  John  Beal,  M.  D.  his  Deputy  Grand  Master; 
Mr.  JosiAH  ViLLiNBAu,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Morbis,  Jr. 
were  chosen  by  the  Lodge  Grand  Wardens.  And 
now,  by  the  command  of  our  said  Eight  Worshipful 
Grand  Master  Mostaqtj,  the  Author  of  this  Book 
has  compared  them  with,  and  reduced  them  to  the 
ancient  records  and  immemorial  usages  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, and  digested  tiiem  into  this  new  metiiod, 
with  several  proper  explications,  for  tlie  use  of  the 
Lodges  in  and  about  London  and  Westminster. 

I.  The  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  hath  authority 
and  right,  not  only  to  be  present  in  any  true  Lodge, 
but  also  to  preside  wherever  he  is,  with  the  Master  of 
the  Lodge  on  his  left  hand,  and  to  order  his  Grand 
Wardens  to  attend  him,  who  are  not  to  act  in  particular 
Lodges  as  Wardens,  but  in  his  presence,  and  at  his 
command;  because  there  the  Grand  Master  may  com- 
mand the  Wardens  of  that  Lodge,  or  any  other  bretii- 
ren,  ho  pleaseth,  to  attend  and  act  as  his  Wardens  pj'o 
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II.  Tiio  Master  of  a  particular  Lodge  has  the  right 
and  authority  of  congregating  the  members  of  his  Lodge 
into  a  Chapter  at  pleasure,  upon  any  emergency  or 
occurrence,  aa  well  as  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  of 
their  usual  forming;  And  in  case  of  sickness,  deatji, 
or  necessaiy  absence  of  the  Masler,  the  Senior  Warden 
shall  act  as  Master  ^o  tempore,  if  no  brother  is  present 
who  has  been  Master  of  that  Lodge  before ;  for  in  that 
case,  the  absent  Master's  authority  reverts  to  the  last 
Master  then  present,  though  he  cannot  act  until  the 
emd  Senior  Wai-den  has  oace  congregated  the  Lodge, 
or  in  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden. 

in.  The  Master  of  each  particular  Lodge,  or  one 
of  the  Wardens,  or  some  other  brother  by  his  order, 
shall  keep  a  book  contsuning  their  by-laws,  the  names 
of  their  members,  with  a  list  of  all  the  Lodges  in  town, 
and  the  usual  times  and  places  of  tlieir  forming,  and 
all  their  transactions  that  are  proper  to  be  written. 

IV.  No  Lodge  shall  make  more  tiian  five  new 
bretliren  at  one  time,  nor  any  man  under  tlie  age  of 
twenty -five,  who  must  be  also  his  own  master;  unless 
by  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy. 

V.  No  man  can  be  made  or  admitted  a-  member  of 
a  particular  Lodge,  without  previous  notice,  one  month 
before  given  to  the  said  Lodge,  in  order  to  make  due 
enquiry  into  the  reputation  and  capacity  of  the  candi- 
date; unless  by  the  dispensation  aforesaid. 

VI.  But  no  man  can  be  entered  a  Brother  in  any 
particular  Lodge,  or  admitted  to  be  a  member  Oierijof, 
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\yitliout  the  unaniiaous  consent  of  all  the  members  of 
that  Lodge  then  present  when  the  candidate  is  pto- 
posed,  and  their  consent  la  formallj  asked  by  the 
Master;  and  they  are  to  fcignifj  their  consent  or  dissent 
in  their  own  prudent  way  eitheriirtually  oi  in  foim 
but  witli  unanimity;  Eor  is  thi  inherent  piivile^e 
subject  to  a  dispensation  because  the  mcmbeis  of  a 
particular  Lodge  are  the  bi,st  judges  of  it  and  it  i 
fraotioiis  member  should  he  impo'.pd  on  them  it  n  i^ht 
spoil  their  harmony,  or  bmder  their  freedom  oi  cien 
break  and  disperse  the  Lodge  which  ought  to  be 
avoided  by  all  good  and  true  brethien 

VII.  Everv  new  brother  at  his  mailing  is  decent!)  to 
clothe  the  Lodge,  that  lb  all  the  biethren  present  and 
to  deposit  something  for  the  lelief  of  tlie  indigent  and 
decayed  brethien,  as  thp  candid ite  shall  think  fit  to 
bestow,  over  and  above  the  iciall  allowance  stated  bj 
the  by-laws  of  that  partimlai  Lodge  which  charity 
shall  he  lodged  mth  tl  e  Master  ir  Waic'cis  oi  Uie 
cashier,  if  the  membeis  fh  nk  fit  to  dioise  one 

And  the  candidate  shall  also  solemnly  piomise  to 
submit  totlie  Constitutions  the  Chargei  md  Rcgih 
tions,  and  to  such  oilitt  i^ood  usages  as  shall  be  mtj 
mated  to  tliem  in  time  and  place  convenient

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Master  or  hia  Deputy:  And  when  they  are  thus  sep- 
ai-ated,'they  must  either  immediately  join  themselves 
to  such  other  Lodge  as  they  shall  like  best,  witJi  tlie 
unanimous  consent  of  that  other  Lodge  to  which  they 
go  (as  above  regulated)  or  else  they  must  obtain  the 
Grand  Master's  warrant  to  join  in  foi-ming  a  new  Lodge, 
If  any  set  or  number  of  Masons  shall  take  upon 
themselves  to  form  a  Lodge  without  the  Grand  Master's 
warrant,  the  regular  Lodges  are  not  to  countenance 
them,  nor  own  liem  as  fair  brethren  and  duly  formed, 
nor  approve  of  their  acts  and  deeds;  but  must  treat 
theai  as  rebels,  until  they  humble  themselves,  as  the 
Grand  Master  shall,  in  his  prudence  direct,  and  until 
he  approve  of  them  by  his  warrant,  which  must  be 
signified  to  the  other  Lodges,  as  the  custom  is  when  a 
new  Lodge  is  to  be  registered  in  tlie  list  of  Lodges. 

IX.  But  if  any  brother  so  far  misbehave  himself  as 
to  render  his  Lodge  uneasy,  he  shall  be  twice  duly 
admonished  by  the  Master  or  Wardens  in  a  formed 
Lodge ;  and  if  he  will  not  refrain  his  imprudence,  and 
obediently  submit  to  the  advice  of  the  brethren,  and 
reform  what  gives  them  offence,  he  shall  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  by-laws  of  that  pai'dculaj  Lodge,  or 
else  in  such  a  manner  as  the  Quarterly  Communication 
shali  in  their  great  prudence  think  fit ;  for  which  a  new 
regulation  may  be  afterwards  made. 

X.  The  majority  of  every  particular  Lodge,  when 
congregated,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  giving  instruc- 
tions to  their  Master  and  Wardens,  before  the  asscm- 
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bling  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  or  Lodge,  at  the  three 
Quarterly  Communications  hereafter  mentioned,  and 
of  the  Annual  Grand  Lodge  too;  because  their  Master 
and  Wardens  are  their  repi-eseutatdves,  and  are  supposed 
to  speak  their  mind. 

XI.  All  particular  Lodges  are  to  observe  the  same 
usages  as  much  as  possible ;  in  order  to  vhich,  and  for 
cultivating  a  good  understanding  among  Free  Masons, 
some  members  out  of  every  Lodge  shall  be  deputed  to 
visit  the  other  Lodges  as  often  as  shall  be  thought 
convenient. 

XII.  The  Grand  Lodge  consists  of,  and  is  formed 
by  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  all  the  regulai'  par- 
ticular Lodges  upon  record,  with  the  Grand  Master  at 
their  head,  and  his  Deputy  on  his  left  hand,  and  the 
Grand  Wardens  in  their  proper  places ;  and  must  have 
a  Quarterly  Communication  about  Michaelmas,  Christ- 
mas, and  Ladj-Day,  in  some  convenient  place,  as  tlic 
Grand  Master  shall  appoint,  where  no  brotlier  shall  be 
present,  who  is  not  at  that  time  a  member  thereof, 
without  a  dispensation;  and  while  te  stays,  he  shall 
not  be  alJowed  to  vote,  nor  even  give  his  opinion, 
without  leave  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  aslied  and  given,  or 
unless  it  be  duly  asked  by  the  said  Lodge. 

A]]  matters  are  to  be  determined  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
by  a  majority  of  votes,  each  member  having  one  vote, 
and  the  Grand  Master  having  two  votes,  unless  tlie  said 
Iiodge  leave  any  particrdar  thing  to  the  determination 
of  the  Grand  Master,  for  the  sake  of  expedition. 
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XIII.  At  the  said  Quarterly  Ck>miimnicalioii  hII 
matters  that  concern  the  Frafernity  in  geaeriil,  or  par- 
tioiilar  Lodges,  or  single  brethren,  aie  c[iiiefly,  sedately, 
and  maturely  to  be  discoursed  of  snA  ti'anisacted :  Ap- 
prentices must  be  admitted  Masters  and  Fellow  Craft 
only  here,  unless  by  a  dispensation.  Here  also  all 
differences,  that  cannot  be  made  iip  and  accommodated 
privately,  nor  by  a  particular  Lodge,  are  to  be  seriously 
considered  and  decided.  And  if  any  brother  thints 
himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  this  hoard,  he  may 
appeal  to  the  Annual  Grand  Lodge  next  ensuing,  and 
leave  his  appeal  in  writing,  with  the  Grand  Master,  or 
ids  Deputy,  or  the  Grand  Waidens. 

Here  also,  tiie  Master  or  the  Wardens  of  each  pai'- 
ticular  Lodge,  shall  brin^  and  produce  a  list  of  such 
members  aa  have  been  made,  or  even  admitted  in  flieir 
particular  Lodges,  since  the  last  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  And  there  shall  be  a  book  kept  by  Uie 
Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  or  rather  by  some  brother 
whom  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  appoint  for  Secretary, 
wherein  shall  be  recorded  all  the  Lodges,  with  their 
usual  times  and  places  of  forming,  and  names  of  all 
the  members  of  each  Lodge ;  and  all  the  affaii-s  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  are  proper  to  he  written. 

They  shall  also  consider  of  the  most  prudent  and 
effectual  methods  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  what 
money  shall  be  given  to,  or  lodged  with  them  in  charity, 
fowiirds  the  relief  only  of  any  true  brother,  fallen  into 
poverty  or  decay,  but  of  none  else :  But  eveiy  particular 
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fjT  dgi.  sliall  di'-posc  ot  their  own  chanty  f  r  poor 
bicthitn  accoiJiii^  to  (itir  own  h\  hwi  until  it  be 
agieed  bj  ■dl  the  Lodges  {m  a  new  rt^ation)  to 
eaiiy  m  the  charity  collected  by  them  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  tin,  Quaiteijj  oi  Anniidi  Commumcation  in 
ordei  to  make  a  common  stock  ot  it  for  iLe  more 
handsome  lelief  of  poor  hrethieu 

They  sliiil  iho  appoint  a  Tiea=uiei  i  biotlici  of 
good  -B orldly  substance  who  "^hali  be  a  membei  tt  the 
Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall  be  always 
present,  and  have  power  to  move  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
any  thing,  especially  what  concerns  his  office.  To  him 
shall  be  committed  all  money  raised  for  charity,  or  for 
any  other  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  he  shall  wiite 
down  in  a  book,  with  the  respective  ends  and  uses  for 
which  the  several  sums  are  intended ;  and  shall  expend 
or  disburse  the  same  by  such  a  certain  order  signed, 
as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  afterwards  agree  to  in  a  new 
regulation :  But  he  shall  not  vote  in  choosing  a  Grand 
Miister  or  Wardens,  though  in  eveiy  otlier  transaction. 
As  in  like  manner  tlie  Secretary  shall  be  a  member  of 
tJie  Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  vote  in 
every  thing  except  in  clioosing  a  Grand  Master  or 
Wardens. 

The  Treasurer  and  Secretaiy  shall  have  each  a  clerk, 
who  must  be  a  broOier  and  Fellow  Craft,  but  never 
must  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  speak 
wifhf'Ut  being  allowed  or  desired. 

The  Grand  Master,  or  liis   Deputy,  shall  always 
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commaud  (lie  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  with  tieir 
clerks  and  books,  in  order  to  see  how  matters  ^  on 
and  to  know  what  is  expedient  to  be  done  upon  any 
emergent  occasion. 

Another  bi'other  (who  must  be  a  Fellow  Craft)slioulJ 
be  appointed  to  look  after  the  door  of  the  G  rand  Lodgt 
but  shall  be  no  member  of  it. 

But  these  offices  may  be  fartlier  explained  bv  a  new 
regulation,  when  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  tliLin 
may  more  appear  than  at  present  to  the  Fraternitj 

XIV.  If  at  any  Grand  Lodge,  stated  or  occasional 
quaiterly  or  annual,  tlie  Grand  Master  and  liis  Deputy 
sJiould  be  both  absent,  thea  the  present  Ma  tei  ol 
a  Lodge,  that  has  been  tlie  longest  a  Free  Mis  n 
shall  take  the  chair,  and  preside  as  Grand  Mastei  jno 
tempore;  ;ind  shall  be  vested  with  all  his  power  and 
honor  for  the  time ;  provided  there  is  no  brother  pie  cnt 
that  has  been  Grand  Master  formerly,  or  Deputy  Gt  and 
Master;  for  the  last  Grand  Master  present,  or  else  tl  i 
last  Deputy  present,  should  always  of  right,  take  plac" 
in  the  absence  of  the  present  Grand  Master  and  his 
Deputy. 

XV.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  none  can  act  as  Wajdens 
but  the  Grand  Wardens  themselves,  if  present;  and  if 
absent,  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  person  who  presides 
in  his  place,  shall  order  piivate  Wardens  to  act  as  Grand 
Wardens  jwo  tempore,  whose  places  are  to  be  supphed 
by  two  Fellow  Craft  of  the  same  Lodge,  called  forth 
to  act,  or  sent  thither  by  the  particular  Master  thereof; 
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ov  if  by  him  omitted,  tlieti  they  shall  be  called  by  tlie 
Grand  Master,  that  so  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  always 
complete. 

XVI.  The  Grand  Wardens  or  any  others,  are  first 
to  advise  with  the  Deputy  about  the  afiiurs  of  the  Lodge 
or  of  the  bretliren,  and  not  to  apply  to  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter without  the  knowledge  of  the  Deputy,  nnlese  he 
refuse  his  concurrence  in  any  certain  necessary  affair; 
in  which  case,  or  in  case  of  any  difference  between  the 
Deputy  and  the  Grand  Wardens,  or  other  brethren, 
both  parties  are  to  go  by  concert  to  the  Grand  Master, 
who  can  easily  decide  the  controversy,  and  make  up 
the  difference  by  virtue  of  his  great  authority. 

The  Grand  Master  should  receive  no  intimation  of 
business  concerning  masonry,  but  from  his  Deputy  first, 
except  in  such  certain  cases  as  his  Worship  can  well 
judge  of;  for  if  the  apphcafjon  to  the  Giand  Master  be 
irregular,  he  can  easily  order  the  Grand  Wardens,  or 
any  other  brethren  thus  applying,  to  wait  upon  his 
Deputy,  who  is  to  prepaie  tie  business  speedily,  and 
to  lay  it  oixlerlj  befoie  Ins  Worship 

XVII.  No  Gland  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Wardens,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  whoever  acts 
for  them,  or  in  their  stead,  2>^  tempm-e,  can  at  the  same 
time  be  the  Master  or  Warden  of  a  particular  Lodge; 
but  as  soon  as  any  of  them  has  honorably  discharged  his 
Grand  Office,  he  retui'ns  to  that  post  or  station  in  his 
parficiilar  Lodge,  from  which  he  was  called  to  officiate 
above. 
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XVIII.  If  tie  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  sick,  or 
necessarily  absent,  the  Grand  Master  may  choose  any 
Fellow  Craft  he  pleases,  to  be  his  Deputy ^o  lempore: 
But  he  tiiat  is  chosen.  Deputy  at  tlie  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  Grand  Wardens  too,  cannot  be  dischai^d  without 
tlie  cause  fairly  appeaj'  to  the  majority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge;  and  the  Grand  Master  if  he  is  uneasy,  may  call 
a  Grand  Lodge  on  purpose  to  lay  the  cause  before  them, 
and  to  have  their  advice  and  concurrence :  In  which 
case,  the  majority  of  tJie  Grand  Lodge,  if  tliey  cannot 
reconcile  the  Master  and  his  Deputy  or  his  Wardens,  are 
to  concur  in  allowing  the  Master  to  discharge  his  said 
Deputy  or  his  said  Wardens,  and  to  choose  another 
Deputy  immediately;  and  the  said  Grand  Lodge  shall 
choose  other  Wardens  in  that  case,  that  harmony  and 
peace  may  be  preserved. 

XIX.  If  the  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  power, 
and  render  himself  unworthy  of  the  obedience  and 
subjection  of  the  Lodge,  he  shall  be  treated  in  a  way 
and  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation ; 
because  hitherto  the  ancient  Fraternity  have  had  no 
occasion  for  it,  their  former  Grand  Masters  having  all 
behaved  themselves  worthy  of  that  honorable  office. 

XX.  The  Grand  Master  with  his  Deputy  and  War- 
dens, shall  (at  least  once)  go  round  and  visit  all  the 
Lodges  about  town  during  his  Mastership, 

XXI.  If  the  Grand  Master  die  during  bis  Mastership, 
or  by  sickness,  or  by  being  beyond  sea,  or  any  other 
way  should  be  rendered  uncapable  of  disehar^ng  his 
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office,  tie  Deputy,  or  in  his  absence  the  Senior  QraEcl 
Warden,  or  in  his  absence  the  Junior,  or  in  his  absence 
any  three  present  Masters  of  Lodges,  shall  join  to 
congregate  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately,  to  advise 
together  upon  that  emei^ency,  and  to  send  two  of  tlieir 
number  to  invite  the  last  Grand  Master  to  resume  his

list's  day,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  think  fit  by  a  new 
regulation,  having  of  late  years  met  on  St.  John  Bap- 
tist's day:  Provided,  the  majbrily  of  the  Masters  and 
Wardens,  with  the  Grand  Master,  his  Deputy  and 
Wardens,  agree  at  their  Quarlsrly  Communicalion, 
three  months  before,  that  there  shall  be  a  feast,  asd  a 
General  Communication  of  all  the  brethren:  For,  if 
either  (lie  Grand  Master,  or  the  majority  of  the  particular 
Masters,  are  agmnst  it,  it  must  be  dropt  for  that  time. 
But  whether  there  shall  fae  a  feast  for  all  the  brethren, 
or  not,  yet  tlie  Grand  Lodge  must  meet  in  some  con- 
venient place  annually  on  St.  John's  day  ;  or  if  it  be 
Sunday,  then  on  the  nest  day,  in  order  to  choose  evcrj 
year  a  new  Grand  Master,  Deputy,  and  Wardens. 
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XXm.  If  it  be  tJioaght  CKpedieiit,  and  the  Gi-and 
Master,  witli  tlie  majority  of  tlie  Masters  and  Wardena, 
agree  to  hold  a  Grand  Feast,  according  to  tlio  ancient 
laudable  custom  of  Masons,  then  the  Grand  Wardens 
shall  have  the  cai-e  of  prepaiiag  the  tickets,  sealed 
witli  the  Grand  Master's  seal,  of  disposing  of  the  tickets, 
uf  receivbg  the  money  for  the  tickets,  of  buying  the 
materials  of  the'  feast,  of  finding  out  a  proper  and 
convenient  place  to  feast  in,  and  of  eveiy  otiier  thing 
that  concerns  the  entei-tainment. 

But  that  the  work  may  not  be  too  burthensome  to 
the  two  Grand  Waniena,  and  tliat  all  matters  may  be 
expeditiously  and  safely  managed,  the  Gi-and  Msisl^r, 
or  his  Deputy  shall  have  power  to  nominate  and  ap- 
point a  certain  number  of  Stewards,  as  bis  Worship 
shall  tbink  fit,  to  act  in  concert  with  the  two  Grand 
Wardens ;  all  things  relating  to  t]ie  feast  being  decided 
amongst  them  by  a  majority  of  voices;  except  the 
Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy  interpose  by  a  particular 
direotJoa  oi'  appointment. 

XXIV.  The  Wardens  and  Stewards  shall,  in  due 
time,  wait  upon  tlie  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  for 
directions  and  orders  about  the  premises;  but  if  bis 
Worship  and  liis  Deputy  are  side,  or  necessarily  absent, 
they  shall  call  together  the  Mastera  and  Wardens  of 
Lodges  to  meet  on  purpose  for  their  advice  and  orders; 
or  else  they  may  take  the  matter  wholly  upon  ttem- 
solves,  and  do  the  best  they  can. 

The  Grand  Wardens  and  the  Stewards  ai'e  to  account 
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for  all  tlie  money  tliey  i*eceive,  or  expend,  to  the  {iiHnd 
Lodge,  after  dinner,  or  whea  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
think  fit  to  receive  their  accounts. 

If  Uie  Graad  Mastei-  pleases,  lie  may  iii  due  timo 
summon  all  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  Lodges  tu 
consult  with  them  about  ordeting  the  Grand  Feast, 
and  about  any  emergency  or  accidental  thing  relating 
thereunto,  that  may  require  advice;  or  else  to  take  it 
upon  himself  altogether, 

XXV.  The  Masters  of  Lodges  shall  each  appoint  one 
experienced  and  discreet  Fellow  Craft  of  his  Lodge,  to 
compose  a  committee,  consistiug  of  one  from  every 
Lodge,  who  shall  meet  to  receive,  in  a  convenient 
appartment,  every  pei'son  that  brings  a  ticket,  and  shall 
have  power  to  discourse  him,  if  they  think  fit,  in  order 
to  admit  him,  or  debar  him,  as  they  shall  see  cause. 
Provided,  they  send  no  man  away  before  they  have 
acquainted  all  the  brethren  within  the  doors  with  the 
reason  thereof,  to  avoid  mistakes;  that  so  no  ti'ue 
brother  may  be  debarred,  nor  a  false  brotlier,  or  mere 
pretender  admitted.  This  committee  mu.'it  meet  very 
early  on  St.  John's  day  at  tlie  place,  even  before  any 
persons  oomc  witli  (Jckcfs, 

XXVr.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  two  or  more 
trusty  bretliren  to  be  porters,  or  door-keepci's,  who  are 
also  to  be  early  at  the  place,  for  some  good  i-easons; 
and  who  are  to  be  at  die  command  of  the  committee. 

XXVII.  The  Grand  Wai-dena,  or  the  Stewards,  shall 
appoint  beforehand  such  a  number  of  brethren  to  serve 
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at  table  as  they  thint  fit  and  proper  for  tliat  work ;  and 
(Ley  may  advise  with  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of 
Lodges  about  the  most  proper  persons,  if  they  please, 
or  may  take  in  such  by  iiieir  recommendation ;  for  none 
are  to  sei-ve  that  day,  but  free  and  accepted  Masons, 
that  the  Communication  may  be  free  and  harmonious. 
XXVIII.  A!!  the  members  of  the  Qi'and  Lodge  must 
be  at  the  place  long  before  dinner,  with  fl\e  Gti'and 
Master,  or  his  Deputy,  at  their  bead,  who  shall  retire, 
and  form  themselves.     And  this  is  done  in  order, 

1.  To  receive  any  appeals  duly  lodged,  as  above 
regulated,  that  the  appellant  may  be  heard,  and  the 
afiair  may  be  amicably  decided  before  dinner,  if  pos- 
sible; but  if  it  cannot,  it  must  be  delayed  till  after  the 
new  Grand  Master  is  elected;  and  if  it  cannot  be 
decided  after  dinner,  it  may  be  delayed,  referred  to  a 
particular  committee,  that  shall  quielJy  adjust  it,  and 
make  report  to  the  next  Quai-teriy  Communication,  that 
brotherly  love  may  be  preserved. 

2.  To  prevent  any  difference  or  disgust  which  may 
be  feared  to  arise  that  day ;  that  no  interruption  may 
be  given  to  tlie  harmony  and  pleasure  of  the  Grand 
Feast. 

3.  To  consnlt  about  whatever  concerns  the  decency 
and  decomm  of  the  Grand  Asssembly,  and  to  prevent 
all  indecency  and  ill  manners,  the  assembSy  being 
promiscuous. 

4.  To  receive  and  consider  of  any  good  motion,  or 
any  momentous  and  impoi-tant  affaii',  that  shaJl  be 
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brougLt  from  the  pardcular  Lodges,  by  tlieir  Rijpiti- 
seiitatives,  the  several  Masters  and  Wai-dens. 

XXIX,  After  tliese  things  are  discussed,  the  Grand 
Master  and  his  Deputy,  the  Grand  Wardens,  or  the 
Stewards,  the  Secretary,  the  Xreasui'er,  the  Clerlis, 
and  every  other  person,  shall  withdraw,  and  leave  the 
Masters  aad  Wardens  of  the  pardcular  Lodges  alone, 
in  order  to  consult  amicably  about  ekctiiig  a  new  Grand 
Master,  or  condnuing  the  present,  if  they  have  not  done 
it  the  day  before :  and  if  they  are  unanimous  for  con- 
dnuing the  present  Grand  Master,  his  Woi-ship  shall 
be  called  in,  and  humbly  desired  to  do  the  fraternity 
the  honor  of  niling  them  for  the  year  ensuing:  and 
after  dinner  it  will  be  known  whether  he  accepts  of  it 
or  not:  for  it  should  not  be  discovered  but  by  the 
elecdon  itself. 

SXX.  Then  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  and  aJl  the 
brethren,  may  converse  promiscuously,  or  as  tliey  please 
to  sort  together,  undl  die  dinner  is  coming  in,  when 
every  hrotlier  takes  his  seat  at  table. 

XXSI.  Some  dme  after  dinner  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
formed,  not  in  retirement,  but  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
bretliren,  who  yet  are  not  members  of  it,  and  must  not 
speak  until  they  are  desired  and  allowed. 

XSXn.  If  the  Grand  Master  of  last  year  lias  con- 
sented with  the  Master  and  Wardens  in  private,  before 
dinner,  to  continue  for  the  year  ensuing,  then  one  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  deputed  for  that  purpose,  slial! 
represent  to  all  the  brethren,  his  Worship's  good  gov- 
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efnment,  &c.  And  turning  to  liim,  sliall,  in  tl;ft  niiiiie 
of  tlie  Grand  Lodge,  humbly  lequcst  him  to  do  tLe 
fraternity  tlio  great  honor  (if  nobly  born,  if  not)  the 
great  kindness,  of  continuing  to  be  their  Grand  Master 
for  tlie  year  ensuing.  And  his  Worship  declaring  his 
consent  by  a  bow  or  speech,  as  he  pleases,  the  said 
deputed  meinbei  of  the  Grand  Lodge  sliall  proclaim, 
him  Grand  Master,  and  all  the  manbers  of  the  Lodge 
sliall  salute  him  in  due  form.  And  all  the  brethien 
shall  for  a  few  minutes  have  leave  to  declare  their  . 
satisfaction,  pleasure  and  congratulation. 

XXXin.  But  if  eitlier  the  Master  and  Wardens  have 
not  in  private,  this  day  before  dinner,  nor  the  day  before, 
desired  the  last  Grand  Master  to  continue  in  the  Mas- 
tership another  year;  or  if  he,  when  desired,  has  not 
consented :  then,  the  last  Grand  Master  shall  nominate 
his  successor  for  the  year  ensuing,  who,  if  unanimously 
approved  by  tie  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  there  present, 
shall  be  proclaimed,  saluted,  and  congratulated  tlie  neiv 
Grand  Master  as  above  hinted,  and  immediately  installed 
by  the  last  Grand  Masl«r,  according  to  usage. 

2XXIT.  But,  if  Uiat  nomination  is  not  unanimously 
appi-oved,  the  new  Grand  Master  shall  be  chosen  im- 
mediately by  baliot,  every  Master  and  Warden  writing 
his  man's  name,  and  the  last  Grand  Master  writing 
his  man's  name  too;  and  the  man,  whose  name  the 
last  Grand  Master  shall  first  take  out,  casually  or  by 
chance,  shall  be  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ensuing; 
and  if  present,  he  shall  be  proclaimeii,  saluted,  and 
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congratulated,  aa  above  hinted,  and  forthwith  installed 
by  the  last  Grand  Master,  according  to  usage. 

XXXV.  The  last  Grand  Master  thus  condnuod,  or 
lie  new  Grand  Master  thus  installed,  shall  next  nom- 
inate and  appoint  his  Deputy  Grand  Master,  either  the 
last  or  a  new  one,  who  shall  he  also  declared,  saluted 
and  congratulated  as  above  hinted. 

The  Grand  Master  sliall  also  nominate  the  new  Grand 
Wardens,  and  if  unanimously  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  be  declai-ed,  saluted,  and  congratulated, 
as  above  Mnfed;  but  if  not,  fiey  shall  be  chosen  fay 
ballot,  in  the  same  way  as  the  Grand  Master:  As  the 
Wardens  of  private  Lodges  are  also  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot  in  each  Lodge,  if  the  members  thereof  do  not 
agree  to  their  Master's  nomination. 

XXXVI.  But  if  the  brother  whom  (he  present  Grand 
Master  shall  nominate  for  his  successor,  or  whom  the 
majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  happen  to  choose 
by  ballot,  is,  by  sickness  or  other  necessary  occasion, 
absent  from  the  Grand  Feast,  he  cannot  be  proclaimed 
the  new  Grand  Master,  unless  the  old  Grand  Master, 
or  some  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  can  vouch,  upon  the  honor  of  a  brollier,  that 
tJie  said  pei-son,  so  nominated  or  chosen,  will  readily 
accept  of  the  said  office;  in  which  case  the  old  Grand 
Master  shall  act  as  proxy,  and  shall  nominate  the  De- 
puty and  Wardens  in  his  name,  and  in  his  name  also 
receive  the  usual  honors,  homage  and  congi-atulations. 

XXXVir.  Then  the  Grand  Master  shnll  allow  any 
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bi-other,  FeJIow  Craft,  or  Appreiidce,  to  speak,  directing 
his  discourse  to  his  Worsiiip;  or  to  make  any  modoii 
for  tlie  good  of  the  fraternity,  wSiicJi  sliall  be  either 
immediately  considered  and  finished,  or  eJse  lefeiied 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  tlieir  next 
communication,  stated  t>r  occasional.  When  that  is  over, 

XXXVIII.  The  Grand  Master  or  his  Bepntj,  or 
some  brotlier  appointed  by  liim,  shall  harangue  all  the 
brethren,  and  give  them  good  advice :  And  lastly,  af.er 
some  other  transactions,  that  canEot  be  written  in  any 
language,  the  brethren  may  go  away  or  stay  longer,  as 
tliey  please. 

XXXIX.  Every  annua)  Grand  Lodge  has  an  inherent 
power  and  authority  to  mate  new  regulations  or  to  alter 
these,  for  the  real  benefit  of  this  ancient  fraternity : 
Provided  okma/s,  that  the  old  land-marks  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  that  such  alterations  and  new  regulations 
be  proposed  and  agreed  to  at  the  third  Quarterly  Com- 
munication preceding  tie  annual  Grand  Feast ;  and  that 
they  be  ofiered  also  to  the  perusal  of  all  the  brethren 
before  dinner,  in  writing,  even  of  the  youngest  appren- 
tice ;  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the  majority  of  all 
the  brethren  pi-esent  being  absolutely  necesaarj-  to  make 
the  same  binding  and  obligatory;  which  must  after 
dinner,  and  after  the  new  Grand  Master  is  installed, 
be  solemnly  desired ;  as  it  was  desired  and  obtained  for 
these  regulations,  when  proposed  by  Ihe  Grand  Lodge, 
to  aboiit  one  hundred  and  fifty  brethren,  on  St.  John 
Baptist's  day,  seventeen  hundred  and  twenty-one. 
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POSTSCRIPT. 


Here  follows  (iie  maimer  of  constituting  a  new  Lodge, 
as  practiced  by  his  grace,  the  Duke  of  Wharton,  the 
present  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  according 
to  tiie  ancient  usages  (rf  Masons. 

A  new  Lodge,  for  avoiding  many  irregularities, 
should  be  solemnly  constituted  by  the  Grand  Master, 
wiUi  his  Deputy  and  "Wardens;  or  in  the  Ghand  Mas- 
ter's absence,  the  Deputy  shall  Mt  for  his  Worship, 
and  shall  choose  some  Master  of  a  Lodge  to  assist  him ; 
or  in  case  tlie  Deputy  is  absent,  Uie  Grand  Master  shall 
call  foi-fh  some  Master  of  a  Lodge  to  act  as  Deputy  ^ra 
tempore. 

The  candidates,  or  the  new  Master  and  Wardens, 
beinc  yet  among  the  Fellow  Craft,  the  Grand  Master 
shall  ask  his  Deputy  if  he  has  examined  them,  and 
finds  Ihe  candidate  Master  well  skilled  in  the  noble 
science  and  the  i-oyal  art,  and  duly  instructed  in  our 
mysteries,  &c. 

And  the  Deputy  answering  in  the  affirmative,  he 
shall  (by  the  Grand  Master's  order)  take  the  candidate 
from  among  his  fellows,  and  present  him  to  the  Grand 
Master;  saying.  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  the 
brethren  here  desire  to  be  formed  into  a  new  Lodge ; 
and  I  present  this  my  worthy  brotlier  to  be  their 
Maa'i^r,  whom  I  know  to  be  of  good  uioials  and  g-rual 
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skill,  true  and  trusty,  and  a  lover  of  the  whole  frattr- 
niiy,  wheresoever  dispersed  over  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Then  tlie  Grand  Master,  placing  the  candidate  on 
his  loft  hand,  having  asked  and  obtained  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  the  brethren,  shall  say :  I  constitute  and 
form  these  good  brethren  into  a  new  Lodge,  and 
appoint  you  the  Master  of  it,  not  doubting  of  your 
capacity  and  care  to  preserve  the  cement  of  the  Lodge, 
Ac,  witli  some  other  expressions  tliat  are  proper  and 
usual  on  that  occasion;  but  not  proper  to  be  written. 

Upon  this  the  Deputy  shall  rehearse  the  charges  of 
a  Master,  and  the  Grand  Master  shall  ask  the  can' 
didate,  saying.  Do  you  submit  to  these  chaises  as 
Masters  have  done  in  all  ages?  And  the  candidate 
signifying  his  cordial  submission  tiereunto,  the  Grand 
Master  shall,  by  certaiii  significant  ceremonies  and 
ancient  usages,  instal  him,  and  present  him  with  the 
Constitutions,  the  Lodge  Book,  and  the  instruments  of 
his  office,  not  altogether,  but  one  after  another;  and 
after  each  of  them,  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy, 
shall  rehearse  the  short  and  pithy  charge  that  is  suit- 
able to  the  thing  presented. 

After  this,  the  members  of  this  new  Lodge,  bowing 
all  together  to  the  Grand  Master,  shall  return  his 
Worship  thanks,  and  immediately  do  their  homage  to 
tiieir  new  Master,  and  signify  their  promise  of  subjeclion 
and  obedience  to  him  by  the  usual  congratulation. 

The  Deputy  and  the  Grand  "Wardens,  and  any  other 
brethren  present,  that  are  not  merabei-s  of  this  new 
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Lodge,  shall  next  congratulate  the  new  Master;  and  he 
shail  vetum  his  becoming  acknowiedgmenta  to  the 
Grand  Master  first,  and  to  the  rest  m  their  order. 

Then  the  Grand  Master  desires  the  new  Mashtr  to 
enter  immediately  upon  the  exercise  of  his  office,  in 
choosing  his  Vfaidens;  and  the  ne^y  Master  calling 
forth  two  Fellow  Craft,  presents  them  to  the  Grand 
Master  for  his  approbation,  and  to  the  new  Lodge  for 
their  consent.     And  that  being  gi-anted, 

The  Senior  or  Junior  Grand  Wardens,  or  some 
brother  for  him,  shall  rehearse  the  charges  of  Wardens; 
and  the  candidates  being  solemnly  asked  by  tliu  new 
Master,  shall  signify  tlieir  submission  thereunto. 

Upon  which  the  new  Master,  presenting  them  witli 
the  instruments  of  their  office,  shall,  in  due  form,  instal 
them  in  tlieir  prefer  places :  and  the  bi-ethren  of  that 
new  Lodge  shall  signify  their  obedience  to  the  new 
Wardens  by  the  usual  congratulation. 

And  this  Lodge  being  thus  completely  constituted, 
shall  be  registered  in  the  Grand  Master's  Boot,  and 
by  his  order  notified  to  die  other  Lodges. 
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Wherbab,  by  tlie  confusions  occasioned  in  the  Saxon, 
Danish  and  Nonnan  wars,  the  records  of  Masons  have 
been  nracb  vitiated,  the  Free  Masons  of  England  twice 
thought  it  necessary  to  con-ect  tieir  Constitutions, 
Charges,  and  Kegulations;  first  in  the  reign  of  King 
Athelstan,  the  Saxon,  and  long  after  in  the  reign  of 
King  Edward  IV.  the  Norman :  And,  whereas,  the  old 
Constitutions  in  England  have  been  much  interpolated, 
mangled  and  miser ibly  coirupted,  not  only  with  false 
spelling,  but  even  with  many  falsp  ficts  and  giosi, 
errors  in  history  and  chionology,  thiough  length  of 
time,  and  the  ignoiance  of  transctibers  m  tht  daik 
illiterate  ages  before  the  >evi\al  of  geometiy  and  an 
cient  architecture,  to  the  great  offence  of  all  the  learned 
and  judicious  brethren,  whereby  also  the  ignorant  have 
been  deceived. 

And  our  late  Wortiy  Grand  Master,  his  grace,  tiie 
Duke  of  Montagu,  having  ordered  the  author  to  peruse, 
correct  and  digest,  into  a  new  and  better  method,  the 
histoiy,  charges  and  regulations,  of  tiie  ancient  frater- 
nity ;  he  has  accordingly  examined  several  copies  from 
Italy  and  Scotland,  and  sundry  parts  of  England  and 
from  thence,  (though  in  many  things  erroneous)  and 
from  sui'cral  other  ancient  records  of  Masons,  he  has 
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diawa  ior&i  Uie  above  written  new  Constitutions,  with 
tbo  Charges  aad  General  Itegulations.  And  the  autlior 
having  submitted  the  whole  to  liie  pemsal  and  correc- 
tions of  the  Ial«  and  present  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and 
of  oUier  learned  brethren ;  and  also  of  the  Masters  and 
Wai-dens  of  pai-ticular  Lodges  at  tlieir  Quarterly  Com- 
municalion :  he  did  regularly  deliver  lliem  to  the  late 
Grand  Master  himself,  tlie  said  Duke  of  Montagu,  fgi' 
his  exami nation,  correction,  and  approbation ;  and  his 
grace,  by  the  advice  of  several  bretJiren,  ordered  the 
same  to  be  handsomely  printed  for  tlie  use  of  tlie 
Lodges,  though  tliey  were  not  quite  ready  for  the  press 
during  his  Mastei'ship. 

Tlierefore,  we,  the  present  Grand  Master  of  the 
Bijiht  Worshipful  and  most  ancient  Fraternity  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the 
Grand  Warders,  tlie  Masters  and  Wardens  ofparticulai 
Lodges  (witli  the  consent  of  Uie  bretliren  and  fellows 
in  and  about  the  cides  of  London  and  Westminster) 
having  also  perused  this  performance,  do  join  our 
laudable  predecessors  in  our  solemn  approbation  thereof, 
as  what  we  believe  will  fully  answer  the  end  proposed; 
all  the  valuable  things  of  the  old  records  being  I'etained, 
fte  en'OTE  in  history  and  chronology  corrected,  the  false 
facts  and  the  improper  words  omitted,  and  the  whole 
digested  in  a  new  and  better  method. 

And  we  ordain,  that  tliese  be  received  in  every 
particular  Lodge  under  oui'  cognizance,  as  tlie  only 
Constilytionj  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  amongsl 
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US.  to  be  read  at  the  making  of  new  brethi'en,  or  when 
the  Master  shall  think  fit;  and  which  the  new  brethren 
should  peruse  before  they  are  made.

A  pi-opei'  Masouic  uprau  is  a  white  lamb-skin,  from  foniieea  to  sis- 
teeniuohes  wide,  and  from  twelve  to  roiii1«eii  deep,  with  a  foil  of 
three  to  four  inches  deep ;  sqiiars  at  the  hottom,  wltliout  oruameut, 
and  bound  ia  the  Sfinhollc  degrees  with  blue,  and  iu  the  Royal 
Xaih.  witli  acarlet. 

The  Satin  Apron  is  a  modei'u  innovation,  tirst  inh'odaced  in 
Fmnee,  and  is  iacompatible  with  Ilia  emblematic  iuEtruction  of  the 
iuvesCitni'e.  The  moral  taaght  by  fbe  apron  is  that  we  shonid  pre- 
serve that  blameless  purity  of  life  and  condnct  which  ifi  typified  by 
the  whiteness  of  its  eolor,  and  the  innocence  of  tbo  animal  from 
nMch  it  is  obtaiued. 

ArmjATioM.  A  Mason  is  said  to  be  affiliated  when  connected 
wifiia  Lodge.  Nonaffiliation  Bbonld  not  bo  permitted,  naloes  for 
removil,  oi-  the  pnrpoee  of  uniting  witOi  some  othei'  Lodge,  mure 
convenient  or  desirable  to  the  applicant. 

Affcalb.  The  Master  of  a  Lodge  is  supi'ems  in  power.  No 
appeal  <:an  be  taken  fiom  bis  decision.  He  is  amenable  for  his  acts 
only  to  the  Giand  Lodge  nadev  whose  jnrisdictlou  he  works.  Any 
'  Brother  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decisions  of  the  Mastei',  has  Ma 
I'Edress  by  canning  his  grievances  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ACASTA.  This  iE  the  name  of  a  plant  of  which  there  a^'e  aeieral 
species  and  varieties,  some  of  which  are  evergreens.  Its  roots  are 
said  to  be  very  powei-fnl,  and  adhere  with  wonderful  tanaeity  to  the 
earth.  From  its  evergreen  nature,  in  connectjon  with  other  oiv- 
cnmstaneea,  it  ia  intended  to  remind  us  of  the  immartalUy  of  the 
soal.  No  Master  Mason  can  contemplate  the  aaisia  withont  emo- 
Uons  of  the  most  serious  nature.

Aaron  and 
his  sons  ware  set  apitrt  for  l^e  pi-iesthood  with  the  same  ceremony 
It  was  also  euslomary  io  consecrate  the  kings  of  Israel  to  their 
high  offices  in  the  some  manner.  Corn,  wine  and  oil  being  the 
most  important  prodnctious  of  Eastern  conntries,  ai-e  spoken  of  by 
David,  in  Psalm  cir,  14,  as  "  Wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of 
nan,  and  oil  to  make  his  face  shine,  and  bread  which  streugthenetb 
man's  heaii."  Freemasons'  Lodges,  wblch  are  temples  to  the  Most 
High,  are  conse^Bled  by  sti-ewiug  corn,  wine  and  ell  npon  the 
Lodge,  Ihe  emblem  of  (be  Holy  Ark. 

Creed  of  a  Mason  is  the  belief  in  Go3,  the  SupL'eme  Architect 
of  leaven  and  eailh  ;  the  dispenser  of  all  good  gifts,  and  the  judge 
of  tie  qniet  and  the  dead.  It  is  biief  and  compreheiisiTe,  unen- 
tangled  with  scholastic  subtleties  or  sectarian  conti-oversies.

DiMiT.  A  Mason  is  said  to  dimit  when  hewiihdmwa  his  mem- 
boi'sliip  from  a  Lodge.  When  b  memher  dlmits,  lie  ia  no  longer 
liable  for  peeuniarj'  eontributioos,  nnd  has  no  cidm  to  pecuniai? 
relief.  Hie  Masonic  obligaUons,  lowever,  still  contiuue  in  full 
force,  and  he  is  still  responsible  to  the  Order  for  hia  moral  condnct. 
This  vtorf  ia  often  apelled  demit.  It  shonid  be  dimit.  See  Wel)- 
ster'a  Quarto  Dicliondiy. 

Dkebb  oiaMasos.  The  oppTOpiinte  Maeonic  oostumu  for  fune- 
ral pixioessions  is  a  full  snit  of  black,  with  wliile  apions  and  gloves. 

Due  Odabd.  This  ceiemonv  lemiiiJs  the  Mason  of  the  time 
nnd  manner  of  taking  his  solemn  vows  of  dnty  ,  and  by  a  recni-. 
rcuce  to  it,  he  is  duty  yvarded  asnmst  any  violation  of  his  saci'nd 

£AV£B-DROrFEB.  A  liiitBuer  The  name  is  derived  from  tie 
pnuisliment  which  at  an  eniij  penod  wbb  diiecled  (o  be  inflicted  on 
a  detected  cownn,  which  was,  "  to  be  placed  nndei-  the  eaves  of  tho 
house  in  rainy  wettther,  till  tie  water  I'nns  in  at  his  shonldete,  niid 
out  at  lis  heels." 

Gavel.  Tie  common  gavel  is  one  of  the  working  tools  of  an 
Entered  Apprautice,  and  is  atea  used  by  the  Master  as  nu  instTD- 
meat  to  maintain  order  in  the  Lodge.  Most  of  the  lodges  in  this 
couutiylave  confonnded  the  garel  with  the  mallet,  or  " se«mj 
v.aid,"  which  is  nu  emblem  ol'  the  third  degree,  and  iinre  erron- 
eously adopted  the  form  of  the  latter  for  the  iiistrnmcut  need  by 
the  Master  as  the  badge  of  hie  nnthority.  The  gavel  should  he 
made  in  tie  form  of  a  stone  mason's  hammer,  one  end  leiiig  re- 
duced to  a  cutting  edge,  "to  bi-eoif  ofFthe  cornel's  of  rangh  stones." 
The  gavel  thns  shaped,  when  looked  at  in  fi-ont,  will  present  a  rep- 
resentation of  tliE  gniiel  or  sable  end  of  n  honse.    Prom  this  slapo 
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it  deoTes  its  u^ime,  being  tliitt  oS  the  gavel  at  gable  eud  of  u  house. 
It  comes  fi'oiii  tile  German  gipfd,  n  summit,  lop,  or  pcsk. 

Qlotbo,  Wbitc  gloves  faint  a  pnrt  of  the  a]ipTopi'ist«  dress  of 
I'lBemasons,  and  ehoiild  always  be  worn  iu  tho  Lodge,  The  white 
j;love9  lemind  as  that  bo  nbD  would  stnnd  m  the  holj  plnce  must 
come  with  a  pnie  benit  and  clenu  bauds. 

HEiL.  One  who  lias  ivjoeiTed  tbe  Mnsouic  degrees  from  a  body 
not  orgauised  nuder  a  proper  warrant  vv  charter,  is  not  entitled  to 
Masouic  priTileges,  until  he  baa  renewed  hia  obligatione  iu  a  body 
legally  coustitutcd.     'When  this  is  done,  be  is  said  to  be  keakd. 

Honors,  Grand.  The  public  Giand  Honoi-s  are  given  ou  pub- 
lic occoeiouB  iu  the  presence  of  a  miEccUHneons  audiencB,  and  difer 
from  those  private  Gmud  Honors  which  ai^e  given  oulj  in  a  Master's 
Iiodge.  They  are  used  in  the  laying  of  comer  stones  of  public 
bnildings,  or  iu  other  serTices  in.  which  the  ministrations  ot  the 
Prateriiitj  are  required,  and  especially  at  funerals.  They  ai'e  given 
aa  fbUowe  :  Sulh  arms  ai'e  crossed  on  the  hreabt,  the  left  upper- 
most, tbe  open  palms  of  tbe  hands  shajiily  stiiliing  the  sbonldera  ; 
they  are  then  raised  above  the  head,  tbe  palms  stniting  each  other; 
they  are  thou  braugbt  down,  tbo  bands  striking  the  thighs.  This 
is  repeated  three  times,  and  as  (hero  are  three  hlona  given  each 
time,  on  the  breast,  on  the  palms  of  the  bauds,  and  on  the  thighs, 
making  nine  iu  all,  the  Graud  Honor's  are  said  to  be  given  by 
"tbi'ce  times  three."  On  tbe  occasion  of  funerals,  these  words 
should  be  prononiiced  each  time,  when  the  bauds  are  braitght  down 
to  the  thighs  i  "  The  wUl  ef  God  is  accotnplished.     So  mote  it  be." 

Innovations.  Tbe  true  Mason  will  always  resist  eveij  attempt 
to  make  innovations  on  the  ancient  usages  and  cuelcme  of  the 
'Order.  It  is  this  consenativo  principle  which  has  pi-eserved  Ms- 
Eoni^  so  long  nucbanged— now,  as  it  has  always  been.  Many 
attemjit^  hare  been  made  at  dit3«rent  times  to  change  the  character 
of  the  Ordei',  and  in  some  instani^es  with  tctaporary  success.  But 
(I'lie  Masonry  has  tiiumphod  over  nli  siicli  nllempla,  and  the  eiiat- 
ence  of  these  innovations  has  been  bat  ephemeiat. 

A.  Loilge  uf  Inatruction  is  a  volunlary 
assoeiation  of  Bretlireu  under  the  dii'ection  of  a  B.othov  skilled  in 
tlie  woi'k,  ibi'  tlio  puipoBe  of  impi-oTement  in  Masoniy.

Labor.  The  loboi'  of  a  Lodge  eousisb  of  the  opening  and  cloa- 
ing  eeremouiea,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  regularly  come  be- 
fore it.  A  Lodge  is  said  to  he  called  from  lahor  to  refreshment 
when  ndjoarued  for  a  definite  time — during  which  time  it  is  nnder 
the  ciRrge  of  tho  Junior  'Wardeu. 
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LoDQE.  A  Lodge  of  Fveemasons  ia  a  body  of  Mobohb  orgunized 
unilcrn  rBgiiliii'  warrairt  or  charter  fraoi  a  Ginud  Lodge,  oonaisting 
of  not  less  than  seven  memhent.  A  Lody  of  MaEoiis  who  DSEemble 
to  traneact  Maeonic  basinesB  without  the  authority  of  a  proper 
wnrrant  oi-  ebartet  is  styled  a  clandestino  Lodge.  All  Masous  who 
participate  id  such  ft  meeting,  thei'eby  forfeit  all  Masonic  piiriJeges,  , 
nod  nie  subjected  to  eipiilsioa  from  the  Order 

Ordkbs.  This  [«ini  is  pi-oper  in  contimlistinotioQ  to  the  aevoml 
grades  of  Aucient  Citill  Maaoury,  which  are  deuomiuatod  degrees. 
The  Orders  of  Chivalric  Knighthood  are  Ibnotled  on  the  Christian 
wligiou,  and  basei  npon  the  pinctioe  of  the  Chiistiau  yirtnos.  The 
applicaut  for  these  ordei's  must  hare  passed  through  the  eevei'al 
degiees  of  Masonry  to  that  of  Royal  Amh.  Some  Encampmenla 
reqnii-o  the  additional  di^reea  of  Bojal  and  Select  Mftsters.  He 
must  also  be  a  believer  in  the  i-avelaljou  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Su- 
UHJKT,  da  the  sacriflee  for  siii,  and  the  Jlferfiolor  betweea  God  and 
man.  His  vows  and  duties  are  as  solemnly  enjoined  upon  him 
OS  npon  thsmostfnstidious  professor  of  Chiistianily.  Thenunlogy 
cxistin!!  between  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  and  the  Chiistiau  Oi'ders 
of  Knighthood,  bear  a  striking  similarity  to  that  which  eiiste  be- 
tween the  Old  Bud  New  Testumcnt. 

Relioion.  Freemasonvj  preeciibcs  no  seetaLion  test.  It  asks 
only  for  a  declaratiun  of  that  univeisal  religion  iu  which  nil  seets 
ajtree — the  belief  lu  God  and  iu  His  superintending  Pi-ovidonce. 
Lot  a  man's  religion  or  mode  of.  worship  bo  what  it  may,  he  is  not 
eicluded  from  the  Order,  provided  be  believe  iu  the  Great  Amhi- 
tect  of  heaven  and  eaiib,  and  pnicl'ces  the  sacred  duties  of  mor- 
ality. 

RiTDAL.  The  ritual  of  Freemasonry  comprises  the  fonoa  of 
opening  and  closing  a  Lodge,  of  iiiitlatiug  candidates,  and  of  con- 
ducting the  other  peculiar  ceremonies  of  tlie  Order. 

Kegalia.  This  woi-d  is  often  nsed  by  newly  made  Masons  in 
spiiaking  of  their  Masonic  clothing.  It  is  not  found  in  tlie  rituals 
of  Masonry,  and  is  offensive  to  the  eav  of  the  older  and  more  ei- 
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e.
